Cornwall, (his real name) 
revealed his interesting past on a 
recent BBC2 documentary, The 
Spy Centre, and spoke about his 
innermost desires. “| had found a 
cause | could serve,” he 
explained. “I also longed for the 
dignity which great secrecy 
confers upon you.” 


His days of espionage and 
cloak-and-dagger escapades 
began even before his days at 
Oxford. As a student at Berne 
University, one British diplomat 
asked him to perform a task. “I 
had attached myself to the 
English community. The jobs | 
performed were trivial and 
minuscule. But off | trolleyed 
thinking | was the greatest spy in 
the world and hung around 
Geneva. | gave a gentleman a 
parcel and looked for some- 
body carrying a copy of last 
week's Time Magazine, 
whatever it was, and | thought | 
was absolutely the male version 
of Mata Hari.” 


After entering Lincoln College, 
Oxford, he admits that he spied 
on left-wing students. “It’s true in 
the sense that there was a 
conviction then that the 
Russians, the Soviets and their 
allies would be recruiting from 


the ranks of middle-class Oxford 
undergraduates in the late 
1940's in the same way that 
they had done in the 1930's at 
Cambridge. That was the ferro 
So the requirement, however 
painful it was, was to try find out 
who was in the play of Soviet 
recruiters.” 


When he left university, he 
worked even closer with 
organisations like MI5. “I was 
recruited both by the Army and 
by the civilian branches of 
intelligence at different times. | 
think when the option was 
presented to me it was 
immediately attractive. It was as 
if the whole of my life had 
prepared me for this moment. | 
was entering the priesthood.” 


Between the years 1960-64, he 
posed as a diplomat working in 
the Foreign Service in Bonn - this 
followed his transfer from MI5 to 
MIé. And as it so happens, he 
was in Germany when the Berlin 
Wall went up, effectively giving 
him the inspiration for the novel 
that made him so famous. “I 
think for 48 hours | didn’t sleep 
at all. | was just running around 
helping out where | could. When 
| got to Königswinter, where | 
lived, | was in a state of what | 
think shrinks call fugue. 


“| was tremendously high and in 
five days | wrote huge, overlong 
versions of what became The 
Spy who Came in From the 
Cold and | cut it down to about 
55,000 words and bunged it in.” 


Le Carré said he liked deceiving 
his contacts: “It felt like betrayal 
but it had a voluptuous quality, as 
it did for my character. This was a 
necessary sacrifice of morality 
and that is a very important 
component of what makes 
people spy, what attracts them.” 


Another MIS Agent Loses Vital 


Laptop Computer 


SUBSTANTIAL 


ust before Christmas, MI5 admitted that another 
officer had lost vital intelligence information. The 
service said an officer was on his way to a meet- 
ing in southwest England when he suddenly 


realised he had left his briefcase on the train. He quickly 
telephoned the service’s headquarters in Millbank to 
explain what had happened. MI5 chief Stephen Lander 
was said to be “furious.” Police were ordered to search 
the train and stations along the route to Dorset, but the 
Case was never found. According to intelligence sources, 
the officer had on his person a “bag full of secrets.” 


As head of MI5, Mr Lander had once again to telephone 
Prime Minister Blair about the debacle. This latest blunder 
ends a miserable year for Mr Lander who has witnessed 
a number of operational errors by his officers. In 2000, MI5 and MIé6 personnel lost several official laptop 
computers containing a variety of secrets, but this loss is much more dangerous to national security. 
Security expert Chris Dobson said: “This is another dreadful breach of security. At least with laptops their 
codes have to be broken to gain access to the material unlike a type-written document.”

world’s most active terrorist organisations 
had struck again - ETA. 


Realising that Spain had yet another atrocity 
on its hands, security services moved 
quickly. All major roads were sealed off as 
plainclothes agents patrolled side streets 
and alleyways. However, long gone are the 
days when one could cut off an entire city 
in two as a means of restricting the move- 
ment of fleeing gunmen. All three terrorists 
escaped in the rush-hour traffic and obvious 
confusion. 


The Basque separatist group is responsible 
for 19 deaths since January 2000, making it 
a dangerous adversary indeed. The Spanish 
Government has had several successes, 
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however, and recently captured ETA's 
leader, Ignacio Gracia. Furthermore, they 
have also captured at least two of the 
group's roaming active service units. But it is 
a change of policy from ETA which is 
worrying Spain's politicians. In early years, 
ETA's operations were mainly carried out in 
the specific region in the north of the 
country, occasionally spilling over into 
southern France. Now they are taking their 
fight to cities like Madrid and Barcelona. 


The infrastructure of the group is still intact, 
despite Madrid's claims last year that the 
organisation is finished. Since those ill-fated 
words, ETA has gone on a killing soree which 
is equal to anything in its 30 year history. 
“There is [Sic] a new structure and a new 
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way of operating,” said Jaime Mayor Oreja, 
the Interior Minister. 
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Madrid police say that the three men died 
instantly; and It is not too difficult to under- 
stand why. The car was a mangled wreck, 
and nothing but a burnt-out shell remained. 
-The black plumes of smoke could be seen 


right across the city. In total, 30 people were 


injured, the driver of the bus critically. wo 
schoolgirls, aged 14 and 7, also received 
some nasty wounds. 500 a 
apartments were damaged a 

and 30 vehicles destroyed 
in total. 


Intelligence Officials from 
Spain's GEO (Grupo Especial 
de Operaciones) a secret 
counterterrorist unit, believe 
that ETA had been watching 
the judge’s movements for 
many weeks. His daily routine 
never changed. 24 hours 
before the blast, an ETA active © 
service unit had carefully placed 
some 45lb of explosives in a car. 
which they knew would be passe 
by Querol’s official vehicle. The 
bomb was particularly large 
compared with other ETA devices 
As the vehicle pulled away, polic 
say the unit was contacted by a 
man on a mobile phone who 7 
gave a signal to the ETA operatives. 
The rest, of course, is now destined 
to be remembered as another 
bloody ETA victory. Had the judge 
been given an armour-plated 
vehicle, the type which almost 
- certainly saved the life of José Maria 
Aznar, the Prime Minister, in an identical 
attack nearly six years ago, the three men 
just might have survived. 


Querol, 69, was president of the military 
section of Spain's Supreme Court and held 
the rank of general in the armed forces. 
Married with four children, his murder 
sparked massive protests in Madrid and 
elsewhere in Spain which saw hundreds of 
thousands of people take to the streets to 
demonstrate against ETA. 


For eight years the judge had lived with a 
24-hour bodyguard. “He was a brilliant man 
and a good, intelligent public servant,” said 
Benigno Varela, spokesman for the Council 
of Judicial Power. 


It was the fourth time in 2000 that ETA had 
planted a bomb in Madrid, the thirteenth in 
a year which started so promisingly for the 
security services. 


Just two weeks earlier, intelligence opera- 

’ tives swooped on a flat and captured two 
of EIAs leading members, Jon Solana, 26, 
and Harriet Iragi, 23. The couple formed 
part of a particularly dangerous active 
service unit responsible for killing Colonel 
Antonio Munoz, an army doctor, in the city 
of Seville. When the two were taken for 
questioning, it soon became clear that their 
capture was significant. Police learned that 
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they had carried out other murders in 
Seville, Malaga and Granada. They had 
also been seen in Barcelona and observed 


_ by intelligence agents. Further investigation 


provided a clue fo their 


impending targets - a tourist ferry that 
travelled between Palma de Majorca and 
Valencia. They also discovered plans to 
attack targets in Barcelona itself. 


The tourist plan is definitely a new and 
deadly change of direction by ETA who 
have always maintained they only ‘hit’ 
government figures. Now other threats have 
been made against court officials, and 
interestingly, certain newspapers and 
television stations. Spanish intelligence 
believe ETA's prolonged campaign has 
been inspired from another active service 
unit which Operated throughout the country 
in the 1980s and 1990s causing absolute 
mayhem. That unit was made up of French 
Basques from near Bayonne. These new 
tactics have apparently been devised by 
Francisco Garcia Gaztelu, alias Txapote, 
and Maria Soledad Iparraguirre, alias 
Antobo, two prominent hardliners in the 
movement. Both figures now control all the 
active service units.

Ibon Muqoa, who said Gaztelu was respon- 
sible for the 1997 kidnap and murder of a 
young Spanish politician, Miguel Angel 
Blanco who was from the same Popular 
Party as Jose Maria Aznar, Spain’s Prime 
Minister. That attack also caused revulsion 
throughout the country. 


Another ETA assassination followed Judge 
Querol in early November 2000.

The operation in the regional Cataloniarn 
capital was the first time ETA has struck in 
Barcelona since if launched a rocket attack 
on army offices in 1994. Following Ruiz’s 
death, Senor Aznar visited his distraught 
family. He reaffirmed his government's 
policy of “not talking to ETA,” and “tackling it 
with police measures.” He blasted, “Our 
chosen path will eventually bring victory.” 
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In Barcelona, two days of mourning was 
announced and several thousands of 


people took to the street once again. 
Similar demonstrations in the Basque cities 
of Bilbao and San Sebastion followed. White 
sheets were flown out of many houses in 
cities across Spain. 


Spanish police have provided 600 body- 
Quards to those people if considers are 
particularly at risk. However, they too know it 
is impossible to protect everyone. “ETA 
strikes wherever if can,” said Senor Mayor 
Oreja, Spain's Interior Minister. 


ETA has also warned Spanish-base journalists 
that they are now “legitimate targets,” and 
this was evidenced on 10 November when 
a bomb planted under the car of a young 
couple, both journalists, failed to detonate. 
The EIA attack in San Sebastian sparked 
condemnation amongst reporters and 
authors all over the world. An advertisement 
appeared in Madrid's daily E/ Pais newspo- 
per on 21 November, signed by more than 
60 distinguished writers and editors. The

“We wish fo express Our support for the 
journalists who are subjected to threats by 
EIA, and declare that we shall remain 
watchful in defence of their lives and 
independence.” 


____ TERRORISM 


The November bloodshed ended on the 
21st, when one of Spain's most popular 
former political figures was gunned down as 
he stepped from his car in an underground 
car park near his home in Barcelona. Senor 
Ernest Lluch, who served as Health Minister 
under the Gonzdlez government from 1982 
to 1986, was also a keen supporter of 
dialogue with ETAs political allies in the Herri 
Batsasuna party: Though ETA have yet to 
admit to this fresh atrocity, police say it had 
all the hall marks of a “specialist ETA unit 
killing.” 


This murder came just 24 hours before 
millions of people were preparing to 
celebrate the silver jubilee of King Juan 
Carlos of Spain. At a pre-planned cer- 
emony, the King wore a black tie and 
looked saddened by the incident. The 
Official reception was Cancelled as a 
minute's silence was respected in much of 
Spain. The King told the Cortes deputies in a 
speech to mark the 25th anniversary of his 
proclamation as monarch: “Terrorist 
violence will not make Us renounce the 
liberty that Ernest Lluch fought so hard and 
so intelligently to defend. His sacrifice 
obliges us all to stand together and put an 
end to terrorism.” 


he slaying of Ernest Lluch may prove a 
turning point in the popularity of ETA in the 
Basque country. Lluch’s was one of only a 
handful of Socialists who believed in 


dialogue with ETA supporters, and had talked 
about moves to reinterpret, or even change the 
Spanish constitution to solve the Basque 
problem. Analysts believe his murder is ETA's way 
of ‘plowing the bridges’ that exist between 
moderate Basque nationalists and Spain's 
Socialists. 


Lluch was born in the Catalan seaside village of 
| Vilassar de Mar. He resented General Franco 


and his attempts to kill Catalan identity. He 
became a professor of economics at the 
University of Barcelona, but was expelled for 


leading a student rebellion. He was also 
arrested several times for underground political 
writings. In 1977, he became a Socialist deputy 
for Barcelona in the first post-Franco demo- 
cratic parliament. 


Aman of many passions, Lluch was a dedi- 
cated Barcelona football follower, a broad- 


| caster on soccer, bullfighting and an expert on 
| 18th century Catalonia. He adored the Basque 


Country and had a second home in San 


Sabastian. He agreed in principle to greater 
| Basque autonomy. He became the first former 


minister to be executed by ETA. Intelligence 
analysts believe ETA have made a dreadful 
mistake. 


Ernest Lluch Martin. Born 21 January 1937, died 
21 November 2000. 
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On 23 November, one million people 
protested on the streets of Barcelona.

On 20 December a policeman qp- 
proached a vehicle in Barcelona City 
centre on the Avenida Diagonal.

Police arrived at the scene within two 
minutes, but, fearing the car might be 
booby-trapped, they cleared the area of 
Civilians before moving in. Detectives 
quickly established that the car had false 
number plates, a technique often used by 
ETAs active service units. The police also 
revealed that inside the car, a cooking pot 
was visible on the back seat. This too is a 
common EIA ploy - the pot contains 
explosives, 


“It seems this car belonged to ETA,” said 
Julia Garcia Valdecasa, a spokesman for 
the interior ministry in Spain. 


And in a further twist, Bixente Lizarazu, one 
of France's top international football stars 
and a World Cup winner, revealed he has 
received death threats from ETA. The 
footballer comes from France’s southwest- 
ern Basque region, and it is clear to 
terrorism analysts that ETA is widening its 
long-established extortion net to raise even 
more funding for operations. Lizarazu 
received his letter, written in Euskera, the 
Basque language, at his parents’ house. 
ETA demanded that he pay them the 
money he had received from playing for 
the French team; it said: “You have been 
wearing the shirt of the national team of an 
enemy country. A refusal to meet our 
demand would lead to action against 
yourself or your possessions.” 


The recent ETA violence has 
brought hundreds of 
thousands of ordinary 
Spinish (and Basque) citizens 
on the streets to protest.

Xavier Arzalluz, president of the Basque 
Nationalist Party, has been accused of 
telling ETA that the Ertzaintza would over- 
look some of its criminal activities: “It is 
wrong to say we are encouraging the 
Ertzaintza to act against ETA, when in fact, 
the opposite is occurring and they are 
applying the brakes,” he allegedly told ETA 
members at a secret meeting. “The 
Ertzaintza almost certainly has information 


on some active service units that it is not 
acting upon.” [According to a book, El Ar- 
boly las nueces - The Tree and the Nuts - 
by journalists Carmen Gurruchaga and 
Isabel San Sebastion] 


Basque Nationalist Party officials 
vehemently deny that Senor Arzalluz made 
the comments. 


Some police officers in the 7,500-strong 
Erizainiza are not passing on information 
because they are angry at what they see 
is political interference. Instead, they have 
Opened-up channels with Spain's other 
police forces, such as the Civil Guard and 
the National Police Force. Both these 
services have had their ranks cut since the 
formation of the Ertzaintza. 


“What confidence can one have when 
senor Arzalluz says that arresting active [ETA] 
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service units is a block to peace?” Inaki 
Castro of Erne, the trade union represent- 
ing most Ertzaintza officers, said. Further- 
more, Officials in Madrid are worried about 
persistent rumours, circulating in the force, 
that contacts between senior officers and 
gangs who regularly participate in street 
violence, mean that arrests are kept to a 
minimum. 


“When there are police commanders who 
tell their officers they have to apply the 
brakes, the Basque regional government 
needs changing,” Carlos Iturgaiz, the 
Basque regional leader of the Popular Party, 
said. 


Juvier Balza, the Basque government 
member in control of the Ertzaintza has 
denied the allegations and blamed Senor 
Aznar's centre-right government for “trying 
to break public confidence in the 
Ertzaintza.” He insists that recent polls show 
the Ertzaintza are more popular than any 
other Spanish police force. “This is part of 
a political and media campaign to make 
out that Basque nationalism and terrorist 
violence are the same thing,” he said. 


TALISMAN INTELLIGENCE 


WASHINGTON: President George W. Bush moved 


swiftly to appoint Donald Rumsfeld as his secretary 


of defence in January. His choice provides more 


evidence that Bush is determined to get America’s 


controversial National Missile Defence (NMD) 
system moving again after several setbacks last 
summer. Two missile tests failed and the 
programme stalled because of the presidential 
elections. 


Rumsfeld, 68, is a fervent supporter of NMD and 
with other military hardliners joining Bush's 
government, NMD will be back on track by 
autumn. In 1998, the tough-talking Rumsfeld 
challenged both the CIA and Pentagon over their 
intelligence assessments that said “rogue states 
were 15 years away from having the potential to 
launch missiles at the USA.” Rumsfeld dismissed 
the report and claimed North Korea and Iran will 
be ready with intercontinental ballistic missiles 
within five years. 


General Hugh Shelton, President Clinton’s 
chairman of the joint chief of staff, said Rumsfeld 
was wrong. But just seven days later Pyongyang 
test-fired a three-stage missile that overflew Japan 
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Donald 
Rumsfeld 


and caused outrage in Tokyo. Needless to say, 
Rumsfeld's credibility went sky high. 


His political experience is vast. He has worked with 
President Nixon in a White House economic policy 
unit; eventually rising to become America’s 
ambassador to NATO. He was then appointed 
chief of defence staff and defence secretary 
under President Ford. Wnen Ronald Reagan took 
over he made him envoy to the Middle East. But 
George Bush made it clear it was his chairmanship 
of a special commission on the missile threat to 
the USA that won him his new job. “He is thoughtful, 
considerate and wise on the subject of missile 
defence,” said the president. 
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everal of the once powerful and feared 

French terrorist group, Action Directe, have 

been involved in a prolonged hunger strike 

which could claim their lives at any time, 
Indeed, since one of the former founders, Jean- 
Marc Rouillan started his hunger strike in January 
2001, the media has once again had reason to 
focus on the exploits of the group. This in turn has 
prompted several human rights’ groups to begin 
campaigning for humane treatment of the 
group's imprisoned heads. Notable socialist 
writers and communists in France have also 
vented their fury at the government for “treating 
the members of Action Directe like animals.” 


Jean-Marc Rouillan was tried and convicted in 
the late 1980s alongside Georges Cipriani, 
Nathalie Ménigon and Joëlle Aubron, for 
carrying out over 50 terrorist attacks, and the 
assassination of the Renault chairman, Georges 
Besse, who was gunned down by the two 
women in 1986, 


Action Directe merged with the remnants of 
Germany's extreme-left organisation, the Red 
Army Faction, and then joined forces with the 
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feared Italian group, the Red Brigade. And 
though they existed for only a few years, the 
group waged war with the French military and 
police. They publicly released statements which 
condemned France’s involvement in Africa, 
arms’ manufacture and property speculation, 
They had much indirect support, particularly with 
left-wing students. In its early attacks, Action 
Directe targeted government ministries and 
corporate headquarters. However, when the 
group began killing targets, their support 
dwindled. And by the time they gunned down 
two policemen and a gendarmerie, they invoked 
the full force of Europe's security services, 


It wasn't long after that the 30 members of 
Action Directe had been identified and most of 
them arrested, The four heads were given 
multiple life terms and have spent some 12 
years in solitary confinement in high-security 
cells. One person who sympathises with the 
plight of the four is Nicole Borvo, a Communist 
member of the French senate. “The government 


| cannot allow this situation to continue. The 


Action Directe four need medical attention, 
visiting rights, transfers to jail meant for long-term 
detainees. These are not exorbitant demanas. If 
they are not granted, someone quite soon is 
going to die in prison.” 


Borvo is supported by international film-maker 
Yves Boisset, who said: “They are being treated 
with almost unimaginable inhumanity.” 


Ménigon, a revolutionary communist, co- 
founded Action Directe in 1979. She is believed 
to be suffering from paralysis caused by two 
heart attacks that have left her with severe 
speech problems. Similarly, Georges Cipriani, a 
Tunisian, and former financial controller of the 
group, has hardly any teeth left and doesn’t really 
know where he is. However, the French authorities 
say Mr Copriani has refused psychiatric help. 


Jean-Marc Rouillan is the son of a teacher from 
southern France. He was just 17 when he was 
arrested and convicted of terrorist activity. He 
started the recent hunger strikes which he hoped 
would lead to better conditions for him and his 
friends. At one point he refused to be fed 
intravenously. 


“What's happening here is simply not accept- 
able,” said Henri Malberg, a Communist MP “A 
man is putting his life in danger, and what he is 
asking for any normal state could sort out with 
three letters and four telephone calls. This may 
be deeply embarrassing for the Socialist govern- 
ment, but it will be a lot worse if someone dies.” E 
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larm bells should have sounded 

many years ago but didn’t. How 

could an ordinary FBI agent 

send six of his children to private 

scnools? Such questions were 
uppermost in the minds of Pentagon chiefs 
as yet another massive spy scandal shook 
Washington. Yet even his neighbours had 
described him as the typical archetypal 
good neighbour. However, Hanssen was 
clever. He drove his children around in a 
battered 12-year-old van remarking that 
most of his wage is absorbed by his 
children’s school fees, 


To conceal his secret wealth further, he 
often missed his payments to the church. 
When his friends in Vienna, Virginia, learned 
of his arrest, they were astonished. “I can't 
imagine, his being involved in this,” said one 
friend. “It’s impossible, there must be a 
mistake,” said another. There was no 
mistake. 


Codename RAMON: The arrest of Hanssen, 
codenamed Ramon by his Moscow 
controllers, again emphasised that the cold 
war is far from over. 


FBI veteran Robert Philip Hanssen, 57, had 
just seven weeks to go before he retired. He 
had worked tirelessly for the agency for 27 
years. He wanted one more big pay-off 
from his other masters in Russia’s SVR, the 
agency which succeeded the KGB. He left

home in February carrying a wallet of 
Classified material and drove to a wooded 
area at Arlington, Virginia. He then pro- 
ceeded to leave the package at what 
Russians call a ‘dead letter box’. FBI and CIA 
agents were waiting and watching. Hanssen 
was then arrested. Nearby, the CIA found a 
black plastic bag intended for the agent; 
some $50,000 in used bills were inside. Robert 
Hanssen had played out his last mission. 


Hanssen had worked in various areas of the 
FBI's Russian division, specialising in counter- 
intelligence. As such, he had access to a 
plethora of intelligence secrets, some of 
which were labelled ‘most sensitive’. It soon 
transpired that Hanssen had been a double 
agent for an astonishing 15 years and had 
worked closely with Aldrich Ames, the CIA 
agent who was jailed for life for passing 
secrets on to the Russians. 


i According to the FBI, Hanssen gave his 
Russian minders a “bag full of material.” 
Indeed, what is particularly worrying for 
Washington is that at least three US double 
agents who worked at the Soviet, then 
Russian Embassy in the capital were 
revealed by Hanssen. Two of those agents 

| were executed on their return to Moscow. 
Ames’ treachery resulted in the deaths of at 
least 10 double agents who were exposed 
in the 1980s. 


embarrassed, A team of analysts have now 
traced Hanssen’s double agent past back 
to 20 March 1989, though it is said to go 
back to 1986. In that case, he secretly 
passed intelligence confirming the names 


of the three US intelligence operatives at the Bo e E 
years in the FBI, 16 of which 


were served as a Russian 
agent, codenamed Ramon 


Russian Embassy. “He was paid to spy on 
spies,” said Freeh, “out he shattered that 
trust: what he did was commit one of the

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most traitorous actions imaginable.” The 
agency has managed to acquire a letter 
he wrote to his KGB handler in 1985, shortly 
after volunteering to work for the USSR. “I 
know far better than most what minefields 
are laid and the risks.” 


In a show of solidarity, CIA director, George 
Tenent, Freeh and other senior legal and 
intelligence heads lined up at a press 
gathering to speak about the ever-present 
danger of foreign agency espionage. 


In total, it is believed Hanssen received a 
total of $1.4m (£960,000) from Moscow. 
Some of the money was paid in diamonas. 
The FBI have produced a 1 10-page 
affidavit that dates back to 1986, contain- 
ing details of payments allegedly made by 
Hanssen to Swiss bank accounts. 


Sources in Washington say Hanssen was no 
ordinary spy. “He was brilliant, and did 
megaton damage to US intelligence,” said 
one CIA analyst. Indeed, just two months 
earlier he had been assigned to the State 
Department to try and plug security 
breaches. It has since transpired, that he 
never once met his controller face-to-face. 
He used dead letter boxes and then 
searched through FBI records to see if the 
bureau was suspicious. 


His downfall came when the CIA managed 
to obtain various intelligence papers held 
by the SVR. After consultation with the FBI, it 
became clear that the material came from 
within the bureau. Soon after all the evi- 
dence pointed towards Hanssen, but the 
agency wanted confirmation. The sting 
operation in Virginia provided that. 


One FBI analyst said: “Computer forensic 
analysis, substantial covert surveillance, 
court-authorised searches and other 
sensitive techniques revealed that Hanssen 
had routinely accessed FBI records and 
Clandestinely provided those records and 
other classified information to a Russian 
intelligence officer.” 


Hanssen loved playing out the real James 
Bond character. Other letters to his Russian 
controller reveal a sort of stage character, 
almost acting out the role in a parallel 
world. “US law now attaches the death 
penalty to my help to you - so | do take the 
risks," he wrote. He compared America to “a 
powerfully built but retarded child.” Though 
it is clear he loved the FBI. 


Once Hanssen was arrested, MI5 and MIé6 
were in deliberation with their US counter- 
parts. Could the double agent have passed 
on intelligence affecting Britain? Hanssen of 
course was cleared to receive top secret 
intelligence that might have revealed MIé6 
agents. The task of assessing the damage (if 
any) to Britain falls under the umbrella of MI5. 


Hanssen is pleading ‘not guilty’ to charges 
of espionage and will be represented by 
Plato Cacheris, a prominent Washington 
lawyer, who said: “Mr Hanssen is naturally 
quite upset - emotional. It’s a serious matter, 
an FBI agent charged with espionage.” 


Cacheris’s other clients have included, 
Aldrich Ames and Monica Lewinsky. If found 
guilty, Hanssen could be sentenced to death, 
given a life term in prison and fined $2m. 
Moscow, meanwhile, offered no comment 


on the affair.

WASHINGTON D.C.: Robert Philip Hanssen is said to 
have modelled himself on the British traitor, Kim 
Philby. A ‘Stakhanovite’ among spies, according to 
the FBI, he passed on to his Russian controllers more 
than 6,000 pages of secret intelligence material, 
much of it concerning how the FBI watched foreign 
targets. And though FBI director, Louis Freeh, said his 
treachery was “impossible to calculate,” it is his 
Chilling betrayal of Russian double agenis in the 
Moscow Embassy in Washington, that are “unforgiv- 
able,” according to Freeh. 


He identified Valery Martinoc and Sergei Motorin. 
These two men didn't suspect a thing when their 
transfer papers arrived assigning them to other KGB 
posts. Duly they arrived in Moscow. Duly they were 
tried for treason and shot. Hanssen is also accused 
of “fatally compromising” an investigation of the 
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suspected State Department official, Felix Bloch, 
by sending a coded message to his handler. 
Other charges levelled at the agent include: 
supplying the FBI Double Agent Programme - an 
in-depth and comprehensive intelligence 
assessment of future requirements and a study of 
KGB recruitment and Moscow's efforts to steal US 
nuclear programmes. 


One other charge that has puzzled observers and 
° may not be divulged in the court trial concerns: “a 
highly classified and restricted analysis of the 
foreign threat to a classified top secret govern- 
ment programme.” In total, he is accused of 
writing 27 briefing letters and delivering 22

Blunder 


German Security Service pay £100,000 
for intelligence from its own archives 


he German Security Service, the BND 
(Bundesnachrichtendienst), paid almost 
£100,000 to a spy, codenamed ‘Sir Albert’, 
who in fact did not really exist! 


The BND had for years paid enormous sums of 
money fo Sir Albert for materials that were 
already housed in its own archives. The blunder 
had to be revealed when lawyers acting on 
behalf of the service went to cour to try and 
recover the money (paid in cash) to Sir Albert. 


Now the German Government is faced with 
another embarrassing public trial following so 
close on the heels of the debacle with its Foreign 
Secretary, Herr Fischer. However, it emerged in a 
court in Munich, that the two agents Alfred 
Heszheimer - otherwise known as Sir Alfred, and 
his accomplice, Helmuth Danz, (BND codename 
‘Dedler’) a Russian intelligence expert who 
worked at the BND headquarters, had already 
been tried by a secret court in 1999, Both men had 
unrestricted access to all of the agency's files. 


Heszheimer worked in a Munich pneumatic drill 
factory, after he left the BND in 1991, where he 
was an evaluator (analyst) of intelligence data. It 
was at the Munich company that he somehow 
fooled the BND into thinking he was a leading 
source of intelligence material, known in the BND 
of course as ‘Sir Albert’! He told his controllers that 
he had “an extensive network of sources” and 
that he could obtain “vast amounts of sensitive 
information.” He could of course, from his 
contact in the BND archives! 


Sir Albert worked tirelessly for the BND for almost 
six years supplying them with intelligence on 
arms, drugs, money laundering as well as 
providing assessments on strategic, political and 
military develooments in Eastern Europe and 
beyond. The BND used local operatives and a 
variety of ‘dead letter boxes’ to deposit his 
payments in cash. Sometimes the money was 
delivered to Dedler by a BND liaison officer 
called Richard Erben. 


When the scam started Heszheimer and Danz 
met in cafes and underground car parks to split 
the money; 30 per cent going to Sir Albert, and 
the remainder to Dedler. They became very 
confident as the years rolled by and started to 
make mistakes. 


The beginning of the end came when an analyst 
noticed a handwritten report delivered by Sir 


Albert referring to on-going situations in Iran; it 
was the same hand-writing that he had seen 
before on an archived BND report. When the 
analyst cross-referenced the writing there was no 
doubt it was the same. Confronted by the 
evidence the BND director placed Sir Albert 
under 24-hour surveillance. However, he received 
a phone call at his Munich factory from inside 
the BND that the scam was up and he was under 
observation. Sir Albert then unwisely wrote to the 
BND and informed them: “I'm quitting.” This only ` 
strengthened the feeling that something was very 
wrong. 


However, for a time the BND backed off, perhaps 
fearful of a media backlash. They waited for an 
appropriate moment to pounce. An opportunity 
soon presented itself wnen the two spies stupidly 
offered the BND intelligence material supposedly 
on the eastern bloc to a Polish intelligence 
agent. Sir Albert met Janosz Ignatiev, who agreed 
to take the material. He said his intelligence had 
come from a “hard-up KGB colonel who was 
demanding £130.00 a time for each ‘package’ - 
peanuts. Polish Intelligence of course had no 
idea that Sir Albert was already under suspicion in 
Germany, but after three reports had been 
submitted to Warsaw, the Pole no longer believed 
his source. Ignatiev made a phone call to a 
colleague in the BND. After exchanging data it 
soon became clear that Sir Albert was once 
again active. 


The BND swooped and arrested both men. At a 
secret trial Danz was jailed for four years and, 
remarkably, Heszheimer was given a two-year 
suspended sentence. 


MIé and the CIA were fuming. And with good 
reason. For many years they had suspected that 
the BND has been infiltrated by foreign opera- 
tives, who, because Germany is a strong partner 
in NATO has threads into Washington and London 
respectively. Even people in Germany believe 
the BND has been somewhat lax in their security, 
including Sir Albert's Munich lawyer who asked: “If 
a secret service is so stupid that it can be 
conned into buying its own secrets, then how 
can anyone possibly take it seriously?” 


The BND should also have investigated the bogus 
spy's finances before trying to recoup some of 
the money. Haszheimer, 52, is broke and pays 
maintenance to his wife and three children from 
an income of less than £850.00 a month. W 
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olger Pfahls who has been 

nicknamed the ‘Scarlet Pimpernel’ 

by the German media, and ‘Lord 

Lucan’ in Britain remains at large. 

Germany's most wanted fugitive 
continues to wander freely around the 
globe evading more than 100 officers who 
are now on his trail. Using an intricate 
labyrinth of escape routes that are on a par 
with that used by ODESSA after the collapse 
of Germany in 1945, the former head of 
counter espionage is still free. 


Pfahls is wanted for questioning over a string 
of shady deals that only came to light 
following the collapse of Chancellor Kohl's 
government. After leaving the intelligence 
service, he became a junior minister in the 
Defence Ministry and that made him 
attractive to global arms’ dealers. He is 
primarily accused of fixing a contract that 
saw Germany sell armoured vehicles to 
Saudi Arabia during the Gulf War in 1990, 
This, according to law courts, ‘bent’ Germa- 
ny’s strict arms’ export rules. In return, he 
allegedly received a substantial pay-off. 


What makes the disappearance of this 
enigmatic figure more controversial is that 
Kohl approved the sale of the vehicles. 
Many journalists are asking what the 
connection is between the spy, who ran the 
Federal Agency for the Protection of the 
Constitution, Germany's equivalent of MI5, 
and Chancellor Kohl. Whatever it is, Helmut 
Khol is not saying. He did, however, state 
that he put pen to paper on the Saudi deal, 
only after consulting with James Baker, the 
then US Secretary of State in an “off-the- 
record” conversation. 


After that deal was ‘done’ Pfahls was 
instrumental in securing other contracts, He 
himself has inside information which may in 


ea 


truth go against the constitution, but he 
can't be found. And that could be due to 
the assistance of some powerful figures who 
want the espionage king to remain elusive 
and, more importantly, quiet. 


In 1995, Pfahls announced his retirement 
from politics and joined Daimler Benz taking 
up a £300,000 a year post as president of 
the company’s Asian division. 


Alarm bells sounded about his past deals, 
and the police opened an investigation. 
Many observers, however, expected the 
inquiry to fizzle out. Then Kohl was ousted 
from power and a new mood swept over 
government. Pfahls knew he was in serious 
trouble and used all his experience and 
contacts to monitor the situation. The 
police, meanwhile, had been carefully 
collecting evidence against him and were 
on the verge of detaining the minister. In 
May 1999, an international arrest warrant 
was issued from Berlin. Detectives in 
Singapore briefed by their German counter- 
parts swooped on his flat. It was too late. 
Just hours earlier the soymaster had 
received a tip-off from a friend in the interior 
ministry who briefed him on what was going 
to happen. Pfahls was prepared, however, 
and had been expecting the call. Within 
minutes he left for a private airfield and fled 
Singapore for Taiwan which has no extradi- 
tion treaty with Germany. 


Since then he has been tracked in and out 
of London (see Unopened Files 19), and MI5 
even pinned him down to Heathrow Airport. 
He still managed to avoid several officers 
who were sent to pick him up. 


In Switzerland, German Intelligence followed 


his wife who made several calls to him from 
public phone boxes. In conjunction with 
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Swiss Police, the telephone company was 
on hand to trace the outgoing call, but 
Pfahls knew that they would do this. He 
instructed his wife to make only 19 second 
calls. This is just beyond the tracking system 
of the eavesdropper's. 


Further details are leaking out of Berlin as 
the net widens to catch the fugitive, who is 
fast becoming a celebrity in the intelligence 
world. And it is precisely because of his 
contacts that the man remains free. 
Embarrassed by a string of failures to catch 
him, Berlin has turned to MI5 and the SIS. 
They have issued another international arrest 
warrant for the man who has eluded them 
for 18 months. 


Red-faced German police have also 
admitted that they sent an observation 
team to follow a lorry carrying all of Pfahis’ 
belongings out of the country in the hope 
that it would provide them with clues to his 
whereabouts. It didn't help as German 
watchers lost sight of the truck somewhere 
near the Swiss border. They quickly issued a 
notice to all border police to stop the truck, 
but amazingly some guard waved it 
through. 


Pfahls needs money, however, and it is 
believed Berlin have details of at least one 
of his credit cards. It takes just 50 minutes to 
lock-in the location of a wanted card, 
probably less if the credit card company 
cooperates. And even though this card has 
been used many times, no arrest has ever 
been made. Pfahls is always one step 
ahead of the game and his knowledge of 
the intelligence world is helping him keep it 
that way. 


Pfahls was then tracked to Bali where he 
proceeded to use three houses. Police 
again failed to arrest him. 


Another case of ‘now you see me’ took 
place in Taiwan. Police in Berlin tried to 
negotiate an extradition arrangement with 
the government of Taiwan, aimed specifi- 


-cally at getting their man back to Germany.

Pfahls then “suffered a suspected stroke,” 

and was taken to hospital. A police guard 
was put on the door, but within one week 
Germany’s most wanted had recovered, 

escaped and was on the run again. 


And finally, German Intelligence agents 
tracked him to Hong Kong and even 
followed him into the airport. Pfahls it seems, 
knowing he was being monitored, calmly 
walked up to the reservation desks of seven 
airlines and purchased tickets to a variety of 
different locations. His watchers became 
confused and lost him again. 


Not surprisingly Holger Pfahls is not your 
average agent. His father was director of 
the agents’ training school for Germany's 
Secret Service based in a small village just 
outside Munich. Many analysts, including 
sources in MI6, say it was here that he learnt 
his craft. They also point out that coopera- 
tion and liaison between European intelli- 
gence agencies and Asian police forces is 
not as good as it should be. 


Some observers say he has been lucky so 
far, but others believe many politicians and 
businessmen in his home state of Bavaria 
are actually sponsoring his freedom. 
Whatever the truth, he holds the key to 
some of Berlin's innermost secrets, and the 


price of some politicians. i 


Ex-Intelligence 
Chief Seen in

he British wife of the 
notorious broadcaster, 
William Joyce (Lord 
Haw-Haw), came within 
a whisper of being hanged for 
treason at the end of WWII. 
Even though there was clear 
evidence of her “treasonable 
activities,” MI5 decided not to 
execute her on the grounds of 
“compassion.” 


Margaret Joyce 


Margaret married Joyce in 
1937 and travelled to 
Germany just four weeks prior 
to the outbreak of war. Like 
him, she volunteered to 
present radio shows and 
peddle Nazi propaganda. A 
few years earlier, she had met 
Joyce through their shared 
Nazi beliefs. Indeed, it 
transpired that she was the 
assistant treasurer of his 
National Socialist League, and 
a very active member of Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s British Union 
of Fascists. 


Following the collapse of 
Germany, she was arrested in 
May 1945 by a Captain 
Lickorish. He charged her with 
being a “danger to society,” 
and subsequently handed her 
over to MI5, where she was 
interviewed by the service's 
tough interrogator, William 
Skardon. “I think that William 
Joyce's statement that his wife 
only went to Germany to 
accompany him and only 
stayed there because he 
remained is a true one,” wrote 
Skardon in May 1945. 
“Nevertheless, it was of her 
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own volition that she chose to 
work for the Germans.” 


The files on Margaret Joyce 
recently released by the 
Public Record Office, also 
include a number of her 
husband's artefacts, 
including: a watch, wedding 
ring, Cufflinks and cipher, 
found at their home in Apen, 
Lower Saxony, Germany. Her 
personal diary was also 
released for public scrutiny. In 
it she describes the moment 
of the couple's arrest. 


28 May 1945; “Quarrelled with 
Will and let him go out alone 
and he was arrested and shot 
at. | was arrested with all the 
[word is indecipherable] but 
they let them go. Some of the 
officers came and jeered at 
me but some were nicer.” 


Of lasting controversy is the 
legitimacy of Lord Haw-Haw’s 
execution. Like his wife, he 
claimed he was not a British 
citizen, thus treason had not 
occurred. Joyce said he had 
American nationality and in 
1939 changed again to 
German. And although when 
the couple married in 1937, 
Margaret was indeed a British 
citizen, she too took German 
nationality. 


William Joyce 


Following the execution of 
William, she told her MI5 
handlers that she wanted to 
live in Ireland, her husband's 
childhood home. However, 
she died in London in 1972.

AN RAF FLYING hero was in fact a Japanese spy who was 
employed to operate in Pearl Harbour and provide intelligence 
on American warship strength. Squadron Leader Fredrick 
Rutland, who served with the Royal Naval Air Service, had won 
the DSO in the Battle of Jutland. He came to the attention of 
MIS in 1922 after they had intercepted a number of commu- 
nications from him to the Japanese. The intelligence papers 
reveal that to mask his new role as a spy, he decided to leave 
the RAF for a ‘quiet life in France’ to avoid suspicion. However, 
MIS notified MI6é who carefully monitored his every move and 
subsequently followed him all the way to Japan. One intelli- 
gence file notes that he “visited the Mitsubishi dockyard.” 


The British agent then established himself close to Rutland = 


using diplomatic sources in Japan. They noticed that he set 
up a front company apparently selling hair dressing machines, 
wines, cycles, soda water machines and opals. MI6é 
intercepted telegrams from the former pilot and discovered 
his codename was Shinkawa and that he was being paid an 
excellent salary of £3,700 a year. 


Shinkawa was to move closer to Pearl Harbour using his many 
years as a respectable businessman as cover. Travelling to 
Los Angeles at the outbreak of war, the spy was now just one 
step away from his intended target. However, MI5 files do not 
say if the agent ever reached his destination. 


Written by MIS agent Courteney Young in 1941, an intelligence 
file says: “We have no full knowledge. It is impossible to lock 
him up or shoot him.” However, when Shinkawa visited his 
original home in Marlow, Buckinghamshire later that year, MI5 
were waiting for him. He was arrested and interned in Britain. 


Released in Britain in 1944, Fredrick Rutland died just three 
years later.

in November 2000, describe 
him as “fundamentally a bad 
man, who had danced his 
way to a second-line 
stardom,” in Europe and 
America.

1945, MI5 recommended 
that he be “deported to live 
on his wits in Cuba.”

His wife suffered only slightly 
better. She was a “broken 
woman,” according to 
London. “Apart from her 
blackguard husband, | do not 
think she is a potential 
danger, and deportation in 
her case, in my opinion, is the 
correct solution,” wrote an MI5 
agent.

Nazi War Crimes Suspects 
Face Extradition Calls 


KONRAD KALEJS, 87, who quietly fled Britain in January 2000, 
following allegations that he was responsible for the slaughter of 
30,000 Jews in his home country of Latvia, may yet face trial. Kalejs 
sought sanctuary in Australia, but officials in Latvia have asked that 


he be extradited to face charges. 


Charged with ‘genocide’, an international warrant for his arrest has 
been issued. A spokeswoman for the 


Latvian prosecutor general said: “We 
have completed work on documents 
necessary to request Kalejs’ extradition.” 


Kalejs, now an Australian citizen, denies 
that he was commander of a 
concentration camp guard during the 
Nazi occupation of the Baltic state. 
Now living in Melbourne, his lawyers 
have claimed that he is “far too sick to 
stand trial.” 65,000 of a total Jewish 
population of 72,000 in Latvia were 

| slaughtered during the war.

OPYMASTER ON 


eru is a nation that is not usually associated with spy dramas, 

but the nation has watched in amazement over recent events 

that have often been played out in front of a live television 

audience that unfortunately for some, has revealed a plethora 

Of killings, corruption and political manoeuvring that rivals 

anything seen in recent years. The outcome is the collapse of 
a government once thought too tough and stable to fall. 


Two men have featured at the centre of the drama, President Alberto 
Fujimori, and his right-hand man, Viadimiro Montesinos, the chief of 
Peru's feared secret service, SIN. Observers and CIA analysts in Washing- 
ton often referred to the men as ‘the Siamese twins’ because they were 
so close. Indeed, it has been widely believed that Montesinos has 
helped keep his friend in office through a variety of corrupt moves, but 
these were hardly ever spoken of, let alone publicised in the country. 


President Fujimori’s collapse began in autumn when astonished 
Peruvians turned their televisions on to find clandestine film footage 
apparently showing the spymaster offering around £10,000 to a 
political opponent. The video is seen as clear evidence that Fujimori’s 
recent election victory was rigged. The Latin leader who has been in 
power since his victory of author Mario Vargas Llosa in 1990, decided 
that his best option would be to call for “fresh elections.” The president 
didn't try to defend his best friend, and observers recognised that he 
was trying to distance himself from the security head. 


Attention quickly turned to Montesinos. In Peru it was widely acknowl- 
edged that he was the real power. The army was headed by friends 
and SIN was firmly behind him at all times. Civilians feared a military 
coup, but it never happened. What followed was quite the reverse. 
Thousands of people danced on the street believing the end was near 
for Fujimori's government. However, things didn’t quite work out the way 
many had predicted. Montesinos could no longer rely on his friend, nor 
his security service which was swept along in a tidal wave of ‘people 
power’, the kind recently seen in Yugoslavia. He fled to Panama. 


President Fujimori believing he was regaining control took advantage of 
his absence. He initiated the dismantling of SIN and gave the appear- 
ance he was back in control. Montesinos had asked for political asylum 
and Fujimori was confident he would get it. He didn’t. There was further 
bad news for the president, for the spymaster caught a flight back to 
Peru on 22 October. 


Fujimori then played a desperate card. As his friend’s plane landed at 
Guayaquil airport in Ecuador to refuel, he urged him to stay away. The 
security chief decided to take his chance and landed at Pisco, a small 
airforce base some three hours drive south of the capital, Lima. The 
president was immediately under pressure, for he realised Montesinos 
carried ten years of secrets with him. He called for his capture “dead or 
alive,” and charged him with a variety of offences ranging from 
paramilitary killings to the laundering of money and extortion. A signal 


vladimiro montesinos 


Vladimiro Montesinos’s career started in the 

Peruvian Army in the early 1970s. After breaching army 

regulations on more than one occasion he was 

discharged in 1977, but not before he had served a 
one-year prison sentence. 


In the early 1980s, he studied law 

and took up a new post in Lima. 
Several of his clients were people 

involved with drug-trafficking, 
tax evasion and fraud. Around 

this time he met Alberto 
Fujimori when the latter was 

running for president for the 
first time in 1989-1990, 
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Montesinos gave him guidance to overcome charges of 
fraud, and is also believed to have created the much- 
questioned birth certificate that showed Fujimori had 
been born in Peru, and not in Japan. This would have 
stopped him from becoming president. 


Following Fujimori's election win, Montesinos was given 
the post of head of anti-drug operations and associated 
Closely with America’s Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA). 
He then took control of the fight against the Sendero 
Luminoso (Shining Path) guerrilla movement. 


Montesino's powerbase was even stronger after the 1992 
closure of Congress, when President Fujimori took a 
stranglehold on all aspects of institutional life in Peru. Peru 
was now a dictatorship in all but name. He was also 
instrumental in appointing new members of the armed 
forces’ high command, and supreme court judges. This 
gave him sweeping controls of the military and 
intelligence services. : 


In 1997 he was Mr Fujimori “s closest adviser during the 
hostage crisis at the Japanese ambassador ‘s residence, 
which ended when all the members of the Tupac Amaru 
group were killed by Peru’s elite SIN agency. Yet 
throughout this period, as secretly-appointed head of the 
Peruvian intelligence services, he faced many accusa- 
tions of human rights abuses. None of these accusations 
was ever proved, though the new government may seek 
to open some of the files. 


Montesinos was responsible for an extensive network of 
informers which his agents threatened and blackmailed. 
Political opponents were identified and some even 
disappeared. However, no incident could be directly 
attributed to him alone. Yet it was his own greed that led 
to his downfall when video film showed him allegedly 
bribing a member of an opposition party to switch his 
allegiance to Mr Fujimori before the election in 2000. 
Ironically, the camera that recorded the incident was one 
of his own, 
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also went out to Peru's plastic surgeons not to help the fugitive. CIA 
analysts meanwhile reported that Fujimori was playing out the end- 
game. He was finished as a political power they reported. 


Yet still he hung on to that power. In early November he organised a 
raid on Montesinos’s house in one of Lima's poshest areas - Javier 
Prado. Television crews were allowed to film a plethora of jewellery and 
expensive clothes being removed from the house. There were six gold 
watches encrusted with diamonds, three heavy gold chains, 120 Italian 
and French-made suits, more than 1,200 Christian Dior shirts, the 
majority of which were white and pale blue, and other items - silk shirts, 
French ties, gold cuff-links and tie-pins, and 6 pairs of real Italian 
crocodile shoes. 


The public was also treated for the first time to images of the intelli- 
gence organisation SIN headquarters. Home to 800 elite agents, a 
notice above the door reads: ‘In Pursuit of Knowledge’. There are of 
course emerging secrets. 


Peru's embattled prime minister, Federico Salas said that a bricked-up 
corridor had been found complete with air conditioning. Rumours 
abound it was here that torture was used against detainees. A former 
intelligence agent, Leonor La Rosa has said she was tortured and held 
in another SIN site and is suing the government. 


As for Montesinos’ whereabouts, Peruvians are still not convinced the 
‘twins’ have had a divorce. Salinas Sedo, a retired general said: “It’s very 
difficult for a 10-year-long marriage to be broken. They are not di- 
vorced, They are united until death. | wouldn't be surprised if Montesinos

were in hiding where we least expect it. Who knows, he could be in the 
government palace. | think Fujimori knows where he is and is protecting 
him.” That statement turned out to be premature. 


Others believe the opposite is true and that Montesinos is blackmailing 
the president. “He is believed to have many incriminating documents,” 
said Congressman Rafael Ray. One of those is apparently a copy of his 
birth certificate that proves he was born in Japan and thus ineligible to 
be president. There are rumours circulating that he will try and seek to 
enter Japan for good. 


This was confirmed on 20 November when he sent a letter from Toyko to 
Lima announcing he was resigning. This left a massive vacuum in Peru, 
and a search for a caretaker leader. Congress decided not to follow

he well known spy novelist, 

Robert Harris, has revealed 

how his home in Berkshire 

was broken into, and only 
the hard disk of his computer 
stolen. Within hours of the 
incident, leading police officers 
were called to sweep the house 
for surveillance devices. 


Many people may say “so 
what", but there is more to this 
incident than initially meets the 
eye. Robert Harris is the best 
friend of former Northern Ireland 
Secretary Peter Mandelson. He 
was forced to resign after an 
embarrassing political incident 
which has far reaching 
implications for the Govern- 
ment. The Harris theft came 
within days of Mandelson’s 
resignation, 


When senior detectives arrived 
to investigate the crime, they 
immediately became 
suspicious. The thieves took only 
the computer disk and left an 
expensive watch, video 
recorder and television. SOC 


(scene of crime) officers found 
no fingerprints - though they 
didn't expect to. When the 
incident occurred, it was 
rumoured that Mr Mandelson 
had been staying with Mr Harris 
to avoid the media circus. 


Before Mr Mandelson’s 
resignation, Mr Harris had given 
many interviews to the press 
and had appeared on national 
television defending his friend 
and desperately trying to limit 
the damage to him. The author 
of Fatherland and Enigma, two 
superb works, had contacted 
the politician dozens of times 
over the telephone and by use 
of e-mail. This helped ignite the 
theory that the break-in was 
orchestrated by MI5, who were 
trying to keep track of the 
controversial MP Detectives 
also said “something doesn’t 
smell right,” and were so 
concerned they installed an 
alarm system to an adjoining 
cottage sometimes used by Mr 
Harris's friends and the main 
house. Mr Mandelson used the

cottage when he stayed with his 
friend. Mr Harris and his family 
had lived in the house for eight 
years and this was the first 
burglary. 


Mr Harris was not without his 
enemies in Government after 
writing a series of articles 
criticising Tony Blair's handling of 
Mr Mandelson’s resignation. 
When asked if he too suspected 
MI5, he said: “I am not used to 
living a plot. | prefer to write 
them.” But he did comment on 
the theft of his hard disk: “It is 
strange that burglars should 
arrive, take only my computer 
disk, at a time when everyone 
was trying to get to Peter.” 


Mr Harris was “shaken” by the 
way the Government had 
treated his friend, and dismissed 
any suggestion that the thieves 
had entered the house to steal 
his new work. “I have not even 
started writing it. All they got was 
some four-year-old jokes and 
book reviews. 


GREENPEACE CO-FOUNDER DEAD 


ITALY: On 23 March 2001, David McTaggart, 69, was killed after his car 
was in collision with another vehicle at Castiglione del Lago, near the 
city of Pergugia, Italy. Mr McTaggart, a Canadian, was the co-founder 
of the environmental pressure group Greenpeace. Formed in the early 
1970s, Mr McTaggart was the organisation's chairman for over ten years 
until 1991. A spokesman said: “All we know is he was in a car crash and 
he's dead. We are all very shocked.”

Born in the city of Vancouver, British Columbia, he was particularly active in the vintage days of Greenpeace, 
leading many protests against France’s nuclear testing in the South Pacific. When France announced it was

Perhaps the opening line of Sir Stephen's talk 
was as puzzling and mysterious as the 
service he works for: “| thought it would be 
sensible if | let the lambs see the fox,” he 
said.

overnment officials in Whitehall have now admitted that since 1997, 
59 laptop Computers containing a plethora of information, some 
of it secret, have been stolen. A further eight have been lost. And 
while ministers claim that most of the information on the computers 
is Of little use to thieves, this has not satisfied intelligence personnel in Wash- 
ington who have slammed Britain's apparent lacklustre security procedures. 


One machine stolen from a British military officer at Paddington station in 
London last May, has top secret material on the joint US-UK strike fighter air- 
craft. This enormous project will produce the next generation of fighter air- 
craft and is expected to create at least 5,000 jobs in the UK alone. Only 
recently was it disclosed that due to Britain's long-established relations with 
America, had UK firms won around 15% of the lucrative contracts to build 
the high-tech fighter. US Officials were apparently kept in the dark about the 
loss of secrets on the project by Whitehall. One Pentagon source said: “We 


had no idea who had it.” And their fears were not eased by the MOD's state- 
ment that even though the machine had passed through various hands, a 
thief had been arrested and convicted. Washington complained to Tony 
Blair and there followed a complicated analysis of all the data on the ma- 
chine to try and establish if parts of the supersonic project had been 
downloaded or copied. 


Responding to criticism by US defence heads, Baroness Symons, minister for 
defence procurement, contacted her US counterpart on 12 June 2000. She 
wrote: “| have made sure that your concerns on the joint strike fighter laptop 
incident are acted upon.” One internal Whitehall memo asked employees 
not to make their laptops conspicuous when on public trains.

The Abwehr (German Intelligence) Enigma G312, valued 

at around £150.000. was stolen from a glass case at the 

Bletchley Park museum, Britain’s wartime site responsible for 
breaking secret intelligence codes, 


Dennis Yates, 57, an antiques’ dealer was arrested on 17 November 
2000 accused of demanding ‘money with menaces’ from Christine 
Large, a director at Bletchley Park and 'handling stolen goods’. He was 
granted unconditional bail. 


Following the Enigma’s disappearance, many military academics 
believed the piece had been ‘stolen to order’ by a private collector, but, after the police received a 
ransom note demanding £25,000 for its safe return, this was dismissed. A series of anonymous calls 
linked its theft to a former MI5 spy known as ‘the master’. The caller Claims ‘the master’ had 
purchased the machine quite innocently from a third party unaware that it had been stolen. 


In October, the Enigma was mysteriously posted to BBC presenter, Jeremy Paxman, although three 
important rotors used for enciphering were missing. Following extensive leads regarding the parts, 
police were handed a package at Newport Pagnell motorway service station that apparently 
contained the rotors, 


Following a seven-month investigation, police from the National Crime Squad swooped on Yates’ 
£450,000 Derbyshire mansion. His wife, Valerie, and friends are as surprised as anyone. “! wouldn't 
believe this could have happened to us. | can’t understand what's going on,” she said. “We'd all sat 
around and watched it on the news when the Enigma was stolen, and | couldn't believe it when the 
police arrested him. We are just utterly shocked.” 


Following his release, further information was revealed by Mr Yates who is protesting his innocence. 
“My involvement was only as an innocent party and alll | tried to do was broker the return of the 
machine and rotors to Bletchley Park. | had no intention of taking any reward for the repatriation of 


the machine and rotors. | was innocently involved and the circumstances of that will be made 
clear.” 


Yates claims he was acting on behalf of an overseas’ client who bought the Enigma. “I was brokering 
for a client of mine who is not a resident in this country,” he said, Another twist followed when he 
revealed, “he is in high office... and it may be revealed who he is.” When reporters asked him to 
name the purchaser, he refused. “I acted on behalf of his agents and as a result | became 
embroiled myself in this whole sad affair, | was an innocent broker who conveyed the wishes of my 
client who wanted the return of the amount he had paid for the Enigma and he assured me it was 
done in good faith.” 


When asked why he didn't go to the police immediately, Yates said: “It would have meant involving

The operation is so secret thot only senior 
intelligence and military analysts know the 
codeword, though Gateway has been 
mooted. It is widely believed that Russia's

Laden. The mission is extremely dangerous 
and politically sensitive for bin Laden has 
many supporters in neighbouring Pakistan 
and, according to sources, still holds counsel 
with leading figures from the Middle East.

On 23 November 2000, Russia’s Defence

He 
pointed a finger at Afghanistan as the 
international terrorist centre of the world, 
which had around “1,000 training camps for 
their fighters.”

There was a further thred to link Russia's worries with those of the 
West. He referred to Afghanistan's huge drugs’ trade. The Taliban, 
Afghanistan’s ruling body, supplies 90 per cent of the West's heroin. 
In response to this Russia has agreed to redeploy 20,000 troops 
along the Tajik frontier, and has already helped finance the 
embattled opposition in their fight to win Kabul. 


Though nothing will happen until spring, some defence experts 
believe that sending in special forces is far too dangerous, The 
argument against this is that the US has already attacked bin Laden 
positions before with Tomahawk cruise missiles, though it is clear 
these had little impact.

Russia believes bin Laden is assisting a variety of other groups who 
are beginning to mimic his own “al Qaeda” [The Base].

From there they are sent 
to many regions, including Kosovo, Malaysia and the Caucasus.” 
The Taliban has already recognised an independent Chechnya, 
and to emphasise this, they allowed the opening of an independ- 
ent Chechen Embassy in Kabul. In May 2000, Moscow accused 
the Taliban of training rebels, and warned Kabul that it has not ruled 
out powerful pre-emptive airstrikes. 


When the former Soviet Union advanced on Afghanistan in 1978, 
there was worldwide condemnation. Indeed, the CIA covertly 
assisted the fighters of the mujahideen in their mountain 
hideaways. The USSR sent over 100,000 troops into the country, and 
the might of their airforce. But, using American weapons, bases in 
northern Pakistan and a belief that they were fighting a religious 
war, they proved too strong for the young Russian conscripts. The 
Kremlin eventually had to pull back its forces which had suffered 
66,000 casualties. This time there will not be an outcry from the 
West if a joint Russian-American operation goes ahead, though 
Moscow may not want to get that involved. 


The FBI have put up a $5 million (£7.3 million) reward for the 
mystical figure, but Gateway will cost in excess of $1 billion.

TIGHTENS GRIP ON TALIBAN 


WASHINGTON: While US and 
Russian plans are afoot to use 
military force against bin Laden 
and his followers, both these 
countries put forward a 
resolution on 7 December at the 
United Nations Security Council 
to impose an arms’ embargo 
against the Taliban leadership in 
Afghanistan until they surrender 
Osama bin Laden. The vote in 
the 15-member council for the 
resolution was 13-0; China and 
Malaysia abstained. There are 
also other moves to shut down 
Taliban offices abroad and 
impose travelling bans on their 
leaders. Amongst other 
measures discussed by 
Washington and Moscow are the 
freezing of bin Laden's offshore 
holdings and the ban of selling 
the chemicals used to convert 
opium to heroin. 


Sandy Berger, (pictured above) 
National Security Advisor, said: 
“He [bin Laden] is clearly at the 
core of a network of groups 
threatening the United States.” 
Relations between the ruling 
Taliban authorities and bin Laden 
might be strained, but Kabul 
remained unrepentant: The US 


always initiated sanctions against 
other countries but history has 
shown these curbs have had no 
results except for adding to the 
suffering of the people,” said 
Mawlawi Hotak, the Deputy 
Information Minister, who also 
described bin Laden as a “guest 
and upholder of the Afghan war.” 


The Taliban's New York representa- 
tive, Abdul Hakeem Mujahid said; 
“Our people have suffered enough. 
These new sanctions mean will they 
suffer even more.” 


The United Nations rejected the 
sanctions. “It is not going to facilitate 
peace efforts, nor is it going to 
facilitate our humanitarian work,” 
said UN Secretary General, Kofi 
Annan. American intelligence, 
believed to be the CIA, tipped off 
the UN regarding the vote, which 
withdrew its relief staff immediately 
from Afghanistan, fearful of reprisals. 


Only Saudi Arabia, Pakistan and the 
United Arab Emirates recognise the 
Taliban and these new measures 
might isolate Kabul even further. 
Already the security council has 
frozen Taliban assets and imposed 
an air embargo on the Taliban-run 
Ariana Afghan Airlines to force the 
country’s strict Islamic rulers to hand 
bin Laden over to America. 


The resolution should stop new arms 
and weaponry reaching the Taliban 
who control 90 per cent of the 
country. Ariana flights, except 
humanitarian and those used for 
religious journeys, will also be 
banned. Furthermore, the security 
council has asked all countries to 
close Taliban offices.

ello and welcome to the first in a 
regular column I'll be writing for Eye 
Spy on government files. As some 
of you may know, both the 
governments of the United States 
of America and the United Kingdom have 
provisions in place to allow members of the 
general public access to official files - either 
via the passing of a set period of time or if 
the agencies in question deem that the 
material is fit for public consumption. In 
Britain, this is known as the Thirty Year Ruling 
and in the USA, the release (or non-release) 
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accurately termed Secret Archives where 
the most guarded secrets of all remain 
closed to the public and the media alike. 


In this column I'll be delving regularly into 
the hidden world of officialdom and 
exposing some of the secrets of bygone 
years that the authorities have allowed us to 
see. But I'll also be dissecting some of the 
secrets of which those within the corridors of 
power would perhaps prefer we remain 
ignorant of. And so to the meat of the first 
Secret Archives column. 


of files is a matter covered by the Freedom 
Of Information Act. 


Shortly before Christmas 2000, | was 
contacted by a source who had a remark- 
able account to relate. Essentially, he had 
acquired an original edition (not a photo- 
copy) of a near 200-page long file from the 
late 1960s that dealt primarily with nuclear, 
biological and chemical defence issues. As 
| do not wish to in any way risk identifying the 
source of this material | will say no more 
about him. However, | can say that with the 
file in my possession, | have been able to 
verify that it is indeed genuine. 


Over the course of the last two decades 
numerous files have been released into the 
public domain both in the UK and the USA 
from a veritable host of government, military 
and intelligence agencies. The CIA, for 
example, has declassified a mass of 
documentation on its notorious mind- 
control project, MK-Ultra (as well as a variety 
of files from associated projects and 
operations). The FBI has made available to 
the public a fascinating wealth of files 
pertaining to its monitoring of a number of 
high-profile figures including the actors Errol 
Flynn and Frank Sinatra, Elvis Presley, Marilyn 
Monroe, John F. and Robert Kennedy and a 
host of others. Similarly, the provisions of the 
British Government's Thirty Year Ruling have 
led to the declassification of papers relating 
to the work of MI5, MI6, the Government 
Communications Headquarters and the 
Ministry of Defence on all manner of 
subjects, including wartime and Cold War 
espionage; code-breaking; nuclear 
defence; biological warfare and more. This 
is not to say, of course, that the aforemen- 
tioned agencies are entirely open with the 
populace at large. Indeed, there is no 
doubt that all of the above agencies (and 
many others) possess what could be 


Broadly speaking, the file was intended as a 
training-aid for a variety of Royal Air Force 
and other military personnel who took part 
in a course in May 1968 at the Defence 
NBC School, Wiltshire.

That the Government and 
military realised that in a 
post-nuclear war scenario 
the surviving populace 
(which would be reduced to 
scattered bands of starving, 
irradiated and desperate 
souls) would pose ‘problems’ 
is self-evident from scrutinis- 
ing the file. 


Many people, it states, would 
be suffering from (amongst 
other things) ‘flash blindness: 
retina burs; likely-to-be-fatal 
damage to lungs, stomach 
and intestines; serious burns:’ 
and, of course, the horrors of 
exposure to intense radia- 
tion. This, in turn, would 
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inevitably lead to social 
collapse and ‘riot’ situatio 
Of course, in reality, the 
‘rioters’ would be nothing o 
the sort - they would simply 
be normal men, women 
and children desperate for 
food, water and essential 
provisions. 


And to control the ‘rioters’, 
those taking part in the 
course were informed, CS 
gas was the preferable 
agent to use (for ‘political’ 
reasons) and was consid- 
ered acceptable for use on 
both ‘children and elderly 
people’. How comforting to 
know that in the event that 
they survive the unthinkable, 
your sons and daughters will 
face being subjected to CS 
Gas attacks from British 
troops for just trying to 
obtain food and water. 


But, incredibly, in the 
aftermath of a nuclear 
attack, the military itself is 
unlikely to fare much better. 
For example, personnel 
were told that to try and 
gauge the extent to which 
the country had been 
contaminated via nuclear 
radiation ‘men are going to 
be deliberately exposed to 
residual radiation’. The file 
makes it clear that strict 
guidelines were to be 
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keep exposure to radioac- 
tive fall-out to a minimum; 
however, that some 
personnel would suffer 
adversely in a real-life 
scenario seems inevitable. 


The file continues in a 
similar vein and details in 
minute fashion the precau- 
tions to be taken with 
respect to nuclear and 
chemical agents; how the 
military would operate in a 
post-holocaust environ- 


ment; and the way in which 
military personnel should be 


trained both physically and 
psychologically to cope in 
the aftermath of country- 
wide destruction. 


But it is without doubt the 
areas of ‘riot control’ and 


the vaguely-defined ‘justice’ 


that give most cause for 
concern. It is now more 
than thirty years since the 
above file was prepared. 
Let us hope that its plans 
and recommendations are 
never needed. 


Russia and Ame 
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n March, America ordered some 50 Russian 

diplomats suspected of spying to leave 

Washington. Russia's response was instanta- 

neous although somewhat subdued. They 

foo ordered a number of American Officials 
to leave the US Embassy in Moscow. 


The Cold War ‘merry-go-round’ started when US 
secretary of state, Colin Powell, summoned Yuri 
Ushakov, the Russian ambassador in Washing- 
ton to his office. He told him that he was 
expelling six Russians who were directly 
involved with the arrest of FBI agent Robert 
Hanssen. Hanssen had been allegedly passing 
secrets to the Russians for 15 years, (see page 
10). Mr Powell also explained that another 46 
persons would have to depart by 1 July. “It was 
the right thing to do,” said President Bush. “I 
was presented with the facts and | made the 
decision.” A White House spokesman said: “We 
have asked the Russians to leave because 
their activities are incompatible with their 
status.” 


The move was initially triggered by the 
defection of two senior Russian agents in 2000. ` 
Sergei Tretyakov worked at the United Nations, 
New York; he defected in October. Another 
agent based in Ottawa, Canada, also 
changed sides. The information they supplied 
and that obtained from FBI agent Robert 


Hanssen, led to the expulsion of the Russians. 
One of those told to leave is Vladimir Frolov, 
the Embassy's press attache who is believed 
to have been Mr Hanssen’s handler. 


America’s action came just hours after’ 
President Bush had visited CIA headquarters at 
Langley, Virginia. There he praised CIA ‘spies’ 
for their “vital contribution to America’s 
security,” and their daring actions. He also said 
that at 8 o'clock every morning he sees their 
‘product’. A reference to a regular briefing by 
the Agency. And whilst the list of US diplomats 
moving out of Washington was prepared with 
some care, Washington acknowledge that at 
least one double agent, believed to be 
employed by the FBI, is still functioning in the 
country. A massive hunt is wo to identify 
that person. 


A similar situation exists in Russia. Moscow 
believe that Hanssen was betrayed by an SVR 
(Russian foreign intelligence) agent. This claim 
has surprised many intelligence experts who 
thought that Hanssen was identified by Sergei 
Tretyakov. Marina Latysheva, a writer who is 
familiar with Russian intelligence said: “If that 
were the case, the first thing the SVR would 
have cone after it realised Tretyakov had 
defected, would have been to alert Hanssen 
and freeze all contacts with him.” Her opinions 
were echoed by a former Russian intelligence 
officer who said: “The SVR must have a mole 
within its ranks. The service will be doing 
everything it can to track him down.” 


Condoleezza Rice, President Bush's National 
Security Advisor stated that the US decision was 
taken in response to Moscow's “growing 

_ intelligence presence in the US.” 


The level of spying between the US and Russia 
has returned to that which prevailed during the 
height of the Cold War, according to Herbert 
Baker Spring, a defence expert at the Washing- 
ton-based Heritage Foundation. One interest- 
ing anomaly regarding those Russians told to 
leave America surrounds the head of the SVR 
station in Washington. He was allowed to stay. 
However, following Bush’s announcement, 
Russia's foreign minister, Igor Ivanov, tel- 
-ephoned Colin Powell, US secretary of state 

and told him that whilst Russia does not want 

_ to get rid of US diplomats, “adequate meas- 

` ures would be taken.” 


Four US diplomats were told to leave immedi- 
ately, though this figure will rise to around 50 by 
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1 July. “We have time to think,” said Mr Ivanov. 
“We can carefully pick among more than 
1,000 US diplomats in Russia. Some of them 
are precious to America.” 


The US order was given at a time when 
Moscow was still reeling from a bizarre decision 
taken by one of its oldest allies - the Bulgarians. 
Former FBI Director Louis Freeh was singing the 
praises of the Bulgarian Government for z 
ordering three suspected Russian spies back to 
Moscow. The Soviet Union's most reliable 
friend, had, according to Mr Freeh, become a 
“key strategic partner of the United States and 
an oasis of stability.” President Putin immedi- 
ately ordered three Bulgarian diplomats out of 
the country and accused them of “anti- 
Russian bias.” And if that wasn't enough, Putin 


was told in no uncertain terms by Britain that it — 


is monitoring the growth of Russian SVR activity 
in the UK and Europe. 


A British Foreign Office official said: “We know 
what they are up to. It is fair game and we are 
watching them closely. If they over-step the 
mark we will react as the Americans did.” 
Prime Minister Tony Blair is believed to have told 
President Putin that MI5 has advised him that 
the activities of some ‘Russian diplomats’ are 
not conducive to a healthy UK-Russian 
relationship. 


President Putin, who was in Stockholm when 
the US announcement was made said: “| do 
not think it will have big consequences.” 
America has 1025 officials based in Moscow, 
compared with 292 Russian diplomats in 
Washington. Some US analysts believe 
President Putin could order as many as 175 
Americans to leave, though this is unlikely. 


Anger, however, is growing at the treatment of 
Russia by President Bush, who has still to meet 
his Russian counterpart, President Putin. 
“America can't get along without Russia... they 
talk to us as if we are some sort of ‘banana 
republic’,” said Yevgeni Primakov, the former 
Prime Minister. Sergei Ivanov, who is also head 
of the national security council backed 
Primakov: “You can forget about cooperation 
between Russian and American special 
services for the next few months.” A reminder 
that Russian help is needed to carry out the 
CIAs Operation Gateway - to catch the Saudi 
renegade, Osama Bin Laden (see page 22). 
These words were delivered in anger and carry 
little weight, however. Just days after the US 
announcement a special police team from 
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New York City working closely with their 
counterparts in Moscow, smashed a child-sex 
pornography ring run from a flat in Moscow. 
The operation took over a year to plan. 
Similarly, the Bush administration no longer 
regard Russia as a threat, their eyes are firmly 
focused on China. 


And though the wounds will quickly heal in 
Washington and Moscow, MIé and the CIA will | 
monitor Russia's fragile progress towards 
democracy. Chris Andrew, author of the 
intelligence work The Mitrokhin Archive, and 
Chair of the Faculty of History at Cambridge 
University is aware of the Russian threat: 


“Though Russia retains the.second largest 
nuclear arsenal in the world, domestic ill will 
frustrate its efforts to reclaim its great power - 
status. These frustrations carry with them risks of 
political destabilisation which require to be 
carefully monitored by secret as well as overt 
means. 


“Though the Cold War is over, Russia remains a 
necessary intelligence target for both the CIA 
and Britain's Secret Intelligence Service.”

Lt-Colonel Admits Falsifying Record 


ow that America has a new 

president, the US Marine Corps will 

be looking to George W. Bush for 

guidance over one its most 

revolutionary and controversial 
aircraft - the MV-22 Osprey, 


Already under heavy scrutiny by a variety of 
critics, including Bush's presidential running 
mate, Dick Cheney, a committee has been 
established to see if a proposed $40 billion 
(527.5 bn) construction programme should 
go ahead. Many in the US military feel the 
Osprey, sometimes called a ‘convertiolane’ 
because it takes off like a helicopter and 
flies like an aeroplane, is simply not safe 
enough after a fourth aircraft crashed just 
before Christmas. But even more trouble lies 
ahead for the USAF, as the Defence 
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Department Inspector-General seized 
computers belonging to two US Marine 
generals. The investigators are looking for 
evidence that senior officers put tremen- 
dous pressure on a commander to hide the 
failings of the MV-22. More on that inquiry in 
a moment. 


The latest aircraft to fall from the skies 
belonged to a fleet of nine Ospreys used by 
Marines and was being flown by the fleet's 
most experienced Osprey pilots when it 
went down in a forest near Jacksonsville, 
North Carolina. According to eyewitnesses 
the pilot steered the aircraft away from 
houses. Mark Calnan, who lives on the edge 
of the forest said: “The rotors got real loud 
and it disappeared behind a tree. There 
was a great big orange flash. Then | heard it

pop. It cracked like thunder.” On board 
were three other marines. “The crew did a 
pretty valiant effort to avoid the civilian 
population,” said Colonel Mark Goodman, 
Chief safety officer at Camp Lejeune, where 
the four men were based. 


Following the crash the Pentagon issued an 
order that effectively grounded the Osprey 
until the committee decides on its future. 
That committee was formed after General 
James Jones asked Wiliam Cohen to 
assemble an expert panel to examine 
every aspect of the jinxed aircraft. 


The Christmas crash was the second fatal 
accident involving the Osprey in 2000. 
Earlier in the year, 19 Marines perished when 
an Osprey tumbled from the sky as it 
attempted to land in Arizona. Crash 
investigators blamed the pilot on that 
occasion, though this latest incident will not 
be that easy to explain. 


The US Marines had hoped that the expen- 
sive programme would result in the building 
of 360 aircraft. “The Osprey is very important 
to the US Marines,” said Lieutenant-General 
Fred McCorkle, head of marine aviation. “It 
is also important to the nation and we must 
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find out what happened. The Osprey won't 
be a show-stopper.” 


MAJOR COVER-UP OF INFORMATION? 


In January, an investigation began into 
serious allegations that records were 
falsified to ‘secure the future of the Osprey’. 
Journalists from The Washington Post said 
Inspector-General Robert Leberman took 
data from the computer hard drives of 
Lieutenant-General Fred McCorkle’s 
assistant, Brigadier-General James F. Amos, 
“s all about the e-mail trail, as part of the 
search to figure out what's there,” a Marine ~ 
officer told the newspaper. The Marine Corps 
believes the Osprey is an excellent aircraft for 
the Service, but development on the 


prototype has been slow, work started in 1993. 


It is Our understanding the Pentagon inquiry 
began after US Naval Intelligence received 
an anonymous letter from someone 
alleging to be a Marine mechanic. The 
letter openly said that records on the 
Osprey had been falsified for two years. The 
Pentagon initially said that the squadron 
leader, Lieutenant-Colonel Odin Leberman, 
had admitted to falsifying the documents, 
and that he had been relieved of his 
command. Officials said there was no one 
else involved. The new investigation is 
concentrating on an e-mail and other notes 
sent out following an October meeting. 
One Marine allegedly urged others to 
“figure out how to manage and minimise 
the impact,” for a filing system that if one 
studied, showed the Osprey was often 
grounded or available for limited flights. 


CONSPIRACY @ 


A Pentagon official told The Washington 
Post: “An officer of Colonel Leberman’s rank 
doesn't take it upon himself to order 
inaccurate information to be recorded. A 
lieutenant-colonel on his own doesn't pop 
off and do that on his own initiative. It is very 
likely he was under great pressure to make 


the aircraft succeed,” 


e The Osprey is a joint project by Bell 
Helicopter Textron and Boeing Helicopters. 
Seen as an ideal carrier and close support 
aircraft, this crash is the fourth in nine years. 
A prototype crashed in June 1991 on its first 
flight in Delaware, and a year later another 
aircraft went down near Quantico, Virginia, 
killing seven US marines and advisors,

obin Cook, Britain’s 
p Foreign Minister who is 

essentially in charge of 
much of the Secret Intelli- 
gence Service, has revealed 
that the intelligence agencies’ 
spending has more than 
doubled since the end of the 
Cold War. 


The details were contained in a 
report published on 30 March 
2001, which shows that 
currently the services’ annual 
budget is £803 million, though 
that will rise to £941 million by 
2003. 


Speaking to journalists Mr Cook 
thanked MI5, MI6 and GCHQ 
for tackling difficult jobs and for 
being aware of a new threat 
which he believes could 
cripple Britain faster than a 
military strike. Mr Cook warned 
that because computers 
control most of the UK's 
“national infrastructure,” any 
enemy who found a way to 
hack into the systems, which 


include water, power and 
transport, could cause major 
problems. 


Mr Cook believes the budget 
rise forecast for the intelligence 
services is justified. However, he 
came under fire from the 
parliamentary intelligence and 
security committee for refusing 
to release the individual 
budgets of Britain's three 
premier secret services. The 
Government's Treasury 
Department also ignored 
requests to disclose privately to 
committee members its 
estimate of the worth of the 
three agencies. 


When the annual budget 
figures were announced, they 
were soon challenged by 
some prominent figures, 
including Sir Gerald Warner, a 
former deputy head of MIé. He 
believes the figure should read 
£2.5 billion - three times as 
much as that declared by 
Whitehall. 


The computer hacking threat 
to the UK is growing daily.

INTELLIGENCE organisations in Britain, 
America and France have been 


forced to reopen the case of billion- 
aire banker Edmond Safra, 69, whose 
death in his Monte Carlo mansion, 
shocked the world of high finance. 
According to a sensational new 
inquiry, Safra may have been the 
victim of the Russia Mafia. 


Safra was shot twice before he was 
suffocated to death, A colleague 
who also worked as his nurse barri- 
caded himself in the bathroom. The 
assassin still managed to break in and 
strangle the nurse. Another of Safra’s 
nurses, Ted Maher, had been 
charged with causing his death, but 
that now looks premature. An Ameri- 
can investigative author, Dominick 
Dunne, whose research has resulted 
in the reopening of many 
high-profile murder cases, says new 
evidence proves that Maher is being 
blamed for what in reality was a well- 
planned contract killing. 


Dunne claims Maher only confessed 
because his wife was threatened, He 
also alleges that the murder was cov- 
ered-up by Monaco police, who were 
far too quick to arrest Maher and as- 
sure the principality’s fabulously rich 
residents that the tax haven is safe. 


The information is sure to send 
shockwaves through senior

Tomlinson, 38, was recruited into the SIS after gaining a first class 
degree in aeronautical engineering at Cambridge. He later went to 
serve in 21 Special Air Service (the territorial arm of the SAS) and 
gained top marks in his training. However, his career spiralled 
downwards after receiving a damning report over his service in 
Bosnia and he was sacked. Tomlinson was furious and believed he 

+ had a good case for unfair dismissal. However, MI6 do not operate 
like an ordinary company. Their lawyers simply stepped in with what 

l is called a Public Interest Immunity Certificate (PII) and cited 
P “national security.” 


Tomlinson then sought to clear his name and persisted with writing 
brief notes about his time in MI6. He was arrested and sent to prison 
d for one year for breaching the Official Secrets Act (OSA) after 
b <s presenting a synopsis of an intended book to an Australian pub- 
] lisher. He claimed that MIó had threatened him with arrest and 
“lifelong harassment” to force him to hand over anything he wrote 
. about the extremely secret intelligence agency. 


After serving part of his sentence, he was released from Belmarsh 
top security prison in May 1998. He was soon on the move again, 
fleeing from one country to another to avoid what he called 
` “further harassment instigated by MI6ó.” On his travels, BfV 
(Bundesamt fur Verfassungsschutz) the intelligence service of 
Germany and later France’s DST (Direction de la Surveillance du 
Territoire) tried desperately to entice him into revealing facts about

MIó. He refused. As for intimidation, Tomlinson says he has been 
arrested, assaulted, held for questioning, and raided by armed 
police on no fewer than 11 occasions in six countries. He is already 
banned from entering America, Australia, France and Switzerland. 
He has been harassed in Germany and also New Zealand. 
Currently living in Italy, Tomlinson believes he is under “surveillance.” 
In late Spring 2000, Italian police entered his apartment in Rimini 
and removed his computer, mobile phone, computer disks and 
other legal papers. They were given to two British police officers 
believed to be from Special Branch. They have never been 
returned. 


Britain's most wanted intelligence man says that MI6é hired Italian 
private detectives who told his landlady she was harbouring a 
convicted paedophile. The same story was circulated among his 
friends. 


Parts of the book were filtered out of Russia 
for review, and it was always unlikely that MI6 
or the government would be able to stop 
hard copies from entering the UK, especially 
with the Internet being able to route infor- 
mation in seconds.

Moscow and Tomlinson have rubbished the 
MIó claims: “There is no evidence to 
support these allegations, but if they are 
true then I’m grateful to the Russians for 
supporting freedom of speech,” said the 
author. 


The Big Breach is an attack on the running 
of MI6 and reveals much about its over- 
seas’ operations and its management 
style. Some analysts having read the 
content say the SIS is caught in a “time 
warp”, but its supporters believe secrets 
should remain just that - secret. Other 


chapters detail how agents are sent for 
“special training” to Fort Monckton in 
Portsmouth. Tomlinson also says MIé is keen 
to show how recruits can hide their true 
careers from family and friends and to 
create new identities. Obviously some 
operations are detailed and it is these that 
are a cause for concern. 


Nevertheless, it was for Mió a tricky period. 
Some of the quotes filtered out of Vauxhall 
Cross were seen as an effort to limit the 
damage. “Tomlinson has mixed fact with 
fiction,” is one such statement. 


Some analysts believe Russia’s support of 
the book is simply retaliation for MI6’s 
backing of a 1999 book that exposed KGB 
secrets - The Mitrokhin Archive. MIl6 reject 
this and also dismiss Tomlinson’s claim that 
The Big Breach is all about freedom of 
speech. Indeed, some intelligence sources 
claim they already have the evidence that 
contradicts such a statement.

RICHARD TOMLINSON 


Following the release of the book in Russia, 
it soon became clear Mió and the govern- 
ment were going to fail in their attempts to 
block The Big Breach reaching these 
shores. By early February, some 1,500 
books had been imported and sold, 
though the publishers could easily have 
sold ten times that number. 


Richard Tomlinson has given a unique 
insight into the SIS, though much of it is 
already in the public domain if one looks 
hard enough. However, there are many 
fascinating tid bits. 


MI6 AND THE CX REPORT 


Of MI6’s CX reports, the former spy writes: 


“MI6’s intelligence product is known as CX, 
an anachronism from the earliest days of 
MI6é when the chief was Mansfield 
Cumming and intelligence reports were 
marked “Cumming Exclusively,” abbrevi- 
ated to CX.” 


He then goes on to say how several major 
British companies have MI6 “liaison 
officers” who receive relevant CX. Anyone 
you suspect?! 


The CX report, intelligence or “product” as 
Mr Tomlinson says is collected internation- 
ally by small cells working within British 
Embassies called “stations”. Tne CIA use 
identical expressions - Middle East Station, 
for example. The CX is graded for its 


é 
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importance prior to being sent to Britain. 
Two-star CX is of little importance and 
often receives attention by junior officers. 
Three star could interest the head of a 
Foreign Office or MOD department. CX 
carrying four stars is important and would 
be seen by a permanent secretary, for 
example. And a five-star CX would go all 
the way up the ladder to cabinet level 


MI6 STATIONS AND EMPLOYEES 


The Secret Service has approximately 50 
stations around the world. Its head is 
“usually a senior officer in his forties, 
working undercover as a counsellor, and is 
normally declared, to the secret service of 
the host country,” says Mr Tomlinson. Other 
MI6 officers are “mostly undeclared.” 


Each station is serviced and administered 
by MI6 HQ at Vauxhall Cross in London. A 
‘P’ officer (production) based at the station 
determines strategy and targets. He also 
oversees and plans operations and 
administers budgets. An ‘R’ officer (require- 
ments) distributes intelligence products to 
“customers.” 


MI6 has 2,300 full-time staff of which 350 
are in the intelligence branch or IB officers. 
Some 800 are general service officers (GS), 
who work in technical and administration 
departments. Around 1,000 people are 
employed as secretaries, clerks, guards, 
cooks, drivers and mechanics. 
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FORT MO ON - PORTSMOUTH 


Besides an interesting number of opera- 
tions revealed in the book, Mr Tomlinson 
gives a genuine and unique insight into 
recruitment and training, and it is perhaps 
this information that Whitehall did not want 
publishing. - 


Mr Tomlinson refers to part of his training at 
Fort Monckton in Portsmouth, known by 
agents as the ‘Fort’. This is how he de- 
scribed being driven to the base after a 
training exercise: - 


“Fort Monckton, MI6’s dramatic and 
atmospheric training base is situated on 
the bleak tip of the Gosport peninsula. The 
only access through the thick walls is _ 
across a drawbridge. Spread among its 
wings are a gymnasium, an indoor pistol 
range, photographic studios, technical 
workshops, laboratories and lecture rooms. 
At the extremity of the east wing is a 
helicopter landing pad and an outdoor 
pistol and submachinegun range.” 


THE BOGUS NEWS AGENCY 


One of Mr Tomlinson’s first assignments was 
to set up a fraudulent news agency in the 
heart of London. The aim was to get 
Russian military and intelligence personnel 
to defect to Britain. After a wasted £40,000 
and some three months later, MI6 had not 
acquired one single ‘hit’. > 
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FROM RUSSIA WITH LOVE: THE BIG BREACH 
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The agency was called ‘Truefax’ and most 
certainly did exist. Indeed, this has been 
confirmed by a Russian military analyst 
whom Mr Tomlinson tried to recruit in 1992. 


By the spring of that year, Mr Tomlinson had 
been attached to Mló's Russian section in 
London where he was to perform much 
work for the service. 


THE TEST 


One amusing passage in The Big Breach 
relates to IONEC, the intelligence officers’ 
entry course. Mr Tomlinson and several 
other prospective officers and agents were 
given a quite unusual task. 


Here he reflects on one part of the course: 


“In the first of many increasingly compli- 
cated tests, we had each been assigned a 
pub in which we had to approach a 
member of the public and extract his or her 
name, address, date of birth, occupation 
and... passport number. 


“Pushing open the door of the Hole in the 
Wall on Great Southsea Street, | was 
alarmed to find it was empty. | was on my 
second pint of Guinness before the first 
customer, a smooching couple, appeared. 
A rowdy bunch of youths marched in to’ 
play pool. The exercise was getting awk- 
ward. 


“At last two girls wandered in. They were 
casually dressed, one pretty, the other 
overweight.” 


After managing to gain their confidence 
and pretending to be a yacht skipper 
looking for a crew to sail to Cherbourg. he 
asked, “do you know anybody who might 
be interested in helping this weekend?” The 
girls who worked as nurses in a local hospital 
agreed to help. “Sure,” said the pretty one. 


Mr Tomlinson continues: “On the pretext that 
| needed to clear them with Customs, | 
asked for their passport numbers. The pretty 
one telephoned their flatmate to get them. 
With only a few minutes to go, all the details 
were in my notebook.” 


En-route back to London the IONEC minibus 
was “bursting with chatter,” regarding tales 
of how gullible people were. Andrew 
Markham (pseudonym) had pretended to 
be a French citizen who bet some pub 
regulars that all British passport numbers 
ended in 666. One man quickly ran home 
to bring his passport and although he won 
the bet, Markham got his passport number. 
Another MI6 rooky, lan Castle, a former 
merchant banker, posed as a marketing 
consultant and distributed to each drinker a 
questionnaire that requested the relevant 
details. Each drinker got a pint for their 
trouble. 


One of the gang was not so lucky. Andrew 
Spender, “a laid-back former Scots Guards 
officer,” won a great deal of money on a 
gambling machine, bought everyone in the 
pub a drink and ended up hopelessly drunk. 
Unfortunately, he also forgot about why he 
was in the pub in the first place and failed 
the course! 


THE DEAD LETTER BOX: This 
term is believed to have origi- 
nated with the former KGB. 
The ‘letter box’ is nothing of 
the sort of course and is 
simply a concealed place 
such as a hole in a wall in a 
disused building for example.

LIAISON: The SIS is regarded 
as the world’s most secure 
and professional intelligence 
service. Most leading intelli- 
gence agencies, including 
all those in the USA, have 
based themselves on MI6. 
The agency has few close 
friends outside of America. 
Perhaps the Dutch are 
regarded as ‘allies’ in Europe. 
Indeed, Britain’s counterintel- 
ligence service, MI5, and 
MIó, have often agreed to 
disagree. 


MILITARY LIAISON: MI6 can 
count on total support from 
Britain’s elite military regi- 
ments, including the SAS 
(Special Air Service) and SBS 
(Special Boat Service). The 
RAF also assist covert opera- 
tions. A Hercules C-130 trans- 
port aircraft carries equip- 
ment clandestinely for MI6 
operations, whilst a Puma 


MI6 is sometimes involved with military 
operations, though these are in the vast 
majority of cases carried out by elite units of 
Britain’s armed forces. A specially adapted 
C-130 Hercules as seen here carries MI6 
equipment for clandestine operations

helicopter fitted with extra 
fuel tanks helps move Mió 
personnel around the UK. MI6 
also has its own mini-subma- 
rine capable of carrying four 
agenis into hostile territory.

ANALYSIS AND FOREIGN 
POLICY: MI6 have analysts 
based in London who are 
provided with intelligence 
and information from foreign 
nations. From here the data 
is disseminated and entered 
into a report. Most reports 
and assessments are used by 
Whitehall and the Govern- 
ment, in particular the For- 
eign Office. Language skills 
and a deep-rooted knowl- 
edge of respective countries 
is essential.

eading international scientists have been meeting 
in secret to discuss the possibility of recreating the 
lethal 1918 influenza virus which claimed over 40 
million lives in just one year. The virus will be 
manufactured in a laboratory under strict supervi- 
sion, but objections have already been made by 
several academics who have issued strong warnings. 


Intelligence agencies are also deeply concerned about 
the experiments. One US intelligence source said: “We are 
dealing with fire here. If the virus can be created, think of its 
potential as a weapon of bioterrorism. Indeed, any research 
will surely be conducted at defence sites, or similar. 


The research team dismisses suggestions of a catastrophe, 
and says science needs to understand the virus which 
killed so many people. “If we can create the virus it may 
give us vital data to prevent another such disaster,” said 
one scientist close to the research. Some medical bodies 
go even further; the world could be at risk of “a recurrence 
of an equally virulent strain,” which could, according to 
some doctors, “strike at any time anywhere in the world.” 


Scientists and researchers from the United States’ prestig- 
ious National Institutes of Health (NIH), which controls 
America’s medical research establishments and has links 
to various military facilities, is planning an international 
event to discuss how the world should react if faced with a 
similar outbreak as experienced in 1918. Preliminary 
research and data have already been acquired by the 
NIH. In recent years, dozens of victims of the virus have 
been dug up in the deep-frozen permafrost in Alaska and 
northern Norway. This research though helpful, has only 
provided fragments of the virus’s eight genes. 


The NIH is supported by many in the international commu- 
nity, and will construct rules similar to those in place 
surrounding access to the last known samples of the 
smallpox virus. This virus is now housed in only two secret 
locations in the world. 


“We need guidelines on what should and should not be 
done,” said Robert Webster, an international expert on flu in 
Memphis, Tennessee. He wants to synthesise the 1918 virus. 
He has already held meetings with the NIH and believes it 
is essential that further research is done. “It is theoretically 
possible to make any flu virus and some of these could be 
more deadly than the 1918 one.” 


Not all international medical bodies agree with the 
research, including Daniel Lavanchy, coordinator of 
epidemic disease control of the World Health Organisation 
(WHO) in Geneva. They are opposed to laboratory-made 
flu viruses, and, in any event, have questioned whether or 
not it would be possible to recreate the Spanish flu. 


Nevertheless, he is anxious and conciliatory about the 
need to understand the constantly mutating viruses of the 
world, especially the 1918 strain, before it reappears in a 
new and even more deadly form. Lavanchy has also 
warned governmenis that such a virus could be seized 
upon by terrorists. W

At 7.00am, the man noticed a black bin-liner 
beneath the front wheels under his cab.

There were 
several canisters attached to wires. He 
immediately ran indoors and dialied 999, But, 
as soon as he was put through to the police, a 
loud explosion lifted the van off its wheels and 
shrapnel shattered several windows in the 
street. Instead of the blast ripping through the 
cab, it tore down the side of the van causing 
Massive scorching. Tracey Rai, 25, a neigh- 
bour, ran out of the house in just her pyjamas. 
She said: “I saw a flash of light through the 
blinds and for a moment everything in the 
house shook. | just couldn't believe it. | leapt 
out of bed and ran outside. Luckily | found 
nobody had been hurt.” 


Nottingham Police were on the scene in 
minutes and alerted Special Branch in London, 
The elite police squad has formed a unit to 
hunt and capture those responsible for such 
attacks. The Bomb Squad was also called in 
and quickly sealed off the entire street while 
colleagues searched for more devices, 


The blast initially puzzled investigators. Officers 
couldn't understand why the man had been 
singled out. However, it is believed the 
electrician carried out work for a company 
involved in research conducted on animals, 
based in Loughborough, Leicestershire. This 
incident triggered a wave of bombings 
involving persons or companies loosely 
associated with animals, including hill farmers. 


Of the Nottingham blast, Special Branch 
Officers told one source, “the explosion bore alll 
the hallmarks of animal rights’ fanatics.” 
Inspector John Woodward, who is leading the 
investigation, said the driver, now under police 
protection, is “very lucky to have escaped with 
his life,” 
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similar type to those used by such a group 
before.” 


Changing Targets 


The attack in Nottingham is a serious change 
of direction in the approach of direct animal 
action groups. Previous incidents have usually 
occurred at research laboratories and some 
scientific organisations which have links with 
similar companies. Predominantly these 
attacks have been against property, but as 
security around institutions such as the 
controversial Huntingdon Life Sciences 
intensifies, activists are now focusing on what 
MIS call “soft targets.” 


This was amplified in January 2001, when two 
more attacks took place. A secretary at a farm 
and agricultural auctioneers in Malton, North 
Yorkshire, opened a nail bomb resulting in a 
serious eye injury. The device was housed in a 
simple padded envelope and contained a 
variety of small nails, ball bearings and a 
battery used to trigger the explosion. Police 
revealed it was the fifth incident at the 
company. Janet Blythe, 43, opened the 
envelope. The resulting explosion rocked the 
two-storey building and caused severe facial 
injuries to the woman, who had just recovered 
from heart problems, 


The company - Frank Hill's and Sons is well known 
in Yorkshire and nestles on the Holferness 
peninsula in East Yorkshire. Its 80-year-old 
founder, Charles Hill, said animal rights’ extremists 
were “inevitably in the frame.” 


In the second attack, a 58-year-old Ripon, 
North Yorkshire, farmer opened an envelope 
that subsequently exploded. Furniture was 
shattered though the man suffered only shock 
and minor injuries. A nearby Army bomb 
disposal unit from Catterick Army Camp was 
called in and examined what remained of the 
device. These attacks followed a particularly 
nasty incident in Cheshire in the last week of 
December.

The Cumbrian explosion came just hours after 
the discovery of two nail bombs. One of these 
was sent to an agricultural supplier on the 
outskirts of Sheffield; the second was bizarrely 
sent to a Cancer Research Campaign shop in 
Lancashire.

There is also a much more shadowy group 
under observance by MI5.

Interestingly, Special Branch analysts privately advised 
ministers that the threat from such groups was on the 
decline. Twelve months of car burnings, nail bombs 
and other incidents have seen that view dismissed. 
Now animal rights’ extremists face jail sentences of 


_ + Up to six months or fines ranging from £100-£5,000 


for intimidating or targeting individuals or companies 
such as Huntingdon Life Sciences. The proposals 
announced on 21 February give police massive 
powers fo stop protests and prosecute extremists. The 
measures also cover the Internet where hate is 
‘standard’ to employees in HLS. 


Under planned amendments to the existing Criminal 
Justice Bill, any protester not obeying a police 
request to move on, could be jailed for 12 weeks or 
fined £2,500. The Malicious Communications Act is 
being amended so it will no longer be a defence for 
someone forwarding hate e-mails to say, “I believed | 
was acting reasonably.” 


EXTREME ORGANISATIONS 


Home Secretary Jack Straw said: “We simply will not 
tolerate the criminal actions of a small number of 
extremists who use violence and intimidation to stop 
people going about their legitimate business.” 
Natasha Taylor, of the Stop Huntingdon Animal Cruelty 
campaign said: “The measure won't make a blind bit 
of difference to us. We are running a legal move- 
ment.” 


The Justice Department makes no apologies over its 
violent actions. It was formed in 1992 and has been 
particularly active in America and Canada. And 
because it is a small group using even smaller active 
units (occasionally members pursue their own 
campaigns), this has kept it beyond the reach of 
MI5‘s T-branch... until now. 


In a statement on the group's website it declares: ‘The 
Justice Department first came active around the 
conviction that animal abusers had been warned 
enough times, and that animals had suffered long 
enough. It was time that animal abusers had but a 
taste of the fear and anguish their victims suffered on 
a daily basis.” 


In 1994, the group sent six letter bombs to companies 
involved in the live animal export trade. Just days later 
the action appeared to have worked when UK ferries 
stopped alll live animal transports to Europe and 
beyond. MI5 traced the devices to Gurj Aujla, an 
animal activist. He was later jailed for six years for 
sending the bombs. 


A police source commenting on Home Secretary Jack 
Straw‘s move said: “The thinking is not that this group is 
going to bring down the nation, but that they are 
dedicated to violence, which is illegal and puts them 
squarely in the terrorist camp.” The Act is a mirror 
image of one adopted in the USA some time ago. The 
groups are banned for a year and then their status is 
reviewed. A Home Office spokesman told Eye Spy! that 
the ban was not solely in response to the bombings, 
and that it had been planned months ago. W

n December 1999, Gerry Adams called off 

a proposed press meeting to announce “a 

most disturbing incident.” Sinn Fein’s own 

counter-intelligence experts have discov- 

ered an intricate bugging and tracking 
device in a vehicle used to ferry him and 
Martin McGuiness to delicate meetings with 
British Officials over the Good Friday peace 
agreement. 


Britain failed to respond over the accusations, 
though it was clear that an intelligence 
operation had been rumbled. 


Mr Adams showed the device to journalists 
and security experts; the latter stating that 
similar tracking bugs were available for 
£20,000 and were being used by corporate 
directors to ‘protect company interests’. When 
former intelligence operatives looked at the 
way in which the device was fitted into the car, 
it became obvious this was either a military 
intelligence or MI5 operation. It was a major 
Sinn Fein and IRA coup. 


Now, one year later, security sources have 
revealed that the owner of the vehicle, 


understood to be the wife of Martin Lynch, who. 


was convicted for a variety of arms offences in 
the 1980's, is demanding “exemplary dam- 
ages,” for breach of her privacy. He was 
seriously injured after being shot at by police in 
1982. Police discovered weapons in his 
vehicle. What confounds the case and makes 
MI5‘s position vulnerable is former Northern 
Ireland secretary Mo Mowlam’s extraordinary 
admission earlier this year that she sanctioned 
the bugging to “save lives.” The lawyer of Mrs 
Lynch had attempted to sue the Ministry of 
Defence in the belief that the bug was 
installed by experts operating on behalf of the 
Army's military intelligence. However, following

Live Once, broadcast in July 2000, the lawyer 
turned his attention to MI5.

MIS AND SIS AGENTS NOW ALLOWED TO SUE 


ew legislation being adopted by Britain's security services will allow employees of MI5, MI6 and 
N GCHQ, the right to sue the Government if they feel they have been wrongly treated, sacked or 

discriminated against. The deal has been announced by the Department of Trade and Industry 
which will be in charge of future tribunals. Britain's intelligence agencies have been forced to 
implement the provisions in the 1999 Employment Relations Act. And whilst a senior government 
source said, “the security services have nothing to be fearful of... we are happy that the proposed 
procedures are designed to protect national security,” the SIS and MIS are privately fuming.

However, MI5 believed 
Sinn Fein, lulled into a false sense of security, 
thus chose to take a chance. 


Mrs Lynch became suspicious when her 
husband was stopped in the car by the RUC 
(Royal Ulster Constabulary) and detained. Sinn 
Fein were either tipped off about the bug, or 
used their own internal security to find it. MI5 
acknowledge that Sinn Fein and the IRA are 
“past masters” at locating intelligence bugs. 


The bug itself was equipped with aerials and 
digital tracking capability which allowed the 
vehicle to be tracked by satellite. A built-in 
microphone installed in the roof of the 
Mondeo and wiring which ran the full length of 
the car were also removed. MI5 could switch 
the device on and off which meant that the 
driver would not become suspicious of any 
major power drain. 


The case is set for public exposure in Spring, 
though MI5 may be tempted to settle the

However, Britain's first female 
intelligence chief has been carefully watching developments in 
New Zealand, where the MOD has been trying to thwart 
publication of yet another SAS (Special Air Service) book, Soldier 
5, by Mike Coburn (pseudonym). A court in New Zealand has 
recently ruled in favour of Coburn who will now be able to 
publish details of the failed SAS mission in the Gulf War that 
provided the backdrop for the best-selling Bravo Two Zero by 
Andy McNab, and Chris Ryan, the only SAS member of the unit ` 
to escape. Coburn was the fifth member of Bravo Two Zero - 
hence the name. 


Rimmington played the Soldier 5 card against the MOD as a 
‘warning shot’ that she will not be denied, and is fully prepared: 
to go to Court over her book. An MI5 source said, “she has dug 
her heels in and is refusing to budge.” And, although she did - 
redraft some passages, she let it be known that under the 
Human Rights Act she can legally publish her memoirs. 


The quietly-sooken Rimmington was confident that her memoirs 
had been adequately self-censored and caused no threat to 
national security. MI5 and the more secretive MI6 (which almost 
certainly leaked details of the book) have been angered by her 
actions. MIé6 call it a “breach of faith.” Government officials are 
uneasy about the new developments that they view as “seri- 
ous.” She has been accused of “hypocrisy,” for during her time 
as MIS director, she often sent out memorandums reminding 
agents of their “responsibility to the crown.” 


In December she met with her successor, Stephen Lander who 
Carried a number of proposals from MI5, MIé and the govern- 
ment. As far as we believe, Rimmington has now agreed to 
drop references to at least five MI5 operations, notably against 
the IRA. Intelligence sources:say the talks were “amicable.” 


In respect of Coburn's book, Judge Peter Salmon, dismissed 
MOD claims that Soldier 5 could “jeopardise the security of 
future SAS operations.” Like the Soycatcher affair, the ruling has 
serious implications for security and intelligence writers of similar 
works. Both books look certain to appear this year despite the 
efforts of the SIS and the MOD to halt publication. “The Ministry 
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of Defence has used its power to issue orders for the improper 
- purpose of restricting the defendant's right to freedom of 
speech and expression,” said Mr Salmon in Auckland. Further- 
more, he ruled that his client was “subjected to illegitimate 
economic pressure,” to sign a “confidentiality agreement,” 
when the MOD told him they would remove him from the SAS, 
and break its “special pay scales,” if he refused to sign the 
lifetime ban. Coburn did of course. 


During the Auckland hearing, that took place almost totally behind 
closed doors, numerous witnesses appeared for the British Govern- 
ment, including the head of the SAS. He warned that Soldier 5 
could jeopardise the integrity of its confidentiality clause. 


In 1996 the MOD introduced a confidentiality agreement for 
special forces. This was specifically designed to stop publica- 
tion of undercover operations without the authority of the MOD. 
Earlier books on the SAS had of course been written, but these 
works had been voluntarily submitted by former SAS soldiers to 
the MOD and had been vetted. 


During the few open sessions in court, Coburn, 37, said senior 
officers issued Bravo Two Zero with “faulty equipment,” and 
dropped it “too near enemy lines.” He also claimed the MOD 
failed to authorise a rescue mission because the unit was 
“expendable.” He was quoted as saying he wanted to “restore 
the reputation of Vince Philips,” an SAS patrol member whose 
suitability has been criticised by one of the team and appears 
in print in a leaked SAS report. 


Government analysts at MI5 and MIé are now bracing them- 
selves for a spate of new books that will be published on 
intelligence, including several already planned on undercover 
work in Northern Ireland. 


As for Rimmington, she will now press ahead with publication. 
The book will reveal her memoirs laced with “humorous anec- 
dotes,” including her relationship with former Prime Ministers 
Margaret Thatcher and John Major. One section of the book is 
certain to cause bitterness with Britain's trade unions. 
Rimmington will reveal the extent of MI5‘s covert involvement 
with the crushing of the miners’ strike in the 1980s. We have 
evidence that MI5 used: advanced technology to track the 
roaming miners who travelled the country to stop coal reaching 
the power stations.

ccording to a recent two-hour American film, The Beatles Documentary, the 
Beatles had such an impact on Soviet youth that it eventually led to the 
“ideological loss” of two generations in the USSR.

s American and British submarines flirt around the wreck of the Russian nuclear 

submarine, Kursk, which lies at the bottom of the Barents Sea, Moscow has 

ordered its navy to launch depth charges. NATO sources say that the Russian 
missile cruiser Peter the Great, has exploded grenades over the site to stop “foreign 
vessels snooping.”

Recent Court Cases Ignite Memories 


he murder trial of Hans-Joachim Klein, an accomplice of the 


solitary confinement in Paris’s forbidding La Santé prison for killing 
two French police officers and a Lebanese informant in 19/5; 


German prosecutors were forced to travel to Paris after the French 
Justice Ministry said it was too dangerous to transport Sánchez to 
Frankfurt over fears of his security. The hearing in Paris was presided 
over by Judge Michèle Bernard-Requin who deeply annoyed her 
German counterpart by allowing Sánchez to virtually dominate 
proceedings. When he entered the courtroom, his unmistakable round 
face wore a big grin. French and German television have given the 
trial of Klein and the Jackal’s court appearance much publicity. 


Klein, 52, is charged with three counts of murder and three of 
attempted murder in relation to the 1975 kidnapping of several 
Middle East Opec oil ministers in Vienna. The court was shocked 
when Green Party cadre and European parliament member, 
Daniel Cohn-Bendit, started crying and then broke down. He said 
Klein had become involved with recruiters of a terrorist organisation 
known as Revolutionary Cells. 


Cohn-Bendit was a leader of the student protests in the 1960s and 
met Klein who also mixed with left-wing radicals. They also be- 
friended Joschka Fischer, now Germany's foreign minister. 


The court heard that Klein saw the Jackal’s milieu “as a James 
Bond-like world with contacts with agents of secret services and 
visits to Arab palaces,” the MEP said. Like many involved in espio- 
nage and terrorism, Klein had two roles: there was a tender one 
which wanted to help, and the militant one. “Mr Klein over-identified 
with the injustices of the world and went a bit too far,” he said. 


When the Venezuelan-born Sánchez, now 52, was called to act as 
prosecution witness, the court was somewhat bemused, He spent a 
great deal of his three hours in the witness box mumbling about his 
revolutionary beliefs. Observers said he was “delighted” at the 
media attention he received. Analysts claim he only appeared in 
court to further promote his personal views since he was jailed in 
1997, Indeed, since his arrest by French intelligence in Sudan in 
1994, his courtroom appearances are his only glimpse of the 
outside world. 


Sanchez gave a history lesson on Palestine, but after thirty or so 
minutes the German judge, Herr Gehrke, interrupted him: “None of 
this interests the court. Did you know Klein?” Sanchez said: “You 
disappoint me. | thought you wanted to know why the raid [Opec] 
took place. | refuse all cooperation with German judges who are 
the descendents of Nazi justice.”

The Jackal said his feared terrorist group 
carried out the raid on Opec ministers. 
There were six people in all, including one 
woman, Gabriele KrOscher-Tiedermann, 
alias Nada, who died a few years ago. 
Sanchez said: “Herr Klein turned towards 
Nada and fired a bullet into the head of a 
security guard who was about to arrest her.” 
Asked by the prosecutor again to state who 
killed the security man, Sánchez said: “It’s 
Klein, it’s evident. He did admit, however, he 
had not personally witnessed the killing, 
though several close associates, including 
Klein himself, told him he had shot the 
guard. 


Sanchez described Klein as a “small time 
thief,” who was not too much of an intellec- 
tual. “It was an honour for him to work with 
me," he said. 


The Jackal’s ally was shot in the stomach 
and seriously injured during the incident, but 
was allowed to fly to Algiers with his accom- 
plices and their hostages. He later took 
refuge in Libya. 


Klein gave himself up to police after 25 
years on the run.

he French government was forced to 

release Christa-Margot Frohlich, a woman 

suspected of being a leading accomplice 

of Sánchez. Ms Frohlich, 58, was imprisoned 
in 1996 after being extradited from Italy. A new 
European law that came into force on 1 January 
2001, means that suspects cannot be held for 
longer than four years without facing trial. 


German-born Frohlich, a schoolteacher from 
Hannover, became a member of the Red Army 
Faction and the former West German Revolution- 
ary Cells, has been accused of participating in 
murder and attacks with explosives resulting in 
deaths. She is also believed to have played a key 
role in an April 1982 car bombing outside a 
restaurant in the Rue Marboeuf, Paris, which 
ended with the death of a pregnant woman and 
serious injury to 63 other people. French 
intelligence also believe it was she who planted 
the bomb that blew up a Pairs-Toulouse express 
just four weeks earlier which left five persons dead 
and 30 injured.

RUSSIAN SPECIAL FORCES ARREST KIDNAP SUSPECTS 
GROZNY: A Chechen rebel believed by the CIA and FSB to be responsible for 
the beheading of three British telephone engineers in October 1998, has 
been captured by an elite Russian military intelligence unit. The unit was 
drafted into the area on the personal orders of President Putin who is 
becoming increasingly frustrated by the war. The three men - two Britons, 
Peter Kennedy, 46, from Hereford, Darren Hickey, 27, from Surrey and New 
Zealander, Stan Shaw, 58, were captured near Grozny by gunmen. All the 
men were installing a mobile telephone system for Granger Telecom, a 
Surrey company. Intelligence sources in this country believe they were killed 


when a Russian attempt to rescue the men went badly wrong. Their heads 


were found on a Chechen roadside.

Almost one 
year on, his killers remain at large. 


Mr Saunders was shot in his white Rover car as he made his way to 
work. His motorbike assassins Casually pulled up alongside him and 
shot him through the head. His death was greeted with outrage by 
ordinary Greeks. N17 then announced they had killed Mr Saunders 
because of the “deadly role he had played in the war against 

Serbia.” Yugoslavia is regarded as a friendly nation by most Greeks. 


Britain immediately denied Mr Saunders had any role to play in the 
war, and sent a crack team of Special Branch detectives to assist 
Greek police. Furthermore, Greece, for the first time has allowed 
CIA and MIé operatives into the country to help fight N17. With the 
forthcoming 2004 Olympic Games on the horizon, Athens must be 
seen actively pursuing the elusive hitmen of the group, and this has 
put pressure on the government of Costas Simitis. However, a small 
Athens-based unit of the FBI has been involved in the N17 hunt for 
at least 10 years. They too have had little success. 


On 12 December, fully six months after the murder, N17 tioped-off 
a journalist that a statement on why they had singled out Mr 
Saunders could be found in a bin in central Athens. The daily 
newspaper, Eleftherotypia, subsequently printed a chilling six-page 
proclamation headlined ‘Why Saunders?”

N17 said that Mr Saunders played jor role in the NATO bomb- 
ing. He is also said to have “taunted security agencies for their 
inability to protect sensitive targets in Greece.” The document also 
described how their riders zig-zagged through the Athens’ streets 
carrying a G-3 assault rifle they had earlier stolen from a police 
station. They shot their victim twice. “We shot him once with the G-3, 
mortally wounding the brigadier. Our weapon then jammed so we 
shot him with the reserve Colt 45,” (the group’s favoured firearm). 
The police reject this scenario saying Mr Saunders was shot with a 
single bullet from the pistol. 


Mr Saunders was not an “ordinary defence attaché,” the group 
said. “He had an active participation [sic] in the imperialist interven- 
tions and war carried out in recent years by the British military forces 
in different countries, committing a crime against their peoples. He 
was responsible for the deaths of hundreds, if not thousands, of 
noncombatants, women and children, in the bombing of Yugosla- 
via.” 


They also claimed the Briton was “the most important target we 
had hit in the 25 years of our activity.” In 1975, gunmen killed 
Richard Welch, the CIA station chief in Athens. 


Clearly had November 17 done their homework they would have 
discovered that Mr Saunders had no role to play in the NATO strikes 
against Serbia. Similarly, Robin Cook, Britain's Foreign Minister said: “| 
strongly condemn November 17's attempt to justify the brutal 
murder of Stephen Saunders.” > 


November 17 is a tightknit and extremely well-organised group that takes it name from the 1973 student uprising at Athens’ 
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He then went on to say that the attaché 
played no part in the campaign and was 
on a posting to Kuwait when the bombing 
started. “We are working closely with the 
Greek police to bring these murderers to 
justice. We will not rest until that happens,” 
he said. His wife Heather Saunders, who has 
been dignified throughout this period said 
the allegations were “ridiculous.” She went 
on to say: “At the time of the Kosovo conflict 
my husband was on a Greek language 
course. The people who killed him are 
simply trying to justify the murder of an 
innocent man.” 


Many analysts believe the lengthy procla- 
mation is an indication that the group is 
feeling pressure from the public and the 
joint Greek-British hunt for them, They have 
written the piece trying to create an almost 
mystical aura about the group. One 
observer said it reminded him of the 
portrayal of Robin Hood. They went on to 
say that only selected targets are hit, not 
Britons in general such as “down-at-heel 
British tourists,” 


November 17 usually targets western 
diplomats, military advisers and business- 
men, many with strong Greek links. They also 
dislike shipowners, bankers and politicians, 
people who, they believe, are getting rich 


at “the peoples’ expense.” They do not like 
Greece's western links. 


George Kassimeris, author of Europe’s Last 
Red Terrorists, a fine book on November 17, 
believes their operations have exposed 
severe problems in Greece's political 
system and state structure. “Irresolute 
administrations, unreliable intelligence 
services, inadequate police forces, and a 
cumbersome judicial system,” are just some 
of the words he has used to describe his 
country’s government. 


‘After two-and-a-half decades of bomb- 
ings, rocket attacks, assassinations, 
kneecappings. and shootings in broad 
daylight, Greece's counter-terrorism effort is 
ramshackle,” he said. “Governments in 
other countries afflicted by terrorism have 
their shortcomings but the ineptitude of the 
Greek state has been unparalleled,” 


Kassimeris believes the N17 declaration was 
a “show of defiance of a Quarter of a 
century of violence with impunity.” 


Heather Saunders does not blame ordinary 
Greeks for her husband's murder. And her 
dignified resoonse has been admired in 
Greece. “November 17 are very publicity 
conscious,” Kassimeris said, “Mrs Saunders’

EU DIPLOMATS FEAR MORE N17 
ATTACKS AS ATHENS DRAGS ITS FEET 


Politicians and diplomats from the European 
Union are becoming increasingly nervous 
over a recent spate of bomb attacks in 
Greece. Britain is furious that it is still only 
allowed one armour-plated vehicle per three 
diplomatic staff for example. 


Other Embassies, including Germany, 
Belgium and Italy, have also complained to 
the Greek authorities regarding a lack of 
action to supply Greek number plates for 
Embassy vehicles. 


“It does not send a good message out,” said 
one EU diplomat. “We don’t doubt their 
political will to fight terrorism, but they do not 
seem to be able to get their notorious 
bureaucracy moving. And that could be very 
dangerous to us.”

taining nuclear information from a military establisnment swooped 

on a muddy rubbish tip known as the Los Alamos County Landfill 

The operation is all part of major investigation to find several tapes 
made by a renegade Los Alamos scientist who was charged with 
supplying the Chinese with American nuclear secrets. 


As agents dressed in protective coveralls combed through 
the huge landfill, former President Clinton was acknowl- | 
edging that the case was an administrative nightmare. 


Wen Ho Lee, 60, was imprisoned in 1999 amid fears that | 

; China was benefiting from US-based nuclear technol- 
ogy. He was charged with 58 counts of breaching 
national security and regarded as a major threat. Taken 
to court in shackles, he agreed to cooperate in return fo 
his freedom. In September 2000 he was released from 
prison and immediately liaised with FBI agents over the 
copied tapes. Ho Lee, an American-Taiwanese scientist | 
said that he did not hand them over to Chinese intelligence agents, 
but had merely “thrown them away.” 


His interrogators learned that he threw the pocket-sized discs in a bin at 
the Los Alamos laboratory after he became the subject of suspicion 
and the authorities had had his security clearance taken away. When 
investigators traced the bins they were furious. The rubbish had ended 
up in a landfill that covered an area 300ft square, was 8ft deep, and 
since the date when the tapes were allegedly thrown away, had had 
5,000 tonnes of compressed waste placed on it. 


Though Ho Lee is now a free man, the FBI are still not certain he is telling 
the truth. Even though his access card no longer functioned, Ho Lee 
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still managed to gain entry to the compound on three occasions, 
including once at 3.31am on Christmas Eve, 1998. The FBI may also 
force Ho Lee to take a lie detector test. 


Whatever data is on the tapes is certainly important to Washington. 

“From the moment we learnt last year that our nation’s 
| nuclear secrets were on missing portable tapes, we have 
had a central goal in this matter: to find out what hap- 
| pened to the tapes,” said Louis Freeh, the FBI director. 


| Ho Lee became the focus of much suspicion when the 
_ ClAstarted an investigation into China's fast-track nuclear 
_ industry. Analysts said that they did not think such great 
strides were the result of their own internal technology. 
The CIA believed Beijing was receiving help. There was 
= only one location that such technology could have come 
from en bloc - Los Alamos. An intelligence team then 
went undercover at the base. 


The case against Ho Lee collapsed for a number of reasons, including 
the pathetic level of security at the base. If Ho Lee could wander in 
freely even though his security clearance was revoked so could 
anyone. Similarly, the FBI could not provide any evidence to show that 
Lee had passed on secrets or the material he had downloaded. 


When Ho Lee was finally released from solitary confinement, the judge 
apologised for his treatment. 


If the FBI find the tapes the case may well be opened again. Privately, 
however, sources say they are unlikely to pursue the matter further.

Hollis is the ‘Fifth Man’ 


ccording to Christine 

Keeler, the woman at 

the centre of the infa- 

mous ‘Profumo affair’ 
which almost led to the over- 
throw of the Macmillan Govern- 
ment in 1963, Sir Roger Hollis was 
the “mysterious fifth man.” 


Hollis, the former head of MI5, 
was allegedly part of the 1960s 
spy ring that included the likes 
of Guy Burgess, Donald 
Maclean, Kim Philby and 
Anthony Blunt. 


In Ms Keeler’s new autobiogra- 
phy, written almost entirely by a 
ghost writer, she says that at one 
stage she informed Lord 
Denning of Hollis’s treachery. At 
the time, Denning was writing a 
report into the scandal but failed 
to take her words seriously. Ms 
Keeler states that even Britain's 
most eminent judge dismissed 
her evidence and then told her 
she would go to prison if she 
continued her attack on Hollis. 
Ms Keeler complained that the 
threat was made to cover up the 
incident. 
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The Conservative Government 
was deeply embarrassed by the 
fact that Keeler had slept with 
John Profumo, the Secretary of 
State for War, and then with 
Eugene Ivanov, a top KGB agent 
masquerading as a naval attaché 
at the Soviet Embassy in London. 


Furthermore, the controversial 
Keeler claims that Stephen Ward, 
a “society osteopath” who held 
numerous parties in London, was 
also a KGB spy. It was he who 
ordered her to sleep with lvanov 
and Profumo and extract intelli- 
gence. Ward allegedly threat- 
ened to kill her when he appar- 
ently learned that she was about 
to tell MIS and expose the 
network. 


Keeler alleges that Lord Denning 
was unmoved by the evidence: 
“| went to Lord Denning looking 
for a way out of the mess | was 
in and he juggled with my life 
and, like a conjurer made the 
truth vanish,” she said.

LIBERTY BACK 
MP IN MIS

NORMAN BAKER, Liberal Democrat MP for 
Lewes, has challenged Jack Straw and MI5 
to reveal whether or not they hold a 
‘personal file’ on him. This is the first time any 
person has attempted to use the Data 
Protection Act to acquire intelligence files. 


Mr Baker was allegedly tinped-off by a 
serving MI5 officer who said the service 
held files on him as a direct result of his 
association with Greenpeace in the 1980s 
and his “ecological activities.” The MI5 
agent called himself the ‘Mechanic’ and — 
claimed: “There were reports on you 
forwarded to the security service by Special 
Branch officers in East Sussex in 1988. They 
were from a SB source within the South 
Downs Earth First group.” 


Mr Straw is supposedly responsible for MI5 
but has come under pressure from senior 
personnel to block any attempt to release 
the file. The Home Secretary said: “If the

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US Military & Intelligence Technology 


WASHINGTON: The United States Air 
Force Research Laboratory in Mas- 
sachusetts has developed a new 
instrument that can detect under- 
ground bunkers by he way they 
affect the Earth's gravitational pull. 
This means no longer will such 
facilities be totally secret. 


US scientists say that bunkers 
hollowed into the Earth’s surface 
create fluctuations in the strength 
of gravity that can now be meas- 
ured effectively for the first time. 


Apparently a reduction in mass 
when significant arnounts of soil are 
removed leads to small reductions 
in the strength of gravitational 
attraction, The data is analysed by 
intelligence officers allowing them 
to identify areas that could well 
have man-made underground 
areas. The data is then coupled 
with ground intelligence to pinpoint 
the epicentre of likely facilities, 


According to sources, the US military is 
already testing the technology to 
detect tunnels under the Korean 
demilitarised zone, major command 
bunkers in Iraq, and more recently, 
drug-smuggling tunnels built between 
Mexico and the USA. 


The discovery was mentioned by 
the journal Applied Physics, pub- 
lished by the Institute of Physics. 


THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING SPY 


e Engineers at secret US govern- 
ment laboratories in New Mexico 
have unveiled the world’s smallest 
spy robot. It is less than 7mm in any 
direction, but has wheels, a proc- 
essor, temperature sensor, two 
motors and three watch batteries 
on board.

to intercept e-mails and telephone calls. And just in 

case you thought that you were safe sending 

information through the Royal Mail, forget it. MI6 has 
been passed details of a revolutionary chemical spray that 
can make envelopes transparent. The intelligence invention 
of the year means letters inside envelopes can be read as 
easily as if they were postcards, Experts can tell if mail has 
been tampered with, thus alerting potential criminals or 
subjects. However, the new spray, code-named See-Through 
and developed in America, leaves no trace other than a 
slight odour that lasts but 15 minutes. 


The development was first publicised in New Scientist, and is 
intended for use only by police forces and the security 
services. The spray manufactured by MISTREL in Maryland will 
only be sold to law enforcement agencies and not private 
detectives or civilian security firms. Nevertheless, it is clear that 
in the event that samples of the substance are stolen, the 
criminal fraternity will make use of the spray. MISTREL 
spokesman, Bob Schlagel, said: “With a business card in a 
brown envelope you can read the card, the e-mail address, 
the telephone number, everything. It leaves an odour for 
about 15 minutes but apart from that there is no smudging of 
ink on the envelope or letter, no watermark, or any evidence 
at all.”

Police Masons Defy Home Secretary 


LONDON: Police chiefs are embroiled in a stand-off 
with Home Secretary Jack Straw over moves to force 
its members to come clean on membership of the 
freemasons. Mr Straw claims that public confidence 
in the force is being dented by “Masonic culture.” The 
government has failed in a bid to persuade officers to 
voluntarily register membership last year, and is now 
ready to change the law so it becomes a disciplinary 
offence for police to hide membership of the secret 
society.

nuclear whistleblower, has been 

in prison for 14 years and 7 

months, of which nearly 12 

years have been spent in 
solitary confinement in conditions called 
cruel, inhuman and degrading by the 
pressure group, Amnesty International. The 
act for which he was kidnapped on 30 
September 1986, by MOSSAD agents, was 
for informing the Sunday Times that Israel 
was secretly manufacturing and stockpiling 
nuclear weapons. 200 was the figure 
estimated by Mr Vanunu. 


At 32, Vanunu had been working for some 
nine years as a junior technician at 
the nuclear research centre at 
Dimona. During the last five years of 
that employment, he took degree 
courses in geography and philoso- 
phy. It was through them, and the 
invasion of Lebanon in 1982, that he 
became politicised and involved in 
the politics of war and peace in the 
region. He campaigned for the 
democratic rights of Arab students 
and became concerned about 


1986, he wrote to his brother Meir that he had 
decided to tell all to The Sunday Times. 


While journalists from the newspaper 
researched his story, he became worried 
that he was not being taken seriously. 

Lonely, Vanunu struck up a friendship with an 
American student called Cindy, who was, in 
fact, CHERYL BENTOV, a member of an 
Israeli ‘hit team’, according to Vanunu. 


He flew with Cindy to Rome for a holiday at 
her suggestion. Once there he was 
grabbed. Struck about his person, sedated 
and bound in chains, he was placed in a 
crate and shipped to Israel. It was a further

nuclear waste and the environment. 


Even more doubtful about the work 
he was doing at Dimona, particularly 
that which he called the “undemo- 
cratic nature of its absolute secrecy,” 
Vanunu decided to take some 
photographs of the centre’s equip- 
ment. These were later used to help 
convince nuclear physicist Dr Frank 
Barnaby, and the Sunday Times 
‘Insight team’, that he was telling the 
truth about Dimona’s nuclear 
weapons’ development work. 


When he finally left Dimona, Mr 
Vanunu travelled around the Far East 
pursuing his interest in Eastern 
philosophies. He eventually ended 
up in Sydney, Australia. There he met 
with John McKnight, an Anglican 
priest with strong anti-nuclear beliefs, and 
joined his church community. He was 
baptised in early 1986. 


While in Sydney, Mr Vanunu talked about his work 
at Dimona and gradually he became con- 
vinced that he should tell his story to the media. 
As he left to return to London on 11 September

six weeks before the authorities acknowl- 
edged he was in the country. 


On 5 October, some five days after he left 
London, The Sunday Times carried a three- 
page feature under the banner headline, 
‘Revealed: the Secrets of Israel's Nuclear 
Arsenal’, Andrew Neil, who was editor of the 
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newspaper at the time, has since said it was 
the most important scoop he had ever 
published. 


There followed a coordinated attack on 
Vanunu in much of the Israeli media. He 
was vilified day after day and called one of 
the greatest enemies of Israel, Accused of 
being an “atom spy” and a “traitor who was 
“handsomely rewarded,” for his revelations,’ 
he was sentenced to 18 years in prison. The 
trial was held in camera, and Mr Vanunu 
became something of a taboo subject, on 
a par with Israel's nuclear potential. 


Mr Vanunu did not sell his information to the 
newspaper nor any other foreign 
agency, nor did he spy for one. He did 
not reveal names or information about 
security, for that was not his concern. 
He was a whistleblower who had 
decided to step outside a very tight 
‘tribal system’ for reasons of con- 
science. He told the truth and the 
authorities were determined to make 
an example of him. Like the majority of 
governments, Israel disliked its secret 
affairs being undermined [by the West] 
But Vanunu was not motivated by 
financial reward and this worried the 
government. 


If Mr Vanunu had apologised and not 
discussed his kidnapping and then 
acknowledged he had done wrong, 
he probably would be free, or at least 
on parole. But he has not been prepared 
to compromise his beliefs. It is that belief 
which has enabled him to survive 
through years of suffering in prison. 


No country or government has shown 
any interest in campaigning for 
Vanunu's freedom. Yet many thou- 
sands of people around the world do.

hen an RAF Chinook helicopter 
crashed on the Mull of Kintyre 
on 2 June 1994, killing all 29 
people on board, including 
four crew, the authorities of the 
day knew there would be serious repercus- 
sions. Notwithstanding the fact that White- 
hall had incredibly allowed 25 of the 
country’s leading intelligence and military 
figures to board one aircraft, they also had 
evidence that this particular helicopter was 
suffering from inherent computer problems. 


Since then the government has continued to 
ignore significant information from those 
people who count more than anyone, the 
men who fly these machines, the teams who 
support them and the technical support 
groups which service the on-board comput- 
ers, Ordinary RAF servicemen and women 
who work with the Chinook 24-hours a day. 


Nobody will ever know what really hap- 
pened on that fateful day, but after six years 
of investigation that have revealed a 
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plethora of problems with computers and 
other factors, the Government still insists it 
was “gross negligence” on the part of two 
experienced pilots, Jonathan Tapper and 
Rick Cook. Military analysts called the 
decision shameful after the first hearing, 
and that statement was heard again in 
December 2000, following the latest inquiry. 


However, before examining why the MOD 
has once again ignored crucial evidence, 
we can reveal that major aspects of the 
case have also been ignored that could 
throw further light on the matter. We have 
learned that ZD576 may have been struck 
by a remotely piloted vehicle that was 
being tested in the corridor where the 
Chinook went down. Furthermore, there is 
taped data from a Scottish air traffic control 
room that shows an unidentified target 
nearing the Mull of Kintyre at precisely the 
same time as the disaster. And finally, we 
have been told by RAF sources that a 
United States Air Force team reached the

The latest inquiry, by the Commons Public 
Accounts (PAC) committee of the House of 
Commons accused the MOD of “unwar- 
rantable arrogance,” employing “flawed 
logic,” and “shocking aircraft test proce- 
dures.”

However, their hopes were soon dashed by 
equally damning comments from Whitehall. 


There is little doubt that the committee 
believes a variety of organisations in 
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Westminster, led by unidentified civil servant 
and military advisors, have concealed 
evidence and ignored it when convenient. 
The bumbling defence secretary, Geoff, 
Hoon, incensed many in the RAF and 
friends of those who perished when he 
arrogantly dismissed the report, saying it 
provided no “new evidence that would cast 
doubt on the integrity of the verdict.” He 
supported the “gross negligence” verdict 
made by two air marshals, Sir William 
Wratten and Sir John Day. That verdict had 
to pass a strict line of “no doubt whatso- 
ever.” Mr Hoon, who is supported fully by 
British Prime Minister, Tony Blair, said: “There is 
clearly a good deal of material in the report 
but none of it constitutes new evidence.”

Within weeks pilots were reporting “prob- 
lems” with the aircraft's FADEC (Full Authority 
Digital Engine Control Systems) computer 
software equipment. All three inquiries noted 
that crews were reporting “repeated and 
unexplained technical difficulties.” On some 
occasions, the engines would suddenly cut 
out or begin to malfunction. RAF pilots also 
spoke of “flame-outs” on the aircraft. 


On board Flight ZD576 were many leading 
intelligence operatives. Thus when news of 
the crash first surfaced, MI5 and Scotland 
Yard was awash with rumours of an IRA strike. 


Among the men who died was Assistant 
Chief Constable Brian Fitzsimons, 52, head 
of Special Branch in Northern Ireland, 
(ironically he was just three weeks away 
from retiring after serving in the force for 30 
years), ten senior detectives from the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary; nine British army officers 
including Colonel Christopher Biles, 41 (he 
received an MBE in 1981 for gallantry in 
Ulster and the OBE in 1992) six Northern 
Ireland Office officials of which several were 
also MI5 officers. Some of the other officials 
also had links to MIé (Secret Intelligence 
Service). 


2 JUNE 1994: At 1643 GMT, Flight ZD576 
contacted Approach Control at RAF 
Aldergrove that the aircraft was outbound, 
flying at low-level and 9nm (nautical miles) 
from the airport. The crew for the afternoon 
flight were FIt. Lt. Tapper (captain), Fit. Lt. 
Cook (co-pilot) and crewman Forbes and 


Sgt. Hardie. The Chinook was en route from 
Belfast to Inverness in northern Scotland. 


At precisely 1759:30 BST, the aircraft 
smashed into a rocky outcrop in an area 
called Beinn na Lice on the island of Mull of 
Kintyre. The Chinook was travelling at a 
groundspeed of approximately 150 knots. 
After it hit the rocks the aircraft broke into 
two major pieces. Fuel tanks were ruptured 
and fire engulfed both sections. There was 
extensive damage and little chance of 
anyone surviving the crash. 


Within a few hours Downing Street and the 
victims’ relatives had been notified of the 
disaster. RAF rescue teams were flown in but 
not required, other than to retrieve the 
bodies, 


The first Fatal Accident Inquiry headed by 
Greenock-based North Strathclyde Sheriff, Sir 
Stephen Young, began in Paisley, Glasgow, 
on 10 January 1997. Sir Stephen heard a full 
16 days of evidence and two days of legal 
wrangling. Its primary goal was to register 
the deaths and discover what exactly 
caused the crash. Mr Young concluded 
that NO blame could be attached to the 
pilots. Yet this wasn’t what the MOD wanted 
to hear. They insisted that the pilots chose 
the wrong course and rate of climb and, 
instead of turning or climbing away from the 
great headland of the Mull of Kintyre, they 
flew into low cloud (fog) and straight into the 
hillside at 1,404ft. This was acknowledged 
by the RAF board of inquiry investigation. 
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Sir Stephen refuted the RAF Board of Inquiry 
results. And unlike his inquiry, which was held 
in public and the families of the dead men 
fully represented, the RAF Board of Inquiry 
made no provision for any representations 
on behalf of the dead pilots. 


There were many who called for the case to 


be reinvestigated, including Sir Malcolm 
Rifkind, who was defence minister at the 
time and Sir Jeremy Hanley. Inside the 


House of Lords many ministers were privately 


ashamed of the MOD verdict, but every 
enquiry raised since 1994 has been met 
with either indifference or silence. Yet, while 
the MOD and the Government hide behind 
closed doors, other military and technical 
personnel of the armed forces have come 
forward and joined those protesting for the 
verdict against the pilots to be squashed. 


Since the crash, much attention has been 
focused on the Chinook’s FADEC computer 
system. Malcolm Perks is one of the world’s 
leading experts on FADEC. He believes that 
a fault in the computer could have caused 
“engine runaway,” a quick sudden surge of 
power that destabilised the giant helicopter. 
Former Squadron Leader Robert Burke, a 
Chinook test pilot, is convinced both men 
suffered a “grave miscarriage of justice.” Mr 
Burke, now retired, said pilot error, let alone 
negligence, is “the least likely cause of the 
crash.” 


Privately the RAF support the pilots and are 
fuming at the way in which Whitehall has 
brushed aside all attempts to get to the 
bottom of the mystery. Notwithstanding the 
possibility that ZD576 was struck by a secret 
test vehicle using the corridor between West 
Scotland and Ireland, there are three other 
scenarios. The first is “engine runaway” 
supported by Malcolm Perks, The Chinook 
would have been “uncontrollable.” The 
second theory relates to the helicopter’s 
linking arm known as “the broom Cup- 
board.” It has been suggested this appara- 
tus could have come loose and jammed 
the blades. Secret RAF data reveals that this 
had already occurred on Chinook Mk 2 
aircraft prior to the disaster, Finally there has 
to be the possibility, regardless of how 
remote, that the pilots got it wrong. Three 
inquiries later, this has now been rejected, 


Defence experts and private sources still 
consider FADEC malfunction the most likely 
cause. Indeed, not much attention was 
paid to an official MOD memorandum 
Circulated just 24-hours after the Chinook 
disaster. The document related to FADEC 
and suggested the system was “unsuitable 
for its intended purpose.” It confirmed the 
MOD was not happy with the performance 
of a computer that controlled the engines 
and monitored the flying of the aircraft. 
Indeed, it was later revealed that an 
“incredible 175 serious anomalies” were 
found in the computer programme nine 
years after it was developed. 
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Furthermore, Whitehall had admitted that 
following the Chinook crash, it has since 
received 23 further reports of FADEC-related 
faults. In typical ministry jargon it said: “None 
was flight safety critical, but some had 
safety implications.” Prior to the crash, RAF 
crews had been “distracted” by warning 
lights appearing in the cockpit. This was 
echoed in the first Scottish inquiry, when it 
was stated that technical problems could 
have distracted the crew. This was overruled 
by the two commanding officers, who, 
acting on RAF procedures, reviewed the 
inquiry’s findings and rejected them 
accordingly. The latest PAC report hit back 
and called it “unwarrantable arrogance.” 
But Geoff Hoon then disgracefully called 
the PAC report “a superficial investigation.” 


Intelligence analysts are shocked by Hoon's 
comments because they reflect not just a 
government office, but the stance of the 
British Government itself. Like the RAF, MIS5 is 
not convinced it was simply pilot error, And 
what of the “unidentified fragments” of 
fabric found twisted in the wreckage of one 
of the Chinook’s engines? Analysts have 
discussed this and said, “what was it and 
how did it get there?” The MOD is not 
saying. 


On 31 July 1997, the Defence Committee 
questioned the MOD on the crash. There 
were various meetings before the commit- 
tee called Armed Forces Minister John Reid

to give evidence “on the lessons to be 
learned from the Chinook disaster.” Before 
the committee had even sat, Bruce 
George, Labour chairman of the commit- 
tee, said it could not act as a “substitute 
court of appeal to reverse the findings of 
the crash investigation.” That meant 
regardless of any new findings, both pilots 
still had to shoulder the blame for the 
deaths of 29 people and the distress of 
over 200 relatives and family members. The 
families of Richard Cook and Jonathan 
Tapper were shocked, 


John Reid, the then minister for defence, 
said he had looked at the evidence with a 
“compassionate eye” but found nothing to 
challenge the inquiry findings. He did, 
however, say he would be prepared to look 
at any new evidence, but only if “relevant 
and substantial information came to light.” 
The minister said the MOD would review its 
flight policy that would stop so many 
leading intelligence officials travelling on 
one aircraft. 


The MOD appear to have totally ignored 
the PAC report and Sheriff Sir Stephen 
Young’s comments. Some quotes from the 
Fatal Accident Inquiry by Sir Stephen, dated 
21 March 1996, are highly important and as 
relevant today as they were when they were 
released: 


At 1655:14GMT a member of the crew 
called the Scottish Air Traffic Control Centre 
(Military) at Prestwick in the following terms: 
‘Scottish Military, good afternoon, this is 
F4J40” (which was the aircraft's Call-sign). 


This was not an emergency call. For 
reasons which are not known the call was 
not answered. Nor was it repeated, No 
further radio communications were heard 
from the aircraft.’ 
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All the occupants of the aircraft were 
rendered unconscious at once and died 
more or less instantaneously,’ 


_ Sir Stephen's inquiry also heard from a 
number of locals including a female witness 
who first raised the alarm. The witness was 
out walking when she heard an explosion 
and pinpointed the site in an emergency 
telephone call to Strathclyde police. They

contacted RAF Pitreavie in Fife. Local fire 
and ambulance services rushed to the 
scene and the Campbeltown lifeboat was 
launched in case it was needed to rescue 
possible survivors in the sea. Among 50 or 
so firefighters attended the scene. Some 
had been flown in from nearly 200 hundred 
miles away. Two Royal Navy Sea King 
helicopters were scrambled from HMS 
Gannet, Strathclyde. Other Sea Kings from 
RAF Boulmer and Lossiemouth were also 
sent in to help. l 
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The assistant Mull of Kintyre lighthouse 
keeper, Mr. Murchie, gave evidence at 
the inquiry. He had heard the helicopter 
approach at 5.55pm that evening and 
immediately went outside to take a 
look. 


The report states that Mr. Murchie 

`.. qid hear “what sounded like a dull 
thud, followed by a kind of 
whooshing, whishing”. It is possible 
that the presence of terrain 
between him and the initial impact 
point may have affected his 
hearing.’ 


Sheriff Sir Stephen Young states: 


„İt Qppears extraordinary that an 
aircraft travelling at low level at a 
grounaspeed in excess of 150 knots 
(or 2.5nM a minute) in the general 
direction of a land mass, which the 
crew knew to rise steeply from the 
coast to a height in excess of 1400 feet 
within 1nM of the coast, should have 
got so close fo it without the crew having 
seen it.’ 


He later adds: `...it would be wrong to 
assume that any particular aircraft acci- 
dent has been caused by pilot error 
especially when it is seen, as in the present 
case, how unlikely it is that there would 
have been such an error and, moreover, 
that any error that was made would have 


been one in which, by virtue of their training 


and experience as Special Forces aircrew, 
the whole crew and not just the navigator 
would have been implicated.’ 


What is interesting is that the inquiry failed to 
make any reference to the unidentified 
target picked up by RAF operators on the 
mainland at the time of the crash. The 
inquiry heard an RAF officer explain this 
away as a form of temperature inversion. 


Yet RAF personnel who reported the target 
are privately at odds with the MOD. On 23 
January 1996, the Scotsman newspaper 
made a reference to the evidence given to 
the inquiry by Flight Lieutenant Hamish Miller. 
He told the hearing that radar tapes from 
Prestwick Airoort had shown a low-moving 
unknown target travelling north, just a few 
miles southwest of the Mull of Kintyre at the 
exact time of the crash. The target was 
travelling at speeds estimated at 30- 
5Omph. Surely this was no coincidence’? Fit. 
Lt. Miller said the RAF had no idea what the 
object was, but it could have been a 
pocket of ionised air reflecting on the radar 
[a temperature inversion]. Another sugges- 
tion mooted by the RAF was that the target 
was a flock of birds. 


Interestingly, there is no reference whatsoever 
in the inquiry’s 124 pages to the radar echo. 
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The Present 


After the recent PAC report and recommen- 
dations, Tony Blair said the affair is sad but 
closed. Yet, besides genuine safety concerns, 
there is the good name of the pilots to clear. 


Much has been said about the FADEC 
software and now leading computer engi- 
neers are also challenging the government. 
But the question which is causing much 
speculation among many intelligence 
watchers, is what are the MOD afraid of? For 
example, it is a litle known fact that at the 
time of the Chinook disaster, the MOD was 
already in the process of suing Textron 
Lycoming, the US manufacturers of the 
software, after a potentially fatal FADEC- 
related Chinook accident in 1989. The MOD 
cited faults in design and systems logic, 
incomplete safety back-up and inadequate 
testing that made FADEC unairworthy. 


Three years prior to that disaster, 45 men, 
mainly oil workers, were killed in another 
Chinook crash off Shetland. Many people 
believe that the 1994 accident would have 
given the government's lawyers even more 
ammunition to tackle the US company, 
especially since independent analysts had alll 
but proven the software caused the Scottish 
disaster. So is there any reason? 


John Cook, father of Rick Cook and a former 
Concorde pilot said he was “delighted with 
the PAC report.” But he launched a bitter 
attack on the MOD: “The question is what 
notice, if any, the government takes of it. The 
MOD seems to think it is above the law.” He 
also referred to comments made by other 
RAF pilots. Mr Cook said: “The RAF pilots in 
Northern Ireland all tried to stop the Mark 2 from 
going over. One of the other pilots had told his 
wife: ‘If | get killed in that thing, don’t take any 
notice of what the air force say, just run down 
the street and say the aircraft killed him...” 


The politicians (of all sides) on the PAC have 
accused the two air marshals of “flawed 
logic,” by insisting the most likely cause of the 
crash was “gross pilot negligence.” PAC 
members said the men should only have 
reached that explanation, if, “gross negli- 
gence could be ruled in.” 
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The MPs also noted that Sir Wiliam Wratten 
and Sir John Day were responsible for manag- 
ing Chinook operations and minimising their 
disruption. “This gave rise to a perceived 
conflict of interest,” reported PAC. And they are 
correct. It is an obvious conflict of interest. Sir 
William has since retired, while Sir Jonn is now 
deputy chief of the defence staff. Since the 
disaster, the RAF has changed the rules, so 
that boards of inquiry no longer apportion 
blame for accidents. 


PAC said: We regard the department's 
preference for the results of their own proce- 
dures as constituting unwarrantable arro- 
gance. We simply cannot understand why the 
department continues to defend the unsus- 
tainable finding of gross negligence and 
recommend that it should be set aside.” 


The politicians, sometimes referred to as the 
Mull of Kintyre Group, called on Tony Blair to 
reverse the decision. “It is now a matter of 
public interest and honour,” said a spokesper- 
son. Sir Malcolm Rifkind said: “It is not a 
question of finding new evidence now. It is that 
the evidence which has become available 
over the last three or four years itself demon- 
strates that it is unfair and unsound to rely on 
this previous verdict. He also said that had he 
known what he knew today, he would not have 
accepted the negligence verdict. Even former 
Labour defence minister Lord Chalfont joined 
in the criticism: “The MOD had lost the plot if 
they found the PAC report to be superficial.” 
Senior Liberal Democrat Menzies Campbell 
said: “Only the Prime Minister can now break 
the deadlock.” 


Susan Phoenix, whose husband lan, a Royal 
Ulster Constabulary counter-terrorism expert, 
who died in the crash, said, “the MOD is simply 
betraying arrogance in refusing to clear the 
reputations of the pilots.” 


Cries of “cover-up” are often dismissed as the 
jargon of lunatics or conspiracy theorists, but 
when they are being made by ordinary men

and women in the RAF and other arms of the 
military services, then this is extraordinary. 
Similarly, even leading politicians and political 
observers have used the term. Captain David 
McMullon, co-author of Chinook: The Special 
Forces Flight in War and Peace said of the PAC 
report and government response: “| feel very 
strongly that there has been a great injustice 
done to Flight Lieutenants Cook and Tapper 
with the “gross negligence” verdict by the 
MOD. | knew all four crew members and have 
flown with them all during my time on the 
Chinook special forces’ flight. 


“Feelings grow stronger as the MOD still refuses 
to reopen the case. The MOD's response to 
the report from the public accounts’ commit- 

tee is to say that there is no new evidence to 

justify reopening the inquiry. But there never 
was any evidence to prove the pilots were 
negligent in the first place. 


“The president of the board of inquiry stated 
there was insufficient evidence to blame the 
pilots for human failings, although Sir William 
Wratten shows his arrogance by now claiming 
that he was a junior, inexperienced officer. 
Would he say the same for the sheriff who after 
the Scottish fatal accident inquiry said there 
was “insufficient evidence to allocate blame,” 
or those involved in the public account 
committee report? 


“The prime minister must demand the 
reopening of this inquiry and support the crew 
members who have defended their country so 
well in war and peace. The least they deserve 
-Ís for the evidence (or lack of it) to show that 
a there is a doubt about the findings.” 


oh 


These words were echoed by Flight Lieutenant 
John Nichol (retired): “I can understand why the 
dead pilots’ families and their supporters have 
been fighting for six years to clear the two men’s 
names: there was no evidence of wrongdoing. 


— 


“The president of the board of inquiry, an 
experienced helicopter pilot who knew 
Chinooks inside out, was saying that he could 
only make an informed guess at the cause of 
the crash, Air Chief Marshal Sir Wiliam Wratten 
then reviewed the very same evidence and 
came to a different conclusion. Fit. Lt. Tapper 
and Cook, dead men who could not defend 
themselves, were found guilty of gross 
negligence. They were allowed no legal 
representation at what was tantamount to a 
trial held in secrecy and presided over by the 
very people who had most to lose in the case. 


Neither Sir Wiliam nor the MOD has explained 
why the president of the board was so wrong 
and why their theory is so right?” 


Another retired Squadron Leader, T. W. Turnill 
and an ex-Vulcan bomber pilot was appalled 
by the MOD's action: “| cannot conceive that 
two very experienced pilots, tasked with taking 
exceptionally sensitive and important passen- 
gers from Northern Ireland would “press on 
regardless" into mist-covered high ground; the 
standard procedure when encountering cloud 
is to climb immediately to a safe height. One 
wonders whether the Chinook’s engines, 
possibly affected by a malfunctioning FADEC 
system, were able to respond to the pilots’ 
commands. 
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“If the two senior officers withdrew their findings, 
and admitted that they could not be certain 
of the cause of the tragedy, they would 
reverse the considerable harm done not only 
to the pilots and relatives concerned, but also 
to the morale of current aircrew.” 


Responding to severe criticism, Sir William 
Wratten said: “There is no point whatsoever in 
holding another inquiry.” He did say, however, 
that he is willing to meet his critics and discuss 
the matter, including Lord Chalfont, Chairman 
of the Mull of Kintyre Group trying to clear the 
pilots’ names. Lord Chalfont has welcomed 
the initiative and is ready to “contribute to any 
forum.” 


Karl Schneider, editor of Computer Weekly 
supplied 11 pages of evidence which were 
published in the PAC report. That data 
surrounded the FADEC software. He is 
pleased Sir William is willing to 
make himself “available for 
scrutiny,” but that is not the 
way forward he argues. He 
says Computer Weekly is not in 
dispute with Sir William 
because he has no power 
to overturn the verdict. 

The magazine is in 

dispute with the MOD, 
which he says, “forms 

the only effective 
court of appeal.”

USA Releases 
16,000 
Inteligence 
Documents on 
Washington's 
Interest and 
Support of 
Pinochet in Chile 


n November 2000, Washing- 

ton, under pressure from a 

variety of organisations and 

governments released 
thousands of formerly classified 
files that reveal the extent to 
which Pinochet's rise to power in 
Chile was supported by the CIA 
and other secret US intelligence 
agencies. 


This massive release of informa- 
tion is the result of General 
Pinochet's arrest in London in 
October 1998. Spanish solicitors 
wanted to extradite him for 
hundreds of crimes committed 
in Chile. Judge Baltazar Garzon 
compiled evidence that 
Pinochet and other Chilean Army 
officers had established a 
shadowy unit that operated on 
an international level killing 
opposition members and 
outspoken critics of his govern- 
ment. The CIA material identifies 
this unit and reveals its 
codename - Operation Condor. 


It was particular pressure from 
Spain that helped persuade 
Washington to release its files on 
the former dictator. Initially the 
White House refused, but 
changed its mind when CIA and 
State Department analysts said 
that the majority of people in the 
South American country wanted 
him to stand trial and answer the 
allegations. 


CIA chief 
George Tenet 
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The material sent shockwaves 
through Chile and embarrassed 
the country’s Christian Democrat 
government. Over the last few 
weeks it has been trying to 
explain away the millions of 
dollars it received from US 
agencies between 1964 and 
1974, Furthermore, many 
powerful figures in today’s 
government and senior 
businessmen are also red-faced. 
For example, the country’s 
leading newspaper, EI Mercurio, 
received $1.6 million from the 
CIA. The paper was a powerful 
critic of Salvador Allende - the 
then democratically elected 
head of Chile. EI Mercurio was 
basically a CIA guided tool in 
Washington's propaganda 
machine against Allende. 


President Ricardo Lagos, a 
socialist, is not involved in the 
affair, but is now under severe 
pressure from Congress to 
investigate the CIA's activities in 
Chile. “I’m not naive. | know that 
intelligence practices - to put it 
elegantly - or spying, are as old 
as humanity,” he said. “But | 
would hope that this is a 
throwback to the cold war, and it 
doesn't happen any more, 
because it can affect relations 
between countries.” Indeed, 
intelligence writers have for 
some time believed that the CIA 
was a major player in Chile. And 
it is nO wonder CIA director 
George Tenet has fought a 
personal battle in Washington to 
stop the release of its files. “The 
CIA as an institution suffers from 
a pathology of secrecy,” said 
Peter Kornblu of the National 
Security Archives, a research 
body in Washington. “It is as 
difficult for them to give up a 
document as it is for a child to 
give up a toy.” 


Historians are gleefully rubbing 
their hands together at the 
release of so many files. 
However, Tenet and his agency 
did manage to black-out 
[remove] a great deal of 
information on thousands of the 
papers. Still, there is sufficient left 
for authors to piece together the 
secret diplomacy used by 
Washington to set the stage for a 
military coup. After Pinochet 
seized power, the CIA used all its 
machinery to prop up the junta 
throughout his rule in Chile - 
1973-1990, 


Other documents, however, 
seem certain to harm Pinochet 
and his close associates, and 
are the CIA's attempt to stop 
criticism of its policy in Chile. 
Some papers provide intricate 
details of his foreign policy and 
his role in assassinations, many 
taking place abroad. Another 
file shows how his close 
advisors were forecasting 
trouble abroad as the legal 
rope tightened around him. 
Travel overseas was recognised 
as a major problem, and 
though he was aware that he 
could be arrested, his 
friendship with British Prime 
Minister, Margaret Thatcher, 
following Chile’s help in the 
Falkland’s War, meant that he 
believed the UK was a ‘safe 
nation’. He was wrong and was 
duly arrested after he arrived in 
London for an operation. 


The intelligence material, also 
released by the State Depart- 
ment, the FBI and the defence 
intelligence agency, is the 
fourth round of disclosures 
ordered by Washington. Many 
observers believe they will be 
the last. And though many 
journalists know of America’s 
intelligence activities in Chile, 
they are still surprised by the 
scale of its covert operations. 
Some justice department 
material found within the 
16,000 documents show the 
extent to which the USA were 
willing to “abuse Chile's 
sovereignty.” A CIA document 
written three years prior to the 
1973 coup states: “If civil 
disorders were to follow from a 
military action, the USG (United 
States Government) would 
promptly deliver necessary 
support and materials, [out not 
personnel].” 


| A state department report 


prepared just a few weeks after 
General Pinochet came to 
power says: “The junta does not 
appear to represent a threat to 
our major national interest. No 
over-riding national objective 
seems to be served by 
supporting opposition to it.” 


The Chilean Government has 
now formerly protested about 
the subversion, though it is 
powerless to pursue Washing- 
ton in the cours. m 
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CIA FIRE SS OFF 


n extraordinary and distasteful CIA 

operation has been exposed in a 

German television documentary 

called Wagner’s Confession. The 

secret life of Gunter Reinemer has 
only recently been disclosed and it has 
already provoked much anger within the 
Jewish community especially from those 
Jews still suffering from memories of the 
concentration camps. 


After the war had ended America launched 
a secret operation codenamed Paperclip 
to help cleanse the war records of known SS 
officers and military advisors. Other people 
who benefited were technicians and 
engineers from the Third Reich's impressive 
though badly managed war machine. 
Washington feared the Soviet Union and 
realised many Nazis were being recruited 
by Moscow to help in advanced aviation 
and other military programmes. Since then 
and under the rules of America’s excellent 
Freedom of Information Act, it has been 
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possible to review the extent of the US 
operation. Hundreds of persons were given 
‘clean records’ and well-paid jobs. Secrets 
recommends the thought-provoking 
Paperclip Conspiracy by -- that gives a 
pulsating account of the project. 


However, that Washington and Moscow 
were involved with sanitising Nazi criminals is 
not secret. But what is still a mystery is the 
exient of American espionage tactics in 
Europe and the rest of the world following 
the Nazi defeat. Hence when investigators 
received information on a forgetten Cold 
War CIA spy, they couldn't believe the story 
that developed. 


Gunter Reinemer was an SS lieutenant in 
charge of some of the deaths squads at the 
notorious Treblinka concentration camp in 
Poland. Whilst there, he ordered the deaths 
of hundreds of innocent victims; their only 
Crime being that they were Jewish. When the 
SS stormed the Jewish quarter in the Warsaw 
Ghetto, Treblinka worked overtime. By 1945 
over 1 million Jews had perished in the camp. 
After the war ended, Reinemer was given a 
stark Choice: “Work for the United States or 


story. Born in Dresden in 1918, he joined the 
Nazi party and ultimately the SS. He was 
attached to Treblinka in 1942, and admit- 
ted that he commanded a unit which 
“clubbed the Jews to death.” After a failed 
uprising by inmates, he led even more 
prisoners into a forest where they were 
executed. “| recalled the commander's 
order to the SS guards, ‘Restore calm with 
no regard to the consequences.’ | went into 
the forest with a detachment of 110 Jews. | 
lined them up and gave the order to fire.” 


By 1945 the war was lost and, as the 
Russians neared, Reinemer put away his SS 
attire and donned the uniform of an 
ordinary German soldier. However, an ex- 
inmate recognised him and he was 
arrested by the Americans and put in a Pow 
camp. He subsequently soent much of that 
time at the US military base at Frankfurt- 
Hochst where he was recruited by the CIA 
and learned basic intelligence techniques. 
A CIA doctor was then called in and 
Reinemer was circumcised. He was then 
given a Jewish identity and a new name - 
Hans-Georg Wagner, before being sent as a 
Holocaust survivor to Calbe, East Germany.

forfeit your life at a war crimes’ tribunal.” At 
least he was given a choice, unlike the Jews 
he had murdered, and he chose to live. But 
in 1988 his past caught up with him and he 
was exposed following the collapse of a 
business deal in Venezuela. He told his 
unbelievable story to Klaus-Dieter Matschke, 
an investigator who specialises in the 
prevention of industrial espionage. 


Initially Reinemer said he was a simple 
Jewish businessman. But Matschke had 
been busy. He tossed a bundle of files on to 
his desk and shouted. “Name, rank last 
military assignment.” Matschke described 
what happened next: “Perhaps the tone of 
command, perhaps the weariness from the 
past few days, perhaps a need to break 
with the past - | don't know what it was, but 
he looked up and said: ‘Reinemer, SS 
Death's Head Division, Treblinka.’ It was the 
start of a comprehensive confession.” 


For just over a week Reinemer dictated his

‘Wagner then spied on old Nazis and 
Communist technologies at a nearby 
power plant. He went with his second wife, a 
French woman and there he stayed until 
fleeing to the West in 1957. He left his wife 
and family in East Germany. 


Matschke examined intelligence files and 
discovered that the CIA had apparently 
forgotten about him and no action was 
taken. He lived in West Germany until 1969 
before moving to Israel. Three years later he 
married a Polish-Jewish woman and 
relocated again, this time to Venezuela. 


He enjoyed South America and found work 
as a consultant engineer to the Jewish- 
owned Venergia company, which pro- 
duced submarine batteries. But in 1988, his 
greediness led to suspicions amongst the 
board of directors. There were doubts about 
his motives and the “fiscal propriety” of 
Wagner. Money then went missing. Venergia 
called in Matschke of investigative com- 
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pany KDM in Frankfurt, He was subsequently 
arrested by the security services in Ven- 
ezuela in August 1988. Here he was tortured 
with electrical prods like those used on 
cattle and admitted to his past. 


Wagner had befriended many senior 
politicians and military officials. “If he had 
not been so greedy in his dealings with the 
Venergia company he would have never 
been exposed,” said Matschke. 


His widow, Rosa, said: “He fooled me for 
more than two decades about his past. 
Imagine, me, a Jew, living with a Jew-killer. | 
would have killed him myself had | known.” 


Reinemer took his own life just two days after 
he confessed. But the case of the SS man 
left Matschke wondering: “How many other 
Reinemers did America spirit to safety?” 
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BEIJING: Chinese reformers 
have smuggled secret 
transcripts out of the Country 
that show how hard-line 
politicians outfoxed their 
moderate compatriots and 
ordered troops to smash the 
1989 Tiananmen Square 
protests. 


The papers reveal how veteran 
revolutionaries feared they 
would be ousted if the 
demonstrations continued.

under house arrest.” The 
documents were taken out of 
the country by a senior party 
Official who is still loyal to the 
reformers and there is no 
doubting their authenticity. 


When newspapers in the West 
ran the material, also 
published in the book, The 
Tiananmen Papers, by Little, 
Brown, they sent a chilling 
message to the higher 
echelons of China’s secretive 
government. 


Analysts in Washington and 
London believe their release is 
timed to coincide with the 


preparations for the retirement 
of President Jiang Zemin (left) 
and his understudy, Li Peng, 
who benefited most from the 
incidents in 1989. 


The official who risked his life to 
secret the material out of 
Beijing told America’s 60 
Minutes news’ programme: 
“My decision to bring the 
materials out was a last 
recourse. Bringing them to the 
West is the only way to get 
them published. 


“| was very much involved at 
the time and feel that the 
decision that led to bloodshed 
was a crazy one. | saw a split in 
the top leadership.” 


The transcripts show how Zhao 
Ziyang was thwarted in his 
attempt to hold a dialogue 
with the reformers by Li Peng. 
Zhao eventually was arrested 
for his ‘soft line’. Troops were 
ordered to clear Tiananmen 
Square on 4 June. According 


to information acquired by CIA 
analysts from students in the 
area, troops shot dead several 
hundred protesters, though this 
has been constantly denied by 
the authorities in China. 
However, pictures taken by 
journalists and reformers appear 
to show dead bodies littering the 
square. 


Perhaps the most graphic 
comment in the documents 
which reflects the mood of the 
‘Elders’ came from Wang Zhen, 
a leading party official: 
“Anybody who tries to 
overthrow the Communist Party 
deserves death and no burial.” 


Both MI6é and the CIA are 
analysing the material to 
gauge public opinion in China. 
And Beijing fears that the 
information will be easily 
accessed and distributed 
throughout the Country over 
the Internet. 


KHMER ROUGE LEADERS WILL 
BE TRIED FOR GENOCIDE 


CAMBODIA: It is believed almost 2 
million people died under the brutal 
leadership of the Khmer Rouge in 
the 1970s. People starved, were 
executed or simply died of disease 
in a four year period (1975-79), that 
became notorious for its ‘killing fields’ 
and its leader, Pol Pot. 


Now after months of haggling and 
fearful of revenge attacks, the 
Cambodian Government is set to 
prosecute members of the Khmer 
Rouge who have been accused of 
genocide. The bill is being sponsored 
and funded by the United Nations in 
an attempt to bring one of the 
bloodiest chapters in East Asia's 
history to a close. 


Sok An, the government minister in 
charge of the bill, said no one would 
be automatically immune from pros- 
ecution. “The law doesn't list the 
names of the people [it will try]. The 
judges will take the law and imple- 
ment it. So there is no doubt that no 
one will be above the law. Whoever 
must be under the law will be under 
the law, including the law makers,” 
[sic] said Sok An. 


Ta Mok 
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Observers feared that many former 
leading Khmer Rouge members 
would escape punishment, espe- 
cially foreign secretary Leng Sary. 
He was given somewhat of a 
partial reprieve when he defected 


‘to the government taking with him 


10,000 supporters some five years 
ago. Since then the Khmer Rouge 
has collapsed as an army. 


No member of the regime has ever 
been prosecuted and indeed the 
government have only two lead- 
ers behind bars awaiting trial. 
Military commander Ta Mok nick- 
named ‘The Butcher’ and Kaing 
Khek lev, sometimes referred to as 
‘Deuch’. However, he has been 
identified as the head of the 
infamous S-21 torture centre in the 
capital, Phnom Penh. It is known 
that only seven inmates walked out 
of the prison alive from a total of 
14,000. 


The bill still has to go through the 
constitutional court and then be 
signed by King Norodom Sihanouk. 
This could take several months. 


And whilst Cambodians will figure 
prominenily in the trial, some pros- 
ecutors from the UN will have the 
power to select who to try. 


Analysts believe the trial of Pol Pot’s 
most trusted colleagues will not 
begin until 2002. By that time, the 
Cambodian secret service may 
have tracked down other major 
Khmer Rouge heads who have yet 
to be arrested over their part in the 
slaughter of so many innocent 
people. 


INVESTIGATING JOURNALISTS

e Fewer journalists uncovering 
crime and corruption, or express- 
ing political dissent, were killed in 
2000. 62 media professionals 
were killed compared with 86 in 
1999, according to the Interna- 
tional Federation of Journalists. Its 
annual report listed 37 killed 
because of their work, with another 
20 suspected deaths under investi- 
gation. The deaths of five others 
were also listed. 


e Several former directors of the 
Matrix Churchill company are 
challenging the Home Office 
under the Human Rights Act over 
their claim for £1 million each in 
compensation for the miscarriage 
of justice against them. Peter 
Allen, 54, and Paul Henderson, 62, 
claim that the 50-year-old Home 
Office compensation scheme is 
in breach of Article 6, the right to 
a fair and independent tribunal. 
The men were charged with 
illegally exporting machine tools 
to Iraq for the production of 
munitions, but the government 
case against them collapsed. 
heir main complaint is that the 
decision as to whether they 
receive compensation is decided 
by a Home Office minister and not 
by an independent assessor.

RUSSIA: The man who helped 
Russian president Viadimir Putin 
get his first job in the Kremlin, 
was arrested by FBI agents at 
J.F. Kennedy airport on 17 
January following the issuing of 
an international arrest warrant 
by Switzerland. Swiss officials 
want to question him about 
allegations of laundering 
$25m (£17m) through banks in 
Geneva. 


Mr Borodin is alleged to be a 
major player in a corruption 
scandal that also affected 
Boris Yeltsin in 2000. Apparently 
several people benefited from 
credit cards provided by a 
Swiss building firm in return for 
contracts. It has been alleged 
that Mr Borodin and his family 
received a staggering $25m. 


The Russian had arrived in 
America to attend the 
inauguration of George W. 
Bush. 


TURKEY: Another senior police 
officer was arrested in Istanbul 
and is the latest victim of a 
major government crack- 
down on corruption. 


Mehmet Gocer went to meet 
his new senior officer at one of 
Istanbul's biggest police 
stations. He thought he was 
simply performing a “routine 
transaction” and handed over 
an envelope containing some 
$2,500. “This is your share of 
our office’s earnings for now,” 


he said. 


The new district security director 
immediately suspended Mr 
Gocer and he will now face 
criminal charges. The Turkish 
people have watched in 
amazement as one corruption 
investigation follows another. 
Indeed, Prime Minister Bulent 
Ecevit paid tribute to the anti- 
corruption teams: “Keep doing 
what you are doing,” he urged. 
So far the secret units have 
caught many big fish. Th 
nephew of former president 
Suleyman Demirel was filling 
several bags full of money 
shortly before the bank he 
owned was bought by the state. 
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A new and more powerful 
investigation believed to be 
code-named White Energy has 
apparently discovered major 
corruption in several top 
government bodies, including 
the energy ministry. Some senior 
managers are alleged to have 
stolen millions of pounds. 


FRANCE: The scandal involving 
French weapons’ sales to Africa 
and Danielle Mitterrand, 54, the 
son of the late President 
Mitterrand is threatening to 
spread throughout the 
government. 


Only recently, Philippe de 
Villiers, a leading member of 
the anti-Maastricht Right, 
gave testimony as a 
prosecution witness against . 
Charles Pasqua (pictured), a 
former Interior Minister and 
leader of a breakaway 
Gaullist movement. Mr 
Pasqua is suspected to have 
received monies from Pierre 
Falcone, an arms’ dealer. 


Mr Pasqua, 73, rubbished the 
claims that he had benefited 
from “illicit financing.” 


There are many aspects to 
the case which has enthralled 
the French public: Mr 
Mitterrand, who has had 
several business dealings in 
Africa acknowledges 
receiving money from Mr 
Falcone. But he denies any 
connection with another 
scandal involving Russian MiG 
jets and tanks that he is 
alleged to have sold to 
Angola, Mr Mitterrand 
explained in an interview with 
le Nouvel Observateur, that 
he had made an error in 
taking the money and not 
declaring it to income tax. 


JAPAN: Fukushiro Nukaga, 
Japan's chief economic 
planner is to step down after it 
emerged he is implicated in a 
cash-for-influence scandal. Mr 
Nukaga has admitted his 
secretary received 15m yen 
(£85,000) from KSD, an insurer 
for small businesses. 
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Remarkable MI5 
Report Saddens 
Former Inmates 
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ROYAL NAVY TRAITOR 
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“We would have killed him as a traitor after 
holding a court martial,” said one of only 54 
surviving members of the Colditz Castle 
Association. 


Colonel Peter Storie-Pugh, 81, is referring to 
an MI5 file released on 11 November 2000, 
which details the covert actions of a Briton 
who chose to spy on his mates at Colditz 
Castle POW camp. 


As British PoWs dug tunnels, stored cloth and 
food, recreated passports and concocted 
some quite bizarre escape plans, including 
the construction of a glider, one man was 
tipping off his German paymasters. 


Walter Purdy, a naval lieutenant, joined the 
Royal Navy as an engineer after serving in 
the merchant navy for several years. 
Unbeknown to many of his military col- 
leagues, he had been a member of 
Oswald Mosley’s British Union of Fascists. 
When his cruiser was sunk by the Germans 
off the coast of Norway in 1941, he was 
captured and taken to a POW camp 
specifically for naval officers and men. After 
a few months, he decided to hatch a plan 
that would ultimately give him some 
freedom. He tried to contact William Joyce, 
or Lord Haw-Haw as he was better known. 
German intelligence believed he was 
sympathetic to the Nazi cause and moved 
him to an open camp near Berlin, where 
they tried to press him into fighting with the 
newly formed British Freikorps against the 
Russians. This was never likely, but in Berlin, 
he met a woman who subsequently 
fathered his child. 


German intelligence officers realising they 
had Purdy under their influence, now had a 
lever. They asked him to become a ‘plant’ 
in Colditz Castle following a series of 
breakouts which had infuriated the German 
High Command in Berlin. The MI5 report, 
almost certainly written by Captain Skardon, 
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responsible in part for capturing Klass Fuchs, 
the atom spy, Guy Burgess and Donald 
Maclean, said: “There is a very strong 
indication that Purdy gave the Germans 
information about the activities of John 
Brown's MI9.” MI9 was in fact a covert PoW 
agency operating in the castle known also 
as Oflag 4C. 


The report continues: “He obtained this 
information during his time in Oflag 4C, 
which is corroborated by letters written to his 
mother on 16 and 20 March 1944. In his 
statement, Purdy mentions that immediately 
after his arrival in Colditz, he was interviewed 
by Lt. Colonel C. Merrit, VC.” 


Merrit was a Canadian hero of the Allied 
raid on Dieppe who has only recently died. 


When the MI9 became suspicious, they 
interviewed Purdy again: “He admitted to 
Merritt after initial denials that he had left 
the naval officers’ camp to go to a German 
propaganda camp from which place he 
agreed to broadcast on behalf of the 
Germans and had been engaged on that 
work for eight months. 


“He claimed that while free in Berlin at one 
stage, he had broadcast for the allies and 
had carried out sabotage for them by 
throwing lighter fuel into Luftwaffe head- 
quarters, 


“Purdy, when asked if he would tell the 
Germans about anything which he might 
see in Oflag 4C, replied that if the Germans 
would send him back to Berlin to the 
woman with whom he was living in return for 
telling them about anything, he might.”

treachery inside Colditz Castle, let alone 
many of the PoW’s. In 1945, the judge ruled 
that he must hang for making ‘Lord Haw- 
Haw’ broadcasts. Then, just two days before 
he was executed, the court changed its 
mind and sentenced him to nine years in 
prison. Purdy married after his release but 
never revealed his dark secret to anyone. 


Former inmates of the famous castle learned 
of the secret MIS and vented their anger. 
“We would have killed him,” said Colonel 
Storie-Pugh, who now lives in France. The 
former inmate who escaped no fewer than 
17 times continued: “Polish prisoners killed a 
traitor for being an informer.”

MI9 and Merritt had been approached by 
Captain Julius Green, a dentist who 
travelled from camp to camp. Green was 
uneasy about the friendliness of the 
Germans towards Purdy. As soon as he was 
rumbled, the Germans withdrew Purdy 
before MI9 could take action. 


After the war, Purdy managed to get back 
to his home in Putney, southwest London. 
However, MI5 were soon knocking on his 
door. The trial of the British traitor was partly 
‘held in camera’, thus few people outside 
of MIS and military circles knew of the 
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Former Army Captain Kenneth Lockwood, 
secretary of the 54-strong Colditz Associa- 
tion, who was imprisoned for four years said: 
“Even the German officer in charge of 
security at Colditz told us after the war that 
he did not approve of Purdy. After his 
release, he had the nerve to change his 
name to that of a naval colleague.” 


Privately, Purdy did show remorse. He told an 
MIS agent in 1945: “I realise | have acted 
like a traitor and a rat.” 


He died of cancer in 1982. 
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e is the man Israel call a saviour, 

thanked today for saving upto 

100,000 Jews in Budapest during 

WWII. Raoul Wallenberg, a Swedish 

diplomat disappeared near the 
Hungarian town of Debrecen in January 
1945 and was never seen again. There 
were persistent rumours that soldiers of the 
Red Army had arrested him and his driver 
but little firm evidence. In October 2000, 
Russian television journalists sooke to an 
elderly man in the western Ukrainian city of 
Lviv who said he was the one that had 
arrested Wallenberg. 


Now the Russians have acknowledged that 
he was executed in the Lulbyanka, the 
NKVD‘s headquarters in 1947. The NKVD is 
the forerunner to the KGB, and was used by 
Stalin to murder thousands of political 
prisoners or ‘enemies of the state’. 


Wallenberg will always retain a special 
affection from Jews all over the world for his 
extraordinary bravery. The Swedish diplomat 
was posted to Budapest under diplomatic 
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cover at the age of 32 in June 1944. At the 
same time, tens of thousands of Jews were 
being taken from the city to the death camp 
at Auschwitz. Military historians believe he 
saved anything from 20,000 to 100,000 of 
the 230,000 Jews who had remained in 
Budapest, by providing Swedish passports. 


The early Soviet version of events was that 
after being arrested by Red Army intelli- 
gence agents as an American spy, 
Wallenberg was taken to Moscow. “He died 
of a heart attack in 1947 at the KGB 
headquarters.” Moscow has often referred 
to a 1957 medical note that says the same. 
However, rumours were rife that he was still 
alive (even today). Thus, in 1997, Russia and 
Sweden decided to establish a commission 
to deal with the affair. In that year, Sergei 
Stepashin, Mr Putin’s predecessor as prime 
minister and the then justice minister, said 
that Wallenberg “had probably been 
murdered by the NKVD.” 


Mr Yakovlev was an aide to former leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in the late 1980s who 


promoted the policy of glasnost (openness). 
He also wanted media freedom and 
provided information that opened up 
secrets of the Stalin period. On learning of 
the Wallenberg admission, he said that he 
was arrested on political grounds and then 
executed. Moscow had previously denied 
this was true, but Yakovlev collected much 
evidence that was forwarded to the military 
prosecutor's office. Furthermore, Russian 
intelligence has turned over many of 
Wallenberg’s personal effects to the Swedish 
Embassy in Moscow. 


Now a presidential decree has declared 
that, “Wallenberg was a victim of Stalin’s 
repression.” “We should finally put an end to 
this story, which has taken on a serious 
international character and poisoned the 
atmosphere for a long time,” Yakovlev told 
Interfax reporters. 


A two-page statement released by the 
Prosecutor's Office said that Wallenberg 
and his driver, Langfelder, will be posthu- 
mously rehabilitated, which in Russian

jargon means they will be cleared of any 
criminal guilt. The decree went on to say: 
“The men had been unjustifiably arrested by 
non-judicial bodies and deprived of their 
freedom for political reasons, as socially 
dangerous individuals, without being 
charged with concrete offences.” 


Mr Yakovlev is head of a presidential 
commission investigating ‘Stalin's Great 
Terror’ and rehabilitating its victims. Further- 
more, on 27 November he said that 
Vladimir Kryuchkov, the former KGB director 
who led the abortive communist putsch 
against Mr Gorbachev in 1991, which 
ultimately caused the collapse of the USSR, 
had already known that Wallenberg was 
“shot in the Lubyanka” and had said so. 


Wallenberg’s half-sister, Nina Lagergren, has 
spent the last 55 years trying to pressure the 
Russians for proof of his execution. Though 
pleased that Moscow has acknowledged 
“a great error”, she is not entirely happy: 
“They cannot believe that we would be 
satisfied with this. They must come up with 
concrete evidence.” W

Raoul Wallenberg’s life and times 
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Imost eighty years ago a young 
Jack Northrop folded a sheet of 
paper into the shape of a bird's 
wing and threw it gently in the air. 
He marvelled at the way it floated 
through the air with such apparent ease. The 
adventures of the flying wing had begun, 
though Northrop was not the only designer 
who tried to make his dream come true. The 


Horten brothers, Walter and Reimar of Ger- 


many began making wooden models of all- 
wing aircraft at the same time, though they 
were perhaps ahead of Northrop and certainly 
were more adventurous in their designs. 


During the latter part of the war, a number of 


the Horten wings were powered. Indeed, there 
is a persistent rumour that one was being 
prepared to fly to New York and destroy the 
city with an atomic bomb. 


In America, however, the race was on to 


: produce a flying-wing aircraft that could be 


mass-produced and used by the emerging 
USAF as a strategic weapon. Several Northrop 
prototypes were lost, and there is more than ~ 
enough evidence to suggest at least one 
aircraft was deliberately sabotaged by a rival 
company. : 


By the end of the 1940s Jack Northrop had just 
about given up on his dream, though the 
concept would not disappear altogether. It 
was becoming increasingly difficult to justify 
the project when other jet aircraft were quicker, 
easier to produce and perhaps, more 
importantly, safer to fly, Northrop was finished in 
terms of his dream, though his designs were 
legendary. That is not quite the end of the 
Northrop legend. In the 1980s, Jack Northrop, 
now an old man, received a letter from the 


“head of the USAF and CIA. He was summoned 


to a secret meeting where he received 
something of a shock. ‘ack, we've got 


: Something to show you,” said an official.

Northrop’s eyes glistened with a tear as a plan 
was rolled out on the table. It was easily 
recognisable... a flying wing. “The project is 
alive again Jack,” said the officer. “Its official 
title is the B-2.” 


On 22 November 1988, a plethora of dignitar- 
ies gathered on a bright sunny day at 
Palmdale, California. Northrop’s chairman and 
chief executive Thomas V. Jonés welcomed 
the world’s media, and then there were gasps 
from the invited audience. A large hangar 
door was opened and out rolled the Northrop 
B-2 Advanced Technology Bomber, now 
referred to as the stealth bomber. Jack 
Northrop’s dream had been realised. 


The B-2 has seen service in a number of 
theatres, and though it is not quite the ‘invisible’ 
aircraft that it is meant to be, it still is one of the 
greatest sights in aviation. Now had Jack 
Northrop still been alive, he would be even 
more surprised by the announcement from 


Boeing who are still healing their wounds after 
Airbus. Their main rivals revealed plans for a 
super jumbo capable of carrying more than 
600 passengers. 


Boeing are working on a new flying wing 
aircraft that is twice the size of a 747 and will 
carry a staggering 800 people. Its project 
name is not yet known but specialists refer to it 
as the BWB (blended wing-body aircraft) for its 
wing and body taper at the same angle. 
Specialists believe it will be faster and more 
economical than other aircraft. As one would 
expect, it has some unique features. There are 
virtually no windows; passengers seated on two 
decks will look at a video screen on the back 
of the chair in front of them. The aircraft does 
not have a fin or fuselage, instead it will use 
fins on the wing-tips for rudder control. It will be 
powered by three enormous jet engines 
housed on the back of the wing. 


Analysts have learned that a secret project has 
been in place at Stanford University for four 
years. A 17ft prototype has already flown, and 
now another flying wing some 150ft in length is 
being built at a secret hangar at the compa- 
ny’s Long Beach plant. Boeing are confident 
the project will deflate European enthusiasm 
about their double-decker Airbus A-380 
project. Airbus meanwhile say the flying wing `, 
will fail and believe the aircraft is unstable and 
point to safety concerns. One specialist said: 
“How can such a large cabin be pressurised?”

n the aftermath of the attack on the 

warship USS Cole, Kuwait police arrested 

11 Arabs on suspicion of being behind 

terrorist attacks in the Gulf area. As Kuwaiti 

security forces swooped on several 
addresses, they found powerful explosives 
weighing 293 pounds and five hand 
grenades. The men are believed to have 
links with Saudi-born Osama bin Laden, the 
CIAs most wanted terrorist. And in the 
Yemen and elsewhere, the CIA have made 
significant inroads into bin-Laden’s organisa- 
tion. 


Washington congratulated MI6é and MI5 


_ following the intelligence operation which 


has been on-going for some time. Opera- 
tives working for the SIS are believed to have 
infiltrated the unit which was planning a 
high-profile bombing campaign against US 
and British targets in the area. MIé sources 
said one target was almost certainly the 
American base at Camp Doha, north of 
Kuwait City. One suspected terrorist es- 
caped. 


Kuwaiti police found the explosives buried in 
the desert, though they fear other arms’ 
dumps remain hidden. Opponents of British 
and American forces in the Gulf are 
demanding they leave the Middle East, and 
remove the no-fly zone imposed over 
southern Iraq, following the Gulf War. 


The attack would have come in two phases 
according to an informed source on the Al- 
Watan newspaper in Kuwait. The first target 
was Camp Doha, which houses several 
hundred American staff and has a large 
array of heavy weapons stored there. The 
second phase would have resulted in the 
deaths of many British and American. 
Officers. Al-Watan claimed the unit was 
funded by bin Laden. 


In November, Pakistan and Afghanistan's 


Taliban authorities issued statements 
warning Washington not to retaliate against 
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Osama bin-Laden and his followers. 17 US 
sailors were killed when followers of bin- 
Laden made a suicide attack as the 
warship USS Cole refuelled in Aden, Yemen. 
Since the atrocity, Britain’s SIS (MI6) have 
worked closely with American intelligence 
organisations, including the National 
Security Agency (NSA) to arrest bin Laden 
and members of his militant Al-Qaida 
organisation. That cooperation was high- 
lighted in December, following a covert 
operation by MIS and MIé to gather 
intelligence on an alleged London-based 
group that the FBI claim is connected to Al- 
Qaida. Police arrested a Saudi dissident, 
Khalid al Fawwaz, 36, who has been living in 
Britain since 1994. According to sources, 
Fawwaz was accused with others of 
targeting US officials and soldiers in the 
Middle East, Africa and those working within 
United Nations’ peacekeeping forces. 


Mr Fawwaz was held in Brixton prison, south 
London, while a judge heard an American 
extradition order. Fawwaz denied involve- 
ment in terrorism and FBI claims that the 
London group - Advice and Reformation 
Committee (of which he is connected), is 
the “British arm of bin Laden’s Al-Qaida.” 


His lawyers argue that English courts had no 
power to extradite him to Washington 
because of a “lack of evidence,” and 
because he could only be extradited for a 
“crime committed on US territory,” where he 
has never set foot. 


Lord Judge Buxton, sitting in London with Mr 
Justice Elias, ruled that evidence of Al 
Fawwaz's role in establishing and subse- 
quently operating a secure telephone line 
and satellite phone system in the US, had 
“provided a prima facie case of con- 
spiracy” on US territory even though they 
might be “susceptible of an innocent 
explanation.” Mr Fawwaz immediately

Hijazi lived in California for several years and 
is of Palestinian origin. A US counterintelli- 
gence agent told the New York Post: “He’s a 
key part of the infrastructure of Al-Qaida, a 
conduit who helped put people and plots 
together. The American passport gave him a 
lot of freedom of movement that others in 
bin Laden's organisation do not have.” 


The CIA have been told that Hijazi is just 21- 
years-old, but analysts believe he is at least 
30. He lived in Massachusetts until Decem- 
ber 1999, 


Intelligence analysts are unsure if Washington 
will seek Hijazi’s extradition from Jordan. Syria 
handed him over to her neighbour and sent 
a message to Washington that it wants to be 
removed from the US State Department's list 
of countries ‘supporting terrorism’. 


Working with journalists and informers in 
Yemen, ABC News in America also believe 
they have identified the brainchild behind 
the attacks on US embassies in Nairobi and 
Dares-Salaam in 1998, which left over 200 
people dead and hundreds injured. ABC 
claim that explosives’ expert Abdul al-Nassir,

a Yemeni-born Saudi, left Aden shortly before 
the explosion on the Cole. His description bears 
an uncanny resemblance to a suspect in the 
bombing of the American embassy in Kenya. 


In Yemen meanwhile, Prime Minister Abdul- 
Karim al-Iryani said the six men who were 
arrested almost immediately after the 
suicide operation against the vessel are to 
face charges of complicity in the Cole 
bombing. According to the Yemeni authori- 
ties, “one of them is talking his head off.” Two 
are accused of direct involvement while the 
others are said to be junior civil servants who 
allegedly helped the perpetrators to obtain 
forged identify cards. And it is in Yemen that 
al-Nassir was again accused. 


Jama al-Badawi is one of the six suspects 
arrested. He told interrogators that al-Nassir 
trained at the ‘Jihad Camp 1” in Afghanistan 
controlled by bin Laden, and fought with 
other Islamic volunteers in Serbia and Bosnia 
in the early 1990's. Another suspect held in 
the Yemen is Fhad al-Quoso, who, it is 
believed, admitted receiving £3,500 from a 
colleague of bin Laden to help finance “an 
attack on an American warship.” The CIA has 
learned that in January 2000, a small boat 
packed with high explosives sailed towards 
the USS Sullivans also in the port of Aden. 
However, as the boat sailed within a few 
hundred feet of the warship, it sank because 
of the weight of the bombs. 


Yemeni intelligence assisted by the FBI and 
MI6é has discovered telephone records 
dating back to 1998 that show contact 
between suspects in the Aden attack and 
numbers used by bin Laden followers in East 
Africa. These numbers have been closely 
monitored by the NSA eavesdropping station 
at Menwith Hill, North Yorkshire which has 
been closely tracking all bin Laden units. 
While Washington insists it has “compelling 
evidence” to link bin Laden to recent attacks, 
lawyers for the White House have advised 
that thus far it is still on “circumstantial,” 
warning that there are several anti-West 
organisations capable of attacking such 
targets as the Cole. 


In Kuwait, armed soldiers now guard build- 
ings and other sites in Bneid al-Gar, a suburb 
of Kuwait City where many Westerners live. 


The Pakistan Government meanwhile has 
told Washington that it will protest to the 
United Nations if America uses its airsoace to 
attack bin Laden's bases in Afghanistan as 
happened nearly three years ago. The 
Taliban meanwhile says it will not extradite 
bin Laden, though CIA analysts report that 
many of its leaders are growing tired of his 
continuing stay in the country. (See also

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PRIME SUSPECT R 


he name Geoffrey Arthur Prime will 
not mean much to today’s 
spycatchers, but 20 years ago his 
betrayal of British and American 
secrets to the Soviet Union caused a 
major rift between London and Washington. 
One analyst said “exceptionally grave 
damage had been done to the West.” 


In 1982, Prime was sentenced to 35 years 
at the Old Bailey for seven breaches of the 
Official Secrets Act. The GCH@ analyst, 
linguist and data preparer was only caught 
because he committed a number of sex 
attacks on young girls and when his wife 
found encoding equipment in his bedroom. 
The judge told him he would not be 
released until at least 2007, but he was 
freed on 13 March this year after Home 
Secretary Jack Straw reviewed his case. 


Geoffrey Prime was the son of a manual 
worker and grew up in a small village in the 
mid-England county of Staffordshire. At 
school his teachers noted he had a real 
talent for learning foreign languages. This 
developed when he joined the RAF. He 
decided to study Russian and soon after 
found himself posted to Kenya where he 
learned Swahili during long spells listening to 
communications sent by Soviet-backed 
rebels. It was also in Kenya that he became 
interested in Communism. Scenes of 
poverty and the “racist attitudes” of some 
senior British officers had shocked him. 


He was sent to Berlin in 1968, but whilst there 
his mother and father died. With a loss of 
faith he turned to the KGB who offered 
support and sympathy. “I suppose | just 
wanted something | could believe in,” he 
told MIS agents after his arrest. 


When Soviet tanks and troops poured into 
Czechoslovakia to quell the anti-communist 
uprising, he organised a meeting with a 
KGB officer in a Berlin restaurant. He told his 
new friend that he would be leaving the RAF 
in a matter of months, but the agent 
persuaded him to get a job at GCHQ. He 
was given a crash course in encryption, 
shown how to use other equipment and 
take good photographs. He returned to the 
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UK with a small soycamera, £400 and 
Soviet codebooks. 


His knowledge of foreign languages, military 
background and encryption skills were 
enough to convince GCH@ that he was 
worth employing. For the next six years Prime 
passed on much intelligence to his KGB 
handler. Amazingly his reward was not great 
in terms of finance. He used over a dozen 
dead letter boxes in North London and 
Surrey. 


GCH@ promoted the KGB agent in 1975 
and it was then that the Soviets obtained 
their ‘gem’. Prime had become privy (at 
least partially) to PROJECT ARGUS, Britain 
and America’s most secret project. Prime 
discovered that GCH@ and the National 
security Agency (NSA) had developed a 
system whereby their satellites had the 
potential to eavesdrop on microwave links 
connected to Moscow's telephone ex- 
change. 


Prime left GCHQ in 1977 and became a 
minicab driver, though he still met his 
Russian friends in Austria. However, when 
police arrested Prime for being a member 
of the sick Paedophile Information Ex- 
change, it led to further questions and his 
lengthy collusion with the KGB was exposed. 


When MI5 arrested Prime in April 1982, the 
heads of MIS and MIé held meetings with 
their counterparts in the CIA and NSA. They 
had of course to brief the Americans fully. 
Besides Project Argus data, Prime had 
supplied intricate details of the workforce at 
GCHQ. Between 6,000-10,000, though the 
KGB clearly thought this was excessive. It 
was quite accurate however, for amongst 
that total were hundreds of US, Australian 
and Canadian staff or ‘extras’. 


On 10 November 1982, Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher gave details of the arrest 
to ministers in Parliament. Wnen the media 
in Washington were alerted there were 
comparisons made to the affairs surround- 
ing Maclean and Philby. The CIA de- 
manded greater participation in the role of 
GCHQ. MI6 did not want this to happen and 


were somewhat relieved when they found 
information concerning the exploits of two 
young American intelligence agents from 
the so-called super-secret NSA who had 
defected to Russia. MI6é discovered that 
they had taken cryptographic information 
with them that was in all likelihood more 
valuable to the Soviets than that they had 
acquired from Prime. Armed with this 
information MI6é and the CIA put on a united 
front. Some journalists were not convinced 
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ing... fhe most damaging of the postwar 
era. Allegations of the kind of information 
Prime passed... | can’t believe a language 
translator had access to.” Relieved and 
supportive, the Secret Intelligence Service 
agreed. To emphasise that UK and USA 
relations had not disintegrated, US Secretary 
of Defence, Casper Weinberger, reiterated 
that the damage was “serious, though not 
drastic.” 


After the Prime case, MI5, the domestic or 
‘internal’ Security Service was reorganised 
considerably. Its procedures were strength- 
ened on recruitment and there would be 
more thorough background checks on 
personnel. Social, political and educational 
analysis would also be intensified.

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peaking in Berlin, a former senior 
Officer of the CIA (European Division), 
said the KGB using a prepared 
‘deflection’ plan, and a crack Stasi 
(East German security/intelligence 
police) unit, blew up a pharmaceutical 
plant in Switzerland to divert Western media 
attention away from the Chernobyl disaster. 


On 1 November 1986, some six months 
after the nuclear power station disaster, the 
KGB sanctioned an operation, which, 
according to their analysts, would expose 
“serious problems” in the West's own 
chemical industry. An experienced Stasi 
team drove to the Sandoz pharmaceutical 
plant near Basle in Switzerland. Here they set 
intricate explosives to start a fire that no ` 
forensic team would ever discover was 
deliberate. What followed was one of the 
worst pollution disasters of modern times, 
and for a while did shift media eyes away 
from Russia. 


The resulting fire swept through the plant's 
giant storage containers and was only 
extinguished by using 13,000 cubic metres 
of water. Even worse was to follow as tonnes 
of dangerous chemicals and deadly 
mercury swept into the mighty Rhine River 
killing millions of fish and other river crea- 
tures, A few days later, environmentalists 
found an estimated 150,000 dead eels 
floating on the water. In Europe, the Rhine 
became known as the ‘River of Death’, 


As West German investigators assisted their 
Swiss Counterparts, East Germany's secret 
police were congratulating themselves on a 
mission well done. The Stasi had pulled 
media attention away from Chernobyl. 


The river took almost ten years to recover 
and the authorities failed to locate the 
precise cause of the fire. 


Now after almost fifteen years, one of 
Europe's former leading CIA operatives, 
Vincent Cannistraro, 59, head of counter- 
terrorist operations, says the truth should be 
known. “The Stasi worked on commission for 


the KGB. They used the ‘catastrophe contin- 
gency plan’ prepared by a Zurich insurance 
company which had conducted an inspec- 
tion of the Sandoz works,” he said. “In the plan 
it was described in detail what would happen 
if a fire broke out in certain halls.” 


Cannistraro told German researchers for the 
television documentary programme History, 
that his information was supplied by a KGB 
Officer in Moscow. The operation was also 
confirmed by a research expert on the 
Stasi. Thomas Auerbach who has built up an 
impressive archive on the Stasi said a 
special unit known as AGMS (Working Group 
for Ministerial Special Problems) was “put on 
the job.” 


Interestingly, further research has revealed 
that ALL of Germany’s leading chemical 
companies had “embarrassing accidents” 
during this period, which helped the growth 
of the emerging Green Party. German. 
intelligence is now reopening many case 
files that were described as ‘accidental’ to 
see if there are more signs of KGB or Stasi 
operations. 


@ The last functioning reactor at the Chernobyl 
nuclear power station was shut down after an 
escape of steam. The site was officially closed 
down in December 2000. Britain meanwhile is to 
spend more than £50 million building two nuclear 
reactors in the Ukraine to replace the last Chernobyl 
reactor. However, the decision was blasted by Tony 
Juniper, campaigns’ director of Friends of the Earth, 
who said: “The Ukraine needs more Soviet designed 
nuclear reactors like it needs a hole in the head.

release of several Stasi (East 

Germany's security and intelli- 
gence police) files that contain the transcripts 
of his tapped telephone calls to counterparts 
in the former East Germany and colleagues in 
the West. In December 2000 he applied to the 
German courts for an injunction to stop the 
media obtaining the data. 


The Stasi had a vast network of spies during the 
cold war, and recorded thousands of conver- 
sations between West German ministers and 
their allies. When the Berlin Wall collapsed in 
1989, the Stasi’s secret espionage files fell 
under the jurisdiction of the Gauck authority. 
Some of these files are relative to the current 
Khol investigation concerning his acceptance 
of thousands of pounds for his Christian 
Democrat Party in the 1990's. Kohl admitted 
that he hid their origin by filtering the money 
through a variety of secret bank accounts. 
Kohl has always insisted that the money was 
used to help the CDU party establish a 
“foothold in East Germany” after re-unification. 


The scandal often referred to as ‘kohigate’ by 
watching intelligence agencies is very 
complex. Some analysts fear that many 
leading politicians and military heads could 
be implicated if the truth is finally revealed, The 
Stasi was a ruthlessly efficient intelligence 
gathering body and it is clear the secret tapes 
may be worth a fortune to some members of 
the criminal fraternity. 


Investigators have also established that millions 
of pounds were given to the CDU during Herr 
Kohl's 16-year reign. Under a German law, 
which he introduced, he should have dis- 
closed origin of the monies.

The CDU’s enemies sense victory if the files are

The petition to block the 
release of the tapes filed on 9 December may be his response to the 
new deadline. 


His lawyers are both tough and astute. One spokesperson said: “He has 
already seen the files two or three times and intended to go back and 
view them again.” Another has repeatedly argued that the Stasi files 
could [do] contain distortions and inaccuracies. “This information had 
come into existence through a gross violation of civil liberties,” said 
Stephan Holthoff-Pfortner, Herr Kohl's senior lawyer. 


But while the defence team went on the offensive, news of a different 
sort filtered through to the investigating team. 


One man who could hold the key to the corruption scandal is Mr Alfred 
Sirven, 73, a shadowy businessman whose testimony could rock the 
very foundation of the European Union. And it is interesting to note that 
MIé and the CIA are watching the situation very carefully. They may 
have tipped-off Philiopine and French investigators who found Sirven 
drinking wine alone in a villa some 60 miles south of Manila. He told the 
10 Interpol agents, “| thought you would find me... | have been thinking 
of giving myself up.” French Intelligence have been involved in a three 
year search for the former resistance fighter and ex-head of general 
affairs at the giant Elf-Aquitaine oil company between 1989 and 1993. 
Sirven was arrested on 2 February. 


In December, a French investigating magistrate launched an inquiry 
into claims that the French government or their respective domestic 
intelligence service, helped organise the escape of Mr Sirven who is 
seen as a major player in the investigation regarding Kohl and the late 
Francois Mitterrand. Mr Sirven could confirm the allegation that the 
French Socialists ordered the payment of £23m in ‘kickbacks’ to the 
CDU. He allegedly organised and controlled the secret funds that

apparently bank-rolled much of the French 
political class as well as financing Herr Kohl's 
CDU at the request of the late French Prime 
Minister Mitterrand. Some 
intelligence analysts 
believed Sirven was 
hidden on the orders of 
some Officials in French 
government to stop him 
testifying. The French news 
magazine, LExpress, said: 
“Mr Sirven left France in 
1998 on a passport sent to 
him by none other than 
the French Interior Ministry.” 
Further investigation revealed that it was not 
Alfred M. Sirven’s name that appeared on 
the passport, but the name of a deceased 
furrier, Robert Lapierre. Intelligence sources 
told Eye Spy! that this implies French 
Intelligence was instructed to get Mr Sirven 
out of the country and give him a new 
identity.

The French Government responded by 
saying it was Mr Sirven who replaced the 
photograph on Lapierre’s passport, but few 
journalists in Europe believe this to be the 
case. Like Germany's most wanted man - 
Holger Pfahls - who is almost certainly being 
protected by government agencies and 
friends, Mr Sirven knows something signifi- 
cant to both Mr Kohl and the European 
Parliament itself.

ent and powerful judiciary may widen the 
investigation. She was ordered to look into 
the alleged passport deceit and immedi- 
ately issued a warrant for the arrest of Mr 
Lapierre’s son. 


Holger Pfahls escaped to East Asia, and he 
was soon followed by Mr Sirven. Like Pfahls 
he appears to have been assisted from 
inside, after inexplicably surviving several 
attempts by French police to arrest him. On 
8 October he left his safehouse in the 
Philippine Capital at 3.00am. At 6.00am 
police arrived to arrest him. LExpress said: 
“For the police, the conclusion is obvious: 
someone tipped him off.” French police 
also agree, for the operation to arrest Mr 
Sirven was known only to a few officers and 
government officials. In Paris, senior police 
officers and leading journalists now ac- 
knowledge that a “mole” provided informa- 
tion to help Mr Sirven stay on the run. That 
he is now back in Europe spells disaster for 
many leading politicians, economists and 
businessmen.

‘I NEED THE SERVICES OF OSCAR’ 


Alfred Sirven has featured in a recently 
published biography, The Man Who Knows 
Too Much’. The book reveals that he is 
suspected of feeding bank accounts of 
business leaders, politicians and even state 
Officials with an astonishing slush fund of 
£300m from the Elf-Aquitaine company. 
Christine Deviers-Joncour is alleged to have 
been paid £45m for influencing Roland 
Dumas, the former Foreign Minister. He 
quoted the businessman as boasting: “I 
know enough to blow up the Republic 20 
times Over.” 


In the employment of Elf-Aquitaine, Sirven 
built a fabulous network of contacts that he 
kept secret from senior management. 
Alongside his regular work, he ran a ghost 
company pursuing his own business 
interests. When he needed deals to go 
through, he used Elf’s own money to 
“shower commissions” on associates 
through bank accounts in Switzerland, 
America and Africa. Intelligence sources say 
he picked up the phone in Elf’s headquarters 
at La Defense, just outside Paris and issued a 
codeword: “| need the services of Oscar,” 


This triggered a network of underground 
operatives who used couriers to bring a 
total of £24m in cash from Switzerland to 
Paris between 1990 and 1996. According to 
journalists working on the French newspaper, 
Le Monde, “This man created the biggest 


money diverting scheme in the history of 
French industry.” 


Gilles Gaetner and Jean-Marie Pontaut who 
wrote his biography said: “The financial 
power of Elf and the independence that 
Sirven acquired there made him a sort of 
Mephistopheles of modern times.” 


Government officials are now sifting through 
thousands of documents to find out just 
who exactly benefited from Mr Sirven’s 
corrupt nature. But already intelligence 
sources are mentioning names. Charles 
Pasqua, a former Interior Minister and leader 
of the dissident Gaullist party; several African 
leaders who helped promote Elf; and more 
interestingly, people linked with the late 
Francois Mitterrand who appointed Sirven in 
the first place. 


But this is low grade stuff compared to what 
is buried in Sirven’s mind. Analysts are busy 
delving into millions of papers to determine 
what really happened when Elf purchased 
the Leuna oil refinery and petrol station 
network. Similarly there are rumours that 
something is wrong with the staggering £1.7 
billion sale of French warships to Taiwan in 
1991, According to sources, Sirven forged a 
secret deal with executives whereby he 
received a substantial commission for 
obtaining the consent of Mr Mitterrand for 
allowing the sale to go through. 


In addition, Sirven is believed to have 
diverted £300m of Elf’s funds when he 
served as right-hand man to Loik le Floch, 
President of Elf during 1989-93. 


En-route from the Philippines to Paris, Sirven’s 
plane stopped in Germany, where he was 
arrested in connection with the Kohl 
scandal. France protested, but German- 
Franco intelligence relations are somewhat 
strained at the moment. When questioned 
over the Elf affair, Sirven protested his 
innocence: 


“| have no money in the Philippines. All 
these stories about me are simply rubbish, 
fabrication of French newsmen. | have not 
committed any offence.” 


The Elf company is once again in private 
hands as part of the TotalFinaElf Group. They 
were “delighted” at the news of Mr Sirven’s 
arrest. Indeed, they have hired a leading 
investigative company to try and locate the 
hundreds of millions of pounds that was 
“siphoned off by Sirven.”

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BRUSSELS: A German general, Lieutenant-General 
Rainer Schuwirth, has been appointed to head the 
European Union's new military staff which will run the 
proposed joint European Rapid Reaction Force 
(RRF). However, it is his father, Horst, who died in 
1983, who has made recent headlines. When 
journalists realised who Schuwirth was, they asked 
Berlin to release details of the tough soldier who 
fought on the Eastern Front and participated in the 
biggest tank battle of all time at Kursk. The German 
authorities have refused to release Schuwirth’s war 
record, but historians have managed to secure 
some interesting details. 


His career spanned more than three decades, 
beginning in.the Wehrmacht in WWII. His regiment, 
the 73rd Panzar Grenadiers, suffered a major defeat 
at the hands of the Red Army in the summer of 
1943, Better known as the ‘Battle of Kursk’, it turned 
out to be the beginning of the end of Germany's 
march on Moscow. When asked if he was a Nazi 
Party member or in the SS, John Erickson, emeritus 
professor of military history at Edinburgh University 
said: “They were not the SS or anything like that, but 
they had to fight a very unpleasant battle. They 
were nearly torn up by the Russians.”

Rainer who is assembling his staff with gusto refused 
to talk about his father, but his brother Werner did: 
“Of course my father was never a member of the 
Nazi Party. He was a professional soldier called on to 
fulfil his duties for his country.” 


Schuwirth was born in 1919 and promoted to 
captain in May 1943. In 1944 he was injured and 
didn’t return to the front. In February 1945 he taught 
in the Grossglienicke military academy in Potsdam 
near Berlin. The centre was one of several estab- 
lished by Hitler in the 1930's to teach tactics. 


He worked as a salesman after the war before 
joining the Bundeswehr in 1955. After that he joined 
a defence think tank in Brussels and advised the 
German Army on defence matters. 


Details of the head of the European army came 
amidst growing anger in Britain and America, The 
new Army is “simply a protection force,” said British 
Prime Minister, Tony Blair. Former premier Margaret 
Thatcher said of the force, that will contain 12,500 
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troops, over 70 aircraft and 20 military vessels from 
the UK, it is a “betrayal of NATO and America.” Many 
people in Britain are opposed to the army which is 
being seen as a further move towards a ‘superstate’, 
Conservative leader William Hague has already said a 
future Conservative Government would pull Britain out 
of the army.

Force Research Unit Whistleblower Fe 
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he soldier accused of revealing 

details of the British Army's Force 

Research Unit, now fears for his life 

after Special Branch announced his 

identity to a government inquiry into 
Bloody Sunday. That inquiry, headed by Lord 
Saville into the killing of 14 unarmed 
Catholics in Northern Ireland in 1972, by 
soldiers from the parachute regiment, also 
heard information that contradicted earlier 
statements. 


Now the man known under the pseudonym 
of ‘Martin Ingram’ or Soldier X, believes 
such exposure will ultimately cost him his 
life. “This puts my life on the line,” he said. “I 
worked undercover for Military Intelligence 
handling informants with the IRA. If my 
identity comes out, there will be a tempta- 
tion for the IRA to kidnap me or a member 
of my family to find out who the informants 
were. This is an unacceptable risk.” 


Ingram is accused of being the man who 
provided information for a series of articles 
that appeared in The Sunday Times, 
revealing astonishing details of the shadowy 
Force Research Unit (FRU), of which he was 
a member. The FRU supposedly handled 
many Military Intelligence agents and 
informants in Northern Ireland. As a witness 
in the Bloody Sunday inquiry, Ingram said 
that he was in Londonderry in the 1990's 
and saw intelligence material dating back 
to 1972. He told the inquiry that documents 
showed the British Army had received 
intelligence which stated the IRA did not 
intend to open fire that day. This of course 
contradicts the account by the parachute 
regiment who say they came “under fire.” 


Since then, the Ministry of Defence and 
Special Branch have tried desperately to 
silence and prosecute Martin Ingram. A few 
months ago, The Sunday Times was served 
with an injunction and a soldier, believed by 
the MOD to be Ingram, was arrested and 
accused of breaching the Official Secrets 
Act (OSA). 


Even though so much pressure has been 
applied on Ingram, he has made a 
statement to another inquiry, that of alleged 
collusion between the FRU and loyalist 
terrorists in Ireland. That inquiry is headed by 
Sir John Stevens, the commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police, though its operational 
head is Deputy Assistant Commissioner 
Hugh Orde. He told journalists that Ingram 
was “an important potential witness.” 
Observers believe an internal conflict has 
arisen between participants of the inquiries, 
and officers of the Special Branch and 
MOD who want Ingram to remain quiet. 
That appears unlikely after Ingram’s informa- 
tion helped Orde to recover documents 
from army headquarters in Lisburn that 
analysts are now examining. 


Ingram said: “I am quite prepared to helo 
the Saville and Stevens inquiries provided 
the attempts to prosecute me end and | 
am guaranteed anonymity.”

In December, Commander Orde inter- 
viewed relatives of Francisco Notarantonio, 
who was killed on 9 October 1987 in west 
Belfast.

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Dirty Tricks 
Secrecy Case 
Dropped 


he MOD and Special Branch suffered a serious 

setback in early December when the case 

against Ingram and Liam Clarke, a journalist, 

was dropped. The Crown Prosecution Service 
vetoed attempts by the Government to prosecute the 
former FRU member because of “insufficient evidence 
that the Official Secrets Act was breached or damage 
caused to national security.” 


The decision caused uproar in Whitehall but delight in 
the offices of the Sunday Times, whose editor, John 
Witherow said: “The outcome of the police investigation 
vindicates The Sunday Times's decision to publish. No 
damage was done to the legitimate operation of the 
security forces, and matters of considerable public 
interest were aired. It is the proper function of 
newspapers to expose wrongdoing and hypocrisy, 
even when state agencies are involved.” 


Soldier ‘A as Ingram was often referred to, handled a 
variety of secret intelligence on matters affecting 
Northern Ireland. The court was told he also had 
oversight of some MI5 and MI6é source reports when he 
worked on Crucible, a military intelligence computer. 


Stevens’ team has already charged another ex-FRU 
member with intimidating a key witness in the police 
investigation - believed to be Soldier A. Philipo Campbell 
Smith, 41, of Little Billing, Northamptonshire, appeared 
before magistrates on 8 December 2000. 


A spokesman for the FRU (Force Research Unit) inquiry, 
said that the charge related to the sending of an e- 
mail about a former soldier to a national Sunday 
newspaper. 


A major report on the MOD debacle has been sent to 
Abid Hussain, the United Nations special rapporteur on 
freedom of expression and opinion, by British Irish 
Rights Watch. The report refers to the MOD: “They have 
used all the legal means at their disposal, including 
exparte applications, in camera hearings and orders 
enforcing secrecy about the terms of injunctions. 


“It also appears that they may have used illegal 
means, tapping phones in another country, and 
putting Soldier As life at risk by allowing his presence to 
be known by third parties.”

awyers acting on behalf of The 

Sunday Times are set to challenge the 

British Government's growing practice 

of obtaining injunctions against 
whistleblowers by using the law of confi- 
dence rather than the OSA. As readers wil 
be aware, Sir John Stevens’ Belfast office 
was gutted when a mysterious fire broke 
out in January 1990, destroying vita 
records. All we can say about the attack is 
that an allegation exists regarding the FRU 
- who “flew a Covert Means of Entry Unit 
from its headquarters at Ashford, Kent to 
Belfast.” An injunction exists that stops fur- 
ther publication of related material. 


Amazingly, until it was challenged, the 
MOD injunction against The Sunday Times 
even prevented the newspaper mention- 
ing that an injunction exists! And whilst the 
MOD has apparently relaxed some of its 
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conditions, several key parts of the injunc- 
tion still remain. 


What disturos many observers who pre- 
scribe to the Freedom of Information Act, 
is the fact that because of the injunction, 
legal papers relating to the case are not 
stored at the High Court but unusually at 
the offices of the Treasury solicitor... where 
they cannot be inspected. 


According to some, this suggests a “fra- 
grant breach of the concept of ‘open jus- 
tice’ enshrined in the Human Rights Act,” 
that came into force late last year. Another 
set of legal proceedings using the same 


case - (the sinking of the Argentine war- 
ship the Belgrano Ponting case), govern- 
ment lawyers have been reluctant to use 
the Official Secrets Act except in cases like 
David Shayler, as juries are reluctant to 
convict when the revelations are in the 
public interest,” said Alastair Brett, legal 
manager of The Sunday Times. “The MOD 
has therefore been getting the courts to 
grant injunctions gagging the press on 
national security grounds by using a piece 
of civil law.”

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IN THE BEGINNING 


CHQ was formerly known as the 

Government Code And Cypher 

School (GCCS) and was 

established in 1919 by the 

cabinet office to study cipher 
and Sigint (Signals Intelligence) communi- 
cations used by foreign powers, although 
cryptography, as it has become known, has 
been in use since the era of the Egyptians 
and Greeks, if not before. 


The origins of GCCS were based in London 
but moved in 1939 to Bletchley Park near 
Milton Keynes, where it remained for the 
duration of World War Il. It then moved 
again in 1945, back to London, and then to 
its Current location in 1952 from where it 
now operates. 


During GCCS’ occupation of Bletchley, a 
large and magnificent manor house 
covering many acres and outbuildings, 
GCH® was initially an offshoot with a 
wooden hut based near the tennis courts, 
known then simply as hut 52. Staffing levels 
soon rose to 7,000 working on the site by 
1944 and the initials GCHQ became the 
standard for the whole set up. 


The output and significant work done at 
Bletchley was to turn the course of World 
War Il in our favour, and Winston Churchill 
referred to the staff there as his “goose that 
laid the golden eggs” and became 
enthused by their sterling efforts. It was also 
from here that the world’s very first compu- 
ter, although simple by today’s standard, 
was born and built by Alan Turing, a fellow 
of Kings College, Cambridge, and where 
the now much publicised German Enigma 
machines were cracked; ironic, as the British 
had been offered the opportunity of buying 
and making use of them first, but declined. 


CURRENT STRUCTURE IN BRIEF 


Ever since moving to a previous American 
Army base at Harthurstfield Farm in Chelten- 


ham back in 1952, 
the expansion of 
GCHQ has been 
significant to say the 
least. They soon 
realised that more 
space was required 
and so another area 
of land was obtained 
at Oakley, on the 
opposite side of town. 
Although both 
became known as 
GCH, the site at 
Oakley was named as 
a Foreign and 
Commonwealth 
Office, but was the 
technical language, 
paper and statistical 
arm of GCHQ. 


Benhall became a 
technology works, 
printing works, system 
analysis and training 
ground for new 
graduate technolo- 
gists whose first 
projects include 
building a satellite 
television decoder.

transmitter and receiver that changed 
sensitive and secret text in to musical tones 
for broadcast back home) would be 
repaired or modified before being shipped 
back out. A much more complex system 
based on Project C43, was first discovered 
by an unknown member of staff at the Bell 
Telephone company back in 1944 who was 
searching for a solution of secure commu- 
nication using noise on a telephone line. 


Another of Benhall’s companions is the 


Communications Electronics Security Group 
or CESG whose function is IT and communi- 
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cations for Government departments, from 
GCHAQ itself which it is to provide security to 
places such as Rudloe Manor in Wiltshire, 
Foreign and Commonwealth Offices, 
Ministry Of Defence and ministerial buildings 
such as 10 Downing Street and the Central 
Intelligence Machinery. It is the UK Govern- 
ment's official body on the use of cryptog- 
raphy and Information Security (Infosec), a 
general term for computer security, com- 
munications’ security and radiation emission 
security - that given off, for example, by 
computer screens can be intercepted by a 
simple receiver in the back of van parked 
outside your home. How do | know? An old 
friend of mine did this very thing outside the 
Cheltenham & Gloucester Building Society 
some 15 years ago, inviting the media 
along to see how simple it is to breach 
computer security and read the details of 
peoples’ accounts. 


Oakley is the horse that carries the 
backpack, although officials shy away from 
this. Information that Benhall and other 
GCHQ sites such as Morwenstowe acquire, 
is disseminated from here, with their large 
Storage Array systems, Cray and IBM super 
computers. Oakley is the heart that thumps 
out all that beats and employs intelligence 
analysts, librarians, linguists, cryotographers, 
mathematicians, scientists, engineers and IT 
specialists to name but a few. Many of 
those on the payroll are some of the 
country’s finest and most astute brains. All 
have to adhere to the Official Secrets Act, 
from the cleaners to the current Director,

GCHQ@ works closely with the other mem- 
bers of the UKUSA agreement, a declaration 
formed to share Sigint between the UK, USA, 
Australia, New Zealand and Canada. 
Indeed the relationship is so close between 
the Americans and their English counter- 
parts that both have their own units within 
each other's compounds; the National 
Security Agency (NSA) at Oakley here in 
Cheltenham, and GCH@ at the Columbia 
Annexe on Riverwood Drive, south of 
Columbia, where the British Liaison Officer 
(BLO) provides targets lists to the NSA, who in 
turn provide the BLO with Communication 
Intelligence (COMINT). The same arrange- 
ment also exists at Menwith Hill in Yorkshire, 
thus cutting through and skirting round a lot 
of red tape and Government legislation 
concerning interception of communica- 
tions, as the NSA is not governed by the 
same laws in the UK as GCH@ and vice 
versa in the USA. 


GCHQ is not covered by the Data Protec- 
tion Act or the new Freedom Of Information 
Bill due to their work being based on 
matters of national security, and to a 
degree, since the end of the cold war, it 
now has to reclaim some of its expenditure 
to justify its 4,000 current employees. To do 
this they have expanded into the private 
market providing, for example, banks with 
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advice, secure public key encryption (PKE) 
programmes and hardware such as 
Eugenic, a self contained unit fitted at the 
terminal ends of point to point computer 
circuits. GCH@ also prides itself on technol- 
ogy development for new information 
weapons’ systems and has a programme 
known as the GCHQ@ Free Spirit Framework 
Agreement, allowing outside companies to 
bid for the development of specialised 
areas such as system designs, software 
development and consultancy, such as 
that found in the Reconnaissance Auto- 
mated Mission Planning System (RAMPS) or 
Rapid Deployment Electro Optical Systems 
(RADEOS). 


The private sector aside, GCH@ also works 
closely with other Government bodies, 
Scotland Yard, Special Branch and the 
National Criminal Intelligence Service (NCIS) 
which also have their own offices at Oakley, 
It also liaises with the more usual Govern- 
ment bodies which you would expect of 
such a significant but media-shy organisa- 
tion; the MOD, Navy and RAF, providing 
them with Sigint in accordance with 
requirements laid upon GCHQ@ by the Joint 
Intelligence Committee (JIC) in support of 
the Government's security, defence, foreign 
and economic policies. For this purpose 
GCH@ controls the Composite Signals 
Organisation (CSO) units based globally to 
intercept specified targets. 


TECHNOLOGY AND PROJECTS 


It has to be said, that security, both IT and 
communications at the two sites are some 
of the finest in the world, and whilst a large 


part of GCHQ’s work is based on SIGINT or 
Signal Related Information (SRI if you work 
for them) they are involved in a number of 
other areas too; | have in brief already 
mentioned GCHQ‘s Storage Array systems 
which | can only describe as large ward- 
robe sized computer ‘juke’ boxes, where 
information can be entered, cross- 
referenced and stored on one of 200 high 
density disks and retrieved in a matter of 
seconds; just one of these Storage Array 
systems would be able to archive a 
telephone company’s complete list of ALL 
account holders, ALL billing information and 
ALL calls made in any 12 month period, as 
proposed by the Government's Communi- 
cation Data Retention Law. But what else do 
we know that can be explained in a short 
fashion? 


Echelon is probably the widest publicised 
eavesdropping project, but readers may be 
disappointed to know that this no longer 
exists....in its previously thought of format or 
name. New information is emerging but at 
present | am reluctant to say more until the 
details have been clarified, but the name 
of the project has been included within this 
article to hopefully bring about more 
information by those in the know, but of 
course GCH@ doesn’t have any involve- 
ment in this do they!? 
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some of the technology and systems used 
by GCH@ are direct imports from the NSA, 
for example the linking of 200 powerful Sun 
Dec computer systems for mass collation of 
a certain specific type of information. This is 
identical to that held at the NSA headquar- 
ters at Fort Mead, Maryland, USA. 


Other projects currently known of are 
Tempest, Big Al, Cloud Cover, Thamer, 
Bederal, Kilgetty, Catapan, Project 415, 
Hannibal, Escrow, Rambutan, Trail Mapper 
and Timber Line to name but a few, some 
directly related to the CESG and others not. 
For example Thamer is a CESG programme 
which provides data protection for the 
highest possible security levels, working on 
fixed point to point and crossed communi- 
cation links at rates of more than 2.000Mb 
per second. 


GOING ROUND IN CIRCLES 


In the past year Cheltenham has seen a 
heavy increase of lorries due to the con- 
struction of the brand new GCHQ building 
at its existing site of Benhall, where the 
Oakley site will also move to on completion 
in 2003, combining both within one secure 
structure, The large round construction with 
its open court yard big enough to accom- 
modate the Albert Hall in the centre has 
become known locally as ‘The Doughnut’ 
and is being constructed by a consortium 


of three major companies, Group 4, British 
Telecom and Carillion (formerly Tarmac) 
who have combined to create IAS (Inte- 
grated Accommodation Services), Other 
major companies with an interest in this 
project include Gensler, Scott Wilson, Crown 
House Engineering, O'Rourke, Schmidlin, 
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Hewetson, Ashurst Morris Crisp, the Bank of 
America and the NSA from whom GCHQ 
sought permission on certain aspects of its 
construction. 


The completed project taking four years to 
construct, will, wnen completed, be larger 
than Wembley Stadium and is currently

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Cranes form an impressive, though temporary new landmark on the site of the new GCHQ 


Europe's biggest building project and the 
largest ever authorised by a British Govern- 
ment. Flights over the site to the local airport 
have been diverted at GCHQ’s request, 
due, so they tell us, to the numerous and 
some of the largest tower cranes Britain has; 
or could it be they just don't want anyone to 
see what they are doing? 


No sooner had work started when the 
contractors hit a upon a problem, two in 
fact. It seems that nobody was aware of 
two very large sewers running under the site, 
so civil engineers had to create a dogleg to 
divert them, and built a third sewer to 
upgrade the watercourse. 


The foundations for the new building require 
3000 concrete pillars, some set 80ft deep, 
sunk by drilling as opposed to ramming, 
helping to reduce the noise in an already 
upset neighbourhood. 


The main A40 trunk road across the front of 
the Benhall site has already been widened, 
with five lanes of traffic now possible on the 
roundabouts as opposed to their former 
two, with traffic lights to help filter all the 
vehicles. 


The Government Communications’ new 
Headquarters will be four storeys high, 
above ground level at least, with an 
underground road that will be used to 
service the main offices and computer 
halls. It will also be used for the distribution 
of sensitive documents and secretive post, 
which at present can only be done with a 
security guard in attendance due to the 
poor layout of the Benhall and Oakley sites . 


No less than 23 lifts will service the building, 


although parking will be sparse and staff 
have been offered grants to take up 
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cycling! In addition, special bus services will 
be laid on to ferry employees to and from 
work, and car sharing initiatives have been 
put in place. 


Some 250,000 tons of concrete will be used 
in the floor and walls, and more than 
10,000 people will have worked on the 
project come its completion. Pipe work will 
be supported by the main steel construc- 
tion as Opposed to a secondary frame. 
‘Workmans’ holes’ for the service pipes and 
cabling have been carefully measured and 
the ideal positions located prior to the 
project even being given the go ahead, 
thanks to the use of 3-D computer imagery 
programmes and simulators. A major 
problem encountered by the consortium 
was that, due to security restrictions con- 
cerning cabling, GCH@ were unable to 
specify the exact nature of cable and 
ducting required. What is known is that the 
cabling for the IT networks alone will stretch 
for 100 miles, albeit around in circles. 


Inside the new main entrance will be a 
formal Plaza, where VIPs will be escorted 
around the inner ‘road’ on carpet that 
stretches for 16 miles. This massive corridor, 
it is hoped, will become the focal point of a 
community atmosphere among GCHQ’s 
work force, with cafes, shops, cash dispens- 
ers and even a hairdresser. The external 
walls are due to be erected in the spring 
and finished by September 2001. These will 
be constructed off site and slotted together 
on arrival. In turn these will be clad in 
enough glass to glaze 10% of all homes in 
Cheltenham. The construction will be 
finished off with a roof of specially con- 
structed aluminium sheeting. 


In total it will house more than 1 million 
square feet of office space in two rings, one 
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Part of.the Oakley sitè 
known locally as the 
‘pleasure dome’ 


inside the other and has taxed the brains of 
some 300 of the world’s best designers, 
engineers and surveyors. Cost? Just £350 
million, rising to £800 million in GCHQ’s first 
30 years of occupancy. That is, of course, 
on top of its current £500 million a year 
operational budget. 


And those of you who may be interested in 
a career at GCH@’s new super intelligence 
hub, should take at look at their official web 
site, and try the ‘GCH@ challenge’ a series 
of pages designed for the inquisitive. If you 
manage to solve their Bacon Cipher (based 
on 5 bit binary code) they promise it to be 
‘Fun, Rewarding, Worthwhile, Challenging’ 
and ‘A Great Location’ You will also be 
advised to ‘Now Call Us.’ That is of course, 
provided you are not a foreign national, 
terrorist, subversive, or inquisitive freelance l 
journalist! 


To me, GCHQ and their new doughnut- 
shaped headquarters can be summed up 
as being an enigma within a puzzle within a 
circle covered in lashings of secrecy, or so 


they thought.....

One of the main computer hall’s at the Oakley site 
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CHQ, the Government's top secret intelligence communi- 

cations headquarters in Cheltenham, has once again 

constructed a SMERSH-proof code for budding recruits. This 

is the second time the facility has run such a project, 
though many people who logged on to their web site to break the 
first code argued it was relatively simple. This time things are a little 
different. 


The communications centre which employs around 5,000 people 
from various academic backgrounds, resorted to the brainteaser in 
an attempt to single out some of Britain's finest mathematicians. A 
secret message was concealed within the website recruiting 
information. Some people cracked the government puzzle created 
by a young graduate in just 48 hours. The same GCHQ employee 
has also devised the new puzzle, but the facility is confident the 
encrypted message will provide a sterner test. 


In 2000, several hundred budding spies logged on to the web site 
and cracked the five-word code, an increase in applications of 
30% compared to 1999. The puzzle read: ‘Well done, now apply 
for a job’. Analysts at GCHQ have advised only serious students of 
binary maths to crack the code. Each letter of the coded message 


has been converted into a binary representation of its position in 
the alphabet - a formula consisting of only O's and 1's. The standard 
decimal system is based on multiples of ten. The number 446, for 
example, comprises four multiples of 100, four multipoles of ten and 
six multiples of one. 


The binary system, however, is based on multiples of two and there 
are five columns of possible multiples for the 26 letters of the 
alphabet - 16, 8, 4, 2 and 1. So Z, the 26th letter, is written as 11010 
(one multiple of 16, one of 8, no multiples of 4, one of 2, and none 
of 1). Ais written as 00001. 


GCH@s codemaker has, however, complicated the puzzle by 
hiding O's and 1's in subtle ways, including using a red and blue 
colour scheme to represent the figures. The communications’ 
centre has also advised those trying to break the code to search 
through reference books that explain the intricate woas of the 
‘Bacon Cipher’ and ‘Bacon Bilateral Cipher’. 
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German Foreign Minister Linked with 


ne might say that Joschka Fischer, 
Germany's Foreign Minister is the 
great survivor, though recent 
revelations have forced him to 
the brink of resignation. His friends 
and colleagues would argue they have seen it 
all before; but his past is slowly catching up 
with him and as it does so, Germany's fragile 
coalition government is left teetering. 


In recent months archive film footage has 
shown him involved with extreme violence 
against a policeman in what he readily admits 
were his ‘crazy days’. Then, just as he ap- 
peared to have weathered the political storm, 
the former leader of the Green Party of 
Germany, found himself in court as a charac- 
ter witness for Hans-Joachin Klein, a colleague 
of the notorious Illech Sánchez better known as 
‘Carlos the Jackal’. It was during that particular 
court case, that Fischer found himself being 
questioned about his left-wing days and 
radical past. He couldn't possibly have 
guessed (or could he), that Carlos too was to 
get in on the act. 


Fischer is a tough-talking no-nonsense sort of 
person. At the trial of Klein he spoke openly 
about his street fighting in the cause of 
Marxism. Klein was a member of the same 
group as Fischer known as the Putzgruppe 
(cleaning group), and a shadowy organisation 
called ‘Sponti’. Soonti attracted all sorts of Left- 
wing revolutionaries to its squatter headquar- 
ters in Frankfurt, including Klein. But when he 
was enticed to join the militant Revolutionary 
Cells, both men drifted apart. However, that 
was not before an incident occurred that 
would haunt the well-groomed politician. Klein 
was recognised in an early 1973 series of 
pictures joining in a vicious attack on a 
policeman during a ‘leftist rally’. And indeed, 
other known politicians and senior business- 
men hove since been identified. 


Carlos dictated a lengthy statement from his 
cell in a Paris prison. He claims thot guns and 
Munitions used by him were stored ina 
building that Fischer shared with another 
leading radical, Daniel Cohn-Bendit - now a 
Green Party member of the European 
parliament. Some of those guns are believed 
to have been used in an estimated 80 
murders attributed to Carlos. The Venezuelan- 
born terrorist did concede that Fischer 


demanded the arms be removed. However, 
Fischer rejected the allegations outright. 


In Court, where Carlos became somewhat of a 
celebrity, he explained what the arms cache 
consisted of: “I had gone to Frankfurt to meet 
some radicals. Fischer shared a flat with Bendit 
(leader of the 1968 student riots in Paris). The 
arms cache had been placed next to their flat 
by comrades, but these men wanted the arms 
removed.” 


Carlos explained that Fischer certainly knew of 
the weapons: “Fischer knew they were there... 
and thot they created a very dangerous 
situation. We eventually moved them to 
another safe house.” 


There were rifles, machine guns, pistols, 
revolvers, explosives, electrical and pyrotechni- 
cal blast caps. “Fischer and Bendit vividly 
Opposed the liberation of Andreas Baader and 
other German guerrillas in prison,” said Carlos. 


But what is known and highly embarrassing for 
Fischer, is that Klein used his car in 1973 to 
transport a stolen firearm. Eight years later that 


| Fischer seen in black helmet punches 
{a policeman in a deliberate ambush 
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same gun was used to kill Heinz Herbert Karry, 
the economic minister of the state of Hasse. 
Fischer maintains he had given the car to Klein 
so he could take it fo a garage for repairs. 


The court also heard allegations that Fischer 
had helped finance Klein during his many 
years living under false identities. 


Fischer said: “I have never had anything to do 
with weapons.” Cohn-Bendit supported his 
friend: “We had no weapons at our place... 
ever.” There were even smiles in the Courtroom 
when Fischer declared: “Look, | can’t remem- 
ber a moment when we got together to 
browse through weapons’ catalogues.” 
Indeed, a spokesman for the Frankfurt 
prosecutor's office said: “On the basis of 
everything we know, we can definitely rule out 
that weapons were stored in an apartment 
shared by Herr Fischer and Cohn-Bendit. What 
Carlos is saying is nonsense.” Analysts asked 
why Carlos would make up such a story? 


Other allegations have also been thrown at 
the minister. It is alleged he was “briefly 
detained” in 1976 on suspicion of attempted 
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murder. He apparently 
threw a petrol bomb 
at a policeman during 
a protest. No charges 
were ever brought, but 
intelligence analysts 
examined archive files 
and today more 
information is avail- 
able. The street battles 
took place on 10 May 
1976. This was just 
hours after Ulrike 
Meinhof, the co-leader 
of the Baader-Meinhof 
gang hanged herself 
in Stuttgart’s 
Stammheim prison. 
The Sponti groups 
declared Meinhof had 
been pressurised into 
taking her own life by the police. Fischer, it 
seems, launched a petrol bomb at the ranks 
of police confronting the protesters. The bomb 
severely hit a vehicle being driven by officer 
Jurgen Weber. He received 60% burns and 
was lucky to survive. Fourteen people were 
also arrested for the attack. 


Germany 
embattled 
Foriegn Minister, 
Joschka Fischer 


Curiously, Ulrike Meinhof’s daughter, Bettina 
Roehl, now an investigative journalist, whose 
mother left her when she was just seven, is 
publishing a book about Fischer and his 
associates in 2002. Entitled Tell Me Where You 
Stand, she claims it will show the minister in his 
true light. “Lean back and read what Fischer 
has to show and say,” she said. 


“Huge damage has been done to the 
international image of Germany,” said Günther 
Beckstein from the opposition Christian Social 
Union Party. “He is no longer tenable as 
Germany's representative abroad.” Fischer 
said he had made a “tremendous mistake.” 


Fischer had been summoned basically to 
convince the jury that Klein was a relatively 
good but misled person. He found himself 
trying to defend his early years as a radical. He 
pointed to an incident in 1968 at an Easter 
rally. An incident had occurred and he and his 
then wife were beaten by police officers. “As | 
was lying there, something changed in my 
mind. Why should you always run away; why 
always let yourself be hit? After that | decided 
to fight back.” 


SECRET LIVES @ 


After his appearance in court the German 
media conducted a popularity poll. It found 
that 70-80% of Germans believed he should 
stay in office. 


But as sometimes happens to politicians, once 
the media have gotten a scent of blood, they 
find it irresistible to back off. And so it was when 
journalists from the serious investigative 
television programme, Report, launched into 
Fischer's background. They found an almighty 
skeleton in his cupboard. They were puzzled 
when they entered Fischer's official website. 
There was a big gap between his birth in 1948, 
and his appointment as head of the Green 
Party in 1982. 


In fact, the researchers were shocked when 
they discovered Fischer had attended a 
conference of the Palestinian Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). Further research revealed 
the location and theme of the conference: 
1969 - Final Victory. The programme of events 
was evidently very anti-Jew. A sookesman for 
the Christian Social Union of Bavaria said: “If it 
is true that Fischer called for the defeat of 
Israel, then he cannot continue as Foreign 
Minister.” Germany's Chancellor, Gerhard 
Schroder, immediately summoned his 
troublesome minister for a showdown. 


What is worrying for the minister is that he has 
previously said that he has visited the Middle

Khalil Abu Ulbah - survived

ISTANBUL: On 12 February 2001, a Turkish court jailed 
a leading intelligence agent and a former police chief 
for six years for their part in a highly complex conspiracy 
which linked senior politicians and state officials to 
political murders by organised crime gangs. Korkut 
Eken, an intelligence agent, and Ibrahim Sahin, the 
former head of Turkey's powerful special forces, were 
found guilty of forming and running a gang with the 
aim of “creating panic” in Turkish society. Eleven oth- 
ers involved in the gang received various sentences. 


STOCKHOLM: Swedish intelligence has made a se- 
cret trip to Istanbul to interrogate the jailed Kurdish rebel 
leader, Abdullah Ocalan, about possible Kurdish in- 
volvement in the assassination of the Swedish prime 
minister, Olof Palme. Palme was killed in Stockholm in 
1986, shortly after his government had declared 
Ocalan’s Kurdistan Workers’ Party a terrorist organisa- 
tion. Ocalan has hinted that rebel party members, 
“may have had a hand in the killing.” 


BRATISLAVA: The head of the Slovak Nuclear Energy 
Research Institute has been shot dead with a sub- 
machinegun at his home in the western Slovak town 
of Piestany. Slovak intelligence said his murder was a 
“contract killing.” In recent times, several such incidents 
have occurred. 


BELGRADE: Serbia's security forces have arrested 
Rade Markovic, the former head of Serbia's notorious 
Secret Police. MI6 believe the arrest is linked to a mys- 
terious car crash in 1999 in which opposition leader, 
Van Draskovic was injured and four of his colleagues 
killed. Yugoslavia's interior minister, Zoran Zivkovic said: 

“Rade Markovic was arrested with 
| three other persons. All of them are 
his associates. No one is of a rank 
higher than his.” Markovic was the 
head of the service under Slobodan 
Milosevic.

LONDON: A booby-trapped torch, which maimed a 
14-year-old Army cadet in London in February, has 
been linked to the Real IRA, according to intelligence 
sources. The device, which blew off the young man’s 
hand, contained Semtex-style plastic explosive, that 
has been used in recent years by the Provisional IRA 
and its splinter groups. Scotland Yard believe an 
active service unit is still operating in the UK, and 
planning further attacks.

East just once, in 1966, on a hitchhiking 
holiday. Journalists for Report are not certain 
who in fact organised the event, the PLO or the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 
Nevertheless, both the organisations main- 
tained good links with the German terrorist 
group, Revolutionary Cells, of which Hans 
Joachim Klein was a member. 


Analysts believe Fischer is in serious trouble this 
time, for they do not believe he can act as a 
Foreign Minister if he has questioned the 
legitimacy of the state of Israel. 


His enemies in the complex world of German 
politics want him removed. Guido Westerwelle, 
the Secretary General of the Free Democrat 
Party, said: “Even given Herr Fischer's record for 
memory blocks, | believe even he should 
remember attending a PLO conference in 
Algiers." Others are not so polite: “It is simply 
grotesque,” said Laurenz Meyer, the Christian 
Democrat Secretary General. “He remembers 
hitchhiking around the Middle East but nothing 
about a highly political PLO conference.” And

then he said something which made journalists 
look at each other... “what else is he hiding?” 
What else indeed. 


Report researchers delved into the timing of 
the Algiers’ conference. They learned that just 
a few days earlier most Arab states had told 
PLO chairman, Yasser Arafat, that they would 
provide much needed financial support for his 
guerrilla war against Israel. They also found the 
communique that was read out at the end of 
the meeting: 


‘The assembly expressed its confidence that the 
Palestinian people will secure final victory and 
will succeed in liberating the whole of Palestine.’ 


The minister's participation at the meeting was 
apparently confirmed on oath by Inge Presser. 
And this has caused intelligence analysts in 
Germany to ask several important questions: 


Who was he representing, who invited him, 
who did he meet and stay with in Algiers, and 
perhaps most importantly for his future 
political survival, what did he say? 


Intelligence reports guarded carefully in Berlin 
may yet trip the minister. For example, the 
Pulzgruppe organisation or ‘cleaning group’ is 
under investigation. It has recently been 
learned that its four letters are an acronym for 
‘proletarian union for terror and destruction’. 
And, according to Bettina Roehl: “Fischer 
always carried a map of Frankfurt with him and 
was constantly planning strategies for the street. 


Fischer has found himself in a spider's web, 
though his apparent ability to escape is quite 
remarkable; this time though he really is in a 
pickle, And it is not just Fischer who fears his 
past is catching up with him. His one time 
friend in the Pulzgruppe, Johny’ Klinke now 
owns a theatre in Frankfurt. “He is too busy to 
talk to anyone about Joschka,” said his 
secretary. 


Silke Maier-Witt was the reconnaissance expert 
for the ultra-extreme terrorist group Red Army 
Faction. He now works with trauma victims in 
Kosovo, Report also referred to another ‘friend’ 
who runs a £50.00 a time restaurant in 
Frankfurt. 


Other famous student radicals, known as 68ers 
by MIS and other domestic security services, 
include the likes of Bill Clinton, and both 
Foreign Ministers of Greece and Turkey. A 
generation of young people that fed on 
anarchy, rejected the Vietnam War, smoked 
dope, drank beer and listened to the music of 
Bob Dylan and the Carpenters

The 21 Special Air Service 
(Reserves) are an arm of Britain's 
most secretive army regiment, 
though their full time colleagues 
believe Whitehall has gone “too 
far,” in respect of the website. 


Senior SAS personnel have been 
fighting for several years to stem the 
tidalwave of books, videos and lit- 
erature that has in the main been 
mostly produced by its own mem- 
bers or those close to the service. 
An intelligence source at the SAS’s 
home base in Hereford said: “This 
website is all we need at the mo- 
ment. We have spent the last few 
years banning people writing books 
and making money from television 
programmes. We have been trying 


to drive the unit back into the shad- 
Ows and now find one of our own 
units advertising on the Internet. You 
couldn't make such a scenario up!” 


Pictures on the website showed SAS 
soldiers firing light machine guns, 
crossing rivers and exercising in 
Belize. Titled, ‘Special Forces - A 
Unique Challenge’, the MOD called 
for volunteers aged under 32, but 
“will accept 34-year-olds” with pre- 
vious military experience. All the 
men were required to be physically 
fit and have no criminal record. 


The site said: “The regiment has an 
acknowledged operational role 
and is used for unconventional mili- 
tary operations involving action 
deep behind enemy lines. Key 
tasking includes surveillance, re- 
connaissance and offensive ac- 
tion. Training exercises are con- 
ducted worldwide.” 


Whilst the MOD are in the process 
of damage limitation regarding 
their backdown, they insist no mili- 


tary guidelines have been broken. 
“a. we certainly haven't had a 
change of policy on the SAS’s se- 
crecy. The site did not appear to 
cause any breach of security.” All 
the images showing SAS personnel 
had their faces blacked-out. 


The unit is based in London but has 
detachments in Wales and other 
parts of southern England. Mem- 
bers from 21 SAS have served with 
distinction with regulars from 22 SAS 
based in Hereford. 
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CORONER PRAISES ‘BRAVE SAS SOLDIER’ 


March 2001: The Herefordshire coroner has spoken of the courage of SAS man Bombardier Brad Tinnion, 
28, who took part in a joint SAS-Parachute Regiment operation to free hostages in Sierra Leone last year. A 
fire-fight that lasted five hours resulted in the death of 28 rebel soldiers and Brad Tinnion.

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SAS ‘GHOST’ MAN OF MYSTERY 


MAJOR GENERAL CEDRIC DELVES the SAS officer 
who commanded the unit that killed three IRA 
terrorists in Gibraltar, has been asked to take 
charge of one of the Army’s land forces. The 53- 
year-old man who never gives interviews or allows 
photographs of himself to be taken, will become 
Deputy Commander-In-Chief of UK Land Forces 
and has been promoted to Lieutenant-General. 
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Delves has controlled many daring or difficult SAS 
operations over the last 25 years, including missions 
in Omon, the Falklands, Northern Ireland and the 
former Yugoslavia. He has been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Order for Falkland’s service for 
his role in recapturing South Georgia. A few years 
thereafter he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel 
and SAS chief. 


But it is his role in the interception of a highly- 
regarded IRA unit on Gibraltar in March 1988, that 
he is best known for. MIS had gleaned intelligence 
that the IRA was planning a strike on the Rock 
against British military targets. His team lay in wait 
for the active service unit to make its move. They 
never did, but the SAS, fearing the team may 
detonate a bomb by remote control shot them 
dead. None of the IRA members was carrying 
firearms. That caused an outrage at the time. 
However, three days later Spanish intelligence 
agents found the IRA bomb in a car in Malaga. 


Delves was awarded the OBE and then promoted 
to SAS Director Special Forces. A short while later 
he ‘left’ the service and was again promoted, this 
time to Major General. More recently, as Chief of 
Joint Operations, he was heavily involved in the 
rescue of British troops taken hostage by rebel 
soldiers in Sierra Leone in September 2000. On 
that occasion, the SAS supported by soldiers from 
the Parachute Regiment were involved in a fierce 
firefight that lasted for several hours. 29 heavily- 
armed rebels were killed and dozens more 
captured. All the hostages were rescued 
unharmed. It is believed one SAS soldier was 
killed. 


One intelligence source said: “He (Delves) is one 
of the most publicity-shy officers. Most soldiers 
haven't heard of him and to those who have he is 
a figure of mystery.”

Part of the report appeared in the Frankfurter Allgemaine Zeitung, 
and stated thot Iraq and Iran were using middlemen to secure parts 
for their own secret missile programmes. Iran's Shebab Ill, could 
travel just 1,300km and as yet posed no threat. Shebab IV could hit 
Eastern Europe. Iraq's super-secret missile project which MI6 and the 
CIA has identified though not code-named, can strike at most 
major cities in Germany, including Berlin and Munich. The missile, 
according to informed intelligence sources, has a 3,000km (1,864 
mile) range. The BND report states that by 2005, Iraq will be able to 
deliver a missile containing at least 1 kilogram (2lb approximately) of 
the deadly anthrax bacteria. The report continues: If such a 
payload is dropped on a German city, it will kill between 70-80% of 


the population within three days. 


Gerhard Schrdder’s government has shown much sympathy with 
Moscow's stance that NMD Is threatening peace, though he now 
knows the BND has issued a subtle warning to Berlin. However, CIA 
analysts fear the leaking of this report may bring about an increase 


in anti-American feeling. 


Since 1980, German intelligence has sided with MIé and the CIA 
over ‘emerging rogue states’ - those who have the potential to 
develop long range warhead delivery systems. MI6 are also worried 
that besides Iraq and Iran, North Korea may sell some of its 
technology to unstable countries in the Middle East and Africa. 


The United Nations have down-played the threat, but President Bush 
and Britain's Tony Blair have received briefings from senior military 
and intelligence personnel, that the nuclear threat from some 


countries is real and growing.

Now Mossad and the CIA be- 
lieve opponents of the group 
were responsible for the murder 
of Rabbi Kahane’s_ son, 
Biniyamin, leader of a ‘Kahane 
Lives’ group who was shot along 
with his wife, Talia, on a West Bank 
road in January 2001. Govern- 
ment officials in Tel Aviv have 
said that both victims supported 
the “racist teachings” of Kahane 
senior, who made it clear he 
wanted all Arabs driven out of 
the Holy Land. 


Thousands of Israeli settlers live 
in so-called West Bank colonies, 
which are illegal under interna- 
tional law.

“business associate” whom he was to 
befriend and meet several times in London. 
The man worked for what he believed was 
a legitimate company, or “risk analysis 
consultancy.” Sutyagin, a physicist and 
historian from Obninsk, south of Moscow, 
worked as an employee at the USA- 
Canada Institute, regarded as one of 
Russia's premier foreign and security 
‘thinktanks’. He was being paid just £70.00 
a month. Thus, when the London company 
invited to take him on as a consultant, he 
jumped at the offer. Over the next two years 
Or so, Sutyagin travelled to some 12 
meetings around Europe with colleagues 
from his second employers, visiting Birming- 
ham, London, Rome, Brussels, Budapest 
and Warsaw. He was paid around $14,000 
plus all his expenses. 


Because of his occupation, it wasn't too 
long before he attracted the attention of 
Russia's counterintelligence service, the FSB. 
They began watching his every move. On 
his return to Russia from a business trip in 
1999, the father of two was suddenly 
arrested and charged with espionage. He 
has been held on remand throughout 2000 
though his trial has now started in a closed 
courtroom in the district court of Kaluga. 


The FSB claim Sutyagin handed CIA agents 
Classified information on nuclear subma- 
rines. His lawyer, Boris Kuznetsov said: “The 
FSB says 30 subjects were discussed, 12 of 
them classified as secret, including naval 


NORAD 
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affairs, submarines, nuclear missiles, 
deployments of Russian armed forces and 
the processes of Russian military decision- 
taking.” 


Sutyagin is adamant that he simply con- 
sulted with two employees from the London 
company. However, when challenged by 
the FSB to provide evidence of that compa- 
ny’s existence, things took a turn for the 
worse. The company is mysteriously no 
longer situated at the address where he 
visited on at least three occasions. His two 
contacts have also disappeared. Phone 
calls and e-mails no longer reach the 
consultancy. Quite simply the FSB believe 
Sutyagin either passed on material deliber- 
ately, or as perhaps is the truth, he was 
duped. “| wish these people would just 
come out and tell their story,” said Sergei 
Rogov, Stutyagin’s employer at the USA- 
Canada Institute. “I've no idea who the hell 
these people are. It sounds like something 
from a John Le Carré book. Are they just 
going to wash their hands of it and see a 
young man destroyed?” 


The FSB believe the London company was a 
front organisation for US military intelligence. 
“The two men Sutyagin was working for were 
British, but they were in the employment of 
the Americans,” said the prosecution. 


Mr Rogov said: “Igor doesn't deny being at 
these meetings, He doesn't deny discussing 
these issues. He does not deny taking the 
money. But he did not think they were 
intelligence agents. He is a rare species. I've 
known hina for 22 years. He is much more 
patriotic and nationalistic than me. I could 
never believe he’s the kind of person who 
woul intentionally harna,Russia. Ś

They made up a force of around 90 
troops who were captured by a battalion of 
the SS Leibstandarte Adolf Hitler, the Fuhrer’s 
bodyguard unit. 


Instead of removing their weapons and taking 
the men to a Pow camp, the SS unit, which 


had been given “strict orders to take no 
prisoners,” herded the men into a wooden 
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barn. After executing around ten soldiers, the 
Germans threw stick grenades into the tiny 
barn; there was carnage. Some of the SS then 
entered the smoke-tfilled structure with 
machineguns and fired at anyone they saw 
was still alive. 


Amazingly 20 survived and lived to tell the 
story. Alfred Tombs, 89, was one of those 
survivors. Since that bloody day he has visited 
the field on a dozen occasions and is deeply 
saddened thot the field could be dug up. 
Today the barn is gone, but a tree close to the 
farm building and a rock have become the 
focal point of regular visits. Small crosses and 
flowers are often pinned to the tree in remem- 
brance of the murdered troops. On learning of 


the news, Mr Tombs said: “This young farmer

Cannot understand what this field means to Us. 
There are so few survivors left today, but it 
would be very sad if it was ploughed up.” 


Though nearly 60 years ago, he remembers 
vividly the atrocity: 


“It was an extremely cold day and we were 
exhausted. The Germans were shouting and 
taunting us. They herded 90 of us into this barn, 
there wasn’t much room. Our officer went 
outside to complain about the treatment. 
Suddenly | heard a shot... they had killed him 
in cold blood. 


“With all the emotion of lighting up a cigarette 
they lifted the gun and pulled the trigger. | 
knew that we weren't going to live very long 
then. The Germans then ordered us to send 
five men out - 'Funf Manner’ they cried. One 
of the lads said, ‘Well, if we've got to go out 
we've got to go,’ 


“We could see what was happening through 
the cracks in the wood, They had them in a 
field and simply shot them in the back. Our 
lads fell to the ground. Then they came back 
for five more. It was like a butchers’ pen 
leading us to the slaughter. Five more shots 
rang out and we realised that it was going to 
be an orderly death. We weren't having none 
Of if. We refused to come out and this 
annoyed the Germans no end. | saw this 
young German reach down and take 
something out near his boot. | threw myself 
down to get my mouth to the ground because 
| thought it was gas - but it was a stick gre- 
nade. It blew a couple of lads over me. It was 
pretty bad.” 


The bravery of the other officers in the barn is 
clearly evident: 


“Two of our officers tried to save the rest of us 
by jumping on the grenades, One young 
soldier, almost buried by bodies on top of him

called out to the Germans, ‘shoot me, shoot 
me’. And they did. One SS soldier walked right 
up to him and shot him right between the 
eyes. | was very lucky. When the Germans had 
finally gone, | and a few others came out of 
the barn and walked to the local village. We 
then hid in a ditch.” 


When Private Tombs went back to the scene a 
few hours later, he was faced with a scene 
from hell. All his friends were dead. “It was a 
terrible feeling. | was numb. | looked at my 
mate ‘Shorty’ and all | could see was his head 
and shoulders there was that many bodies 
piled on top of him. His eyes opened and he 
said, ‘All right Alf.’ And then he was dead.” 


Alf Tombs was captured again and obviously 
feared for his life, “but it was a different 
regiment and leader.” The German officer told 
him: “You will be going to Berlin and we will be 
going to London. For you the war is over.” 


Another survivor, Albert Evans, also in his 
eighties, had his right arm shattered by the 
explosions and was hit twice in the neck. He 
too said the field should be preserved. A 
spokesman for the Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission, which re-buried the 
bodies at a cemetery in Esquelbeca, said 
there are several names missing at the village 
memorial and it was likely that the remains of 
these soldiers are under the field. The number 
could be as high as 15. 


The mayors of the two villages have been 
desperately trying to raise around Fr250,000 
(£25,000) to purchase the field from the 
controversial farmer. Thus far they have raised 
Fr100,000, through the sale of books discuss- 
ing the local history of the massacre. 


Jeff Rooker, Britain’s Social Security Minister, has 
for many years campaigned for the officer in 
charge of the SS unit, Wilhelm Mohnke, to be 
charged with war crimes. He recently told the 
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BBC radio programme, Today, that the money 
should be raised by regimental associations. 
However, Major Richard Mills, of the Royal 
Warwickshire Regimental Association, said its 
funds were locked up with the Charity Com- 
missioners and were intended for use by its 


poorest members.

Japan's WWII 
Germ Warfare 
Atrocities 


SPECIAL REPORT TOKYO: A legal battle currently 
taking place at Tokyo District Court is causing 
huge embarrassment to the Japanese 
Government. Yoshio Shinozuka, 77, a former 
Imperial Army soldier and member of Japan's 
notorious Unit 731, has described a variety of 
wartime atrocities against the Chinese. 


Shinozuka explained how he and colleagues 
carried out gruesome biological experiments on 
prisoners of war and helped to make a number of 
deadly weapons used by Japan's Unit 731, a part 
of Japan's Army involved in the manufacture and 
use of biological germs. 


It is the first time a Court has heard personal 
testimony from a Unit 731 member, who also 
described how he took part in the vivisection of 
Chinese civilians after they were infected with 
cholera, dysentery, tyohoid and other germs by 
army surgeons. 


Shinozuka said that he was active in the mass 
production of biological warfare agents used in 
porcelain bombs that were dropped from 
Japanese bombers. These actually soread-plague 
and other horrifying diseases in parts of southern 
China in the early 1940's. “| committed all these war 
crimes because | was ordered to do so,” he said. 


His remorse and admission came after he 
learned of Chinese survivors of the plague and 
next of kin who also spoke about strange diseases 
and “awful deaths.” 


Japanese scholars ashamed by their recent history 
decided to assist their Chinese counterparts on a 
massive study. They concluded that at least 
270,000 Chinese soldiers and civilians were killed 
by germ warfare troops between 1933 and 1945. 


Russian special forces managed to capture 12 
Japanese scientists and officers after the war, and 
whilst they were tried and punished in 1949 as war 
criminals, most Unit 731 members amazingly 
escaped, thanks in no part to the covert 
behaviour of America’s Army Intelligence. 
Washington was more interested in securing some 
part of Japan's germ warfare programme than 
justice, according to US sources. 


The trial is one of more than thirty lawsuits brought 
by Chinese victims against the State of Japan, 
and is expected to last well into 2001. 


TOKYO: In December, Japan hanged three 
convicted murderers bringing the total to 39 
since the death penalty was introduced again in 
1993. The justice ministry did not disclose the 
names of those hanged, but the Japanese 
media identified them as a man, 52, convicted 
of serial murder and robbery, a 57-year-old found 
guilty of killing his ex-wife and her family and 
another 55-year-old man for murder.

First published in 1978, David 
Kahn's excellent (and in my 
opinion, definitive) study of 
German military intelligence 
during the Second World War 
has just been re-released by 
Da Capo Books and really is an 
essential purchase for anyone 
wanting a full insight into the 
dark world of German 
espionage. Running to almost 
700 pages, the book is packed 
with adventure and intrigue: a 
German patrol stealthily makes 
its way through Russian lines 
with details of Soviet defences; 
an expert Luftwaffe interrogator 
teases secret information from 
downed Allied airmen; two 
spies land by U-Boat in Maine, 
USA, and make their way as far 
as New York. These are just 
some of the highlights of the 
book. 


Hitler’s Spies is much more than 
an account of wartime spying 
activities, however. It digs deep 
into the very heart of Nazi 
intelligence - not just the spies 
and the code-breakers but 
also the ground patrols and 
artillery ranging technicians 
who the front-line generals 
relied on for combat 


information, the aerial 
photographs, the corrupt 
Abwehr, the analysis of the 
General Staff and others. Kahn 
also recounts the tactics of the 
Germans at three of the War's 
most critical events - the 
invasion of Russia, the landings 
in North Africa, and the D-Day 
assault.

this title provides more than 
ample value for money. Like 
UFOs and the JFK assassina- 
tion, it seems that the mystery 
of Jack the Ripper is one that is 
destined to run and run. And as 
is the case with both of the 
aforementioned subjects, 
books on the Ripper murders of 
1888 continue to surface on a 
more than regular basis. So 
what sets this one apart from 
the mountain of other titles on 
the subject? 


Well, for a start it runs to nearly 
700 pages and takes a unique 
and fresh approach to what is, 
let's face it, an old (but 
admittedly unresolved) topic. 
Rather than present yet 
another possible candidate for 
the person who is arguably 
Britain's most infamous killer, 
however, Evans and Skinner 
have elected instead to do 
something different. What the 
authors have essentially done 
is to put together a must-have 
reference book that painstak- 
ingly details all of the official 


files that are known to exist on 
the events at Whitechapel 
more than a hundred years 
ago, including: (a) the full 
contents of the Scotland Yard 
papers covering the murders 
plus copies of documents now 
missing from the files; (0) the 
pathologists’ reports, witness 
statements and official police 
reports; (c) material from the 
Royal Archives, major London 
record offices and the Home 
Office; (d) contemporary 
newspaper reports and more. 


This is not really a Whodunnit?- 
style book on the Ripper. 
However, it is in my view a fresh 
and rewarding look at the 
subject matter and gives the 
reader (and any budding 
investigator) a previously- 
unseen guide through the 
intriguing and murky worlds of 
both Jack the Ripper and the 
powers-that-be.

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fter an investigation lasting more 

than a year and involving more 

than a dozen MI5 agents, the British 

Government has implemented 

laws banning over 20 groups which 
it has controversially branded as ‘terrorist’. The 
new legislation has been adopted following 
MI5 analysis of several movements that fund 
raise, recruit and openly support organisations 
that some countries view as terrorists, or 
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extremists. Now Britain holds that view. Most of 
these groups have never attacked targets in 
the UK, though some MI5 analysts believe it is 
only a matter of time. Similarly, Home Secre- 
tary Jack Straw has been under pressure from 
the USA, Russia and other countries, to outlaw 
certain groups which openly recruit British 
citizens to fight overseas. Indeed, India and Sri 
Lanka have been very vocal in their condem- 
nation of Britain’s policy in recent years. 


The list, which includes groups such as ETA, the 
Tamil Tigers, and several Muslim groups, is 
nevertheless designed to send a warning to 
British-based organisations. Tony Blair, the British 
Prime Minister, has constantly been warned 
that overseas’ nations now regard London as a 
‘soft touch’ in respect of fund-raising activities 
and support. Now, following extreme pressure 
from MI5 and M6, the government has acted 


and introduced a new Bill which outlaws many 
organisations. 


Some groups are well known. Al-Qai’da, a 
loose-knit global organisation that is ultimately 
influenced by the renegade Saudi Arabian 
Osama bin-Laden, has supporters in London 
and elsewhere in the UK. Home Secretary Jack 
Straw said: “I am entirely satisfied that all those 
groups identified on the list are involved in 
terrorism.” Such a statement would not have 
been possible a few months ago, but under 
the new ‘broader definition’ of terrorism, it is 
now legal. 


The government contend they have acted 
solely on the advice of MI5 and its lawyers, 
though it is clear pressure from foreign 
governments, particularly those in Russia and 
America, has played its par.. 


Charles Clarke, the Home Office minister, 
responding to claims that Britain is “discriminat- 
ing” against some of the groups and peoples 
involved said: “The new directive was not 
aimed at any specific community.” Addressing 
Claims of singling out Islamic organisations he 
said: “The Bill is not targeting those who wish 
to campaign peacefully for political 
change. It is not aimed at any group 
specifically.” He told journalists; “Any 
perception that we are targeting the 
Muslim community is entirely wrong.” 
Indeed, the Home Office had arranged 
meetings with several leaders of ethnic 


groups to outline the new legislation prior to 
their decision. Most were satisfied that the 
government was acting in good faith, though 


not all. Yousuf Bhailok, secretary general of the 


Muslim Council of Great Britain, said: “I am 
very concerned over the new laws, The 
legislation appears to envelop groups 
engaged in legitimate activities [for example] 
against the abuse of human rights or for the 
liberation of Palestine.” 


Sheikh Omar Bakri Mohammed, whose group 
support and back the Islamic fighters in 


Chechnya, Kashmir and Palestine, warned that 


the government faced an “uprising amongst 
British Muslims.” He proclaimed: “The definition 
given to terrorism is too wide. It forbids 
violence in all forms for the purpose of 
advancing a political or ideological cause, 


however legitimate or morally valid that cause 


may be.” He is fuming that under the legisla- 
tion his group, the al-Munqjiroun, could be 
banned. “I do not support terrorism, but | do 
support freedom fighters,” he said. “If they try 
to ban us, then Muslims will go underground. 
Then God help the government.” 


Mr Clarke was adamant that the government 


has acted independently and Britain's “foreign 


policy was not a consideration.” 


The new ‘Terrorism Act’ allows the Home 


Secretary to “proscribe foreign-based groups,” 


and define terrorism as: “The use or threat of 
action designed to influence the government 
or to intimidate the public... for the purpose of 
advancing a political, religious, or ideological 
cause.” The Bill cites “serious violence against 
a person, in Britain or abroad.” And perhaps 
more significantly, the new law also covers 
fundraising. 


Like its predecessor, the Prevention of Terrorism 
Act, it covers Northern Ireland and all the 
groups involved, of which it is believed 13 
have been named though not released on a 
list as they have already been identified. One 
MIS source said: “From centres in the North to 
nondescript offices in immigrant areas, scores 
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of foreign organisa- 
tions use Britain to 
recruit members, 
raise monies and 
spread propaganda. 
Until now, there was 
very little we could do 
unless they committed 

an offence.” MI5 now 
have significant laws that 
will allow them to acquire 
evidence on the groups 
and to bring many before 
the cours. 


Yet defining ‘terrorism’ may 
prove more difficult than 
some analysts believe. For 
example, Hizbollah have 
killed western hostages and foreign 
peacekeepers, yet they have elected 
members in the Lebanese Parliament. And 
similarly, the new directive, or law has threads 
with a myriad of foreign policy laws and 
mechanisms already in place. For example; 
London is the headquarters of the Iraqi 
National Congress that has allegedly received 
five million pounds from the newly elected 
Bush administration in America. This has 
apparently been cleared by the CIA so its 
members can launch a campaign against

President Saddam. The activities of the INC are 


in the main supported by London and 
Washington. 


MIS, however, made a judgement that was 
based on a variety of factors and a long-term 
strategy that will undoubtedly see the forma- 
tion of dozens if not hundreds of political 
groups and movements in future years. Some 
will of course be innocent and violence free, 
others will not. By introducing legislation now, 
the Government hopes to dissuade some 
groups to use Britain as a base to augment 
their activities. 


It will be interesting to see, however, how the 
new law is enforced, and by whom? Gusev

LOS ANGELES: The FBI arrested seven people in early 
March in Los Angeles on suspicion of belonging to the 
Mojahedin-e-Khalq, an Iranian organisation opposed 
to the Tehran regime which is on Washington's list of 
terrorist bodies. It was said the group was soliciting large 
sums of money at Los Angeles airport, claiming it was 
to be used for helping starving children. The FBI says 
that it has intelligence that proves it was being used 
to purchase weapons. (Credit - Duncan Campbell) 


MOSCOW: An American diplomat has refuted alle- 
gations by Russia's domestic security service (FSB), that 
a US citizen apparently arrested for purchasing nar- 
cotics in the southern city of Voronezh had any links to 
US Army Intelligence. The diplomat claimed that John 
Tobbin, who has been denied bail, was not a spy as 
the FSB had claimed. According to US sources, Tobbin 
had “just got out of college.” 


LONDON: The Foreign Office 
blocked a 1969 television interview 
that presenter David Frost wanted to 
carry out because it feared too 
many students might find it “an in- 
spiration.” Confidential Foreign Of- 
fice papers released at the turn of 
the year show that Whitehall civil 
servants were even prepared to tell 
Mr Frost that he could put an end to 
any career plans he had to work in the United States if 
he went ahead with the interview. “There seems a 
danger that David Frost, might in interviewing Castro, 
concentrate more on the mythology of Castro (an in- 
spiration) than on the reality,” minuted the Foreign Of- 
fice. The programme did not go ahead.

VILNIUS: A court in Vilnius, the Lithuanian capital, has 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Anton Gecas, who 
runs a guest house in Edinburgh. Gecas, 84, is ac- 
cused of genocide and the mass murder of Jews in 
Luthuania and an area that is now Belarus during the 
1941-44 Nazi occupation when he was head of a 
special police unit. Gecas refutes the allegations but 
a Scottish judge, Lord Milligan, at the court of session 
in Edinburgh said: “I am satisfied that Mr Gecas had 
committed war crimes against innocent civilians.” 


JERUSALEM: Israeli helicopter gunships killed an 
alleged senior figure in the Hezbollah organisation. 
Massoud Ayad was a lieutenant-colonel in Yassir 
Arafat's personal bodyguard FORCE 17. Mr Ayad, 60, 
was blown-up by two gunships that had been hover- 
ing over an area between Gaza City and Khan Younis. 
Police say they discovered an AK-47 assault rifle next 
to his body. Mossad believe he was responsible for 
carrying out a number of attacks, though admit he 
never killed any Israelis. 


LONDON: ae Bush has 
nominated the mulfimnillionaire 
Texas horse 
breeder, William S. 
Farish as United 
States Ambassa- 
dor to Britain. Mr 
Farish, 62, isa 
close ally and 
personal friend of 
the Bush family, 
and a major 
contributor of monies to the 
Republican Party.

LONDON: Elizabeth France is 
Britain’s new information 


commissioner, and immediately 
on entering office she urged the 
public to obtain alll files held on 
them by Government offices in 
advance of the newly sanc- 
tioned “right to know” legislation. 


Ms France said that far too few 
people had any idea that they 
had rights to request files, 
records and e-mail on data 
held on them by civil servants 
while negotiating with govern- 
ment offices, agencies or even 
local government departments.

Terrorist Bomb Rocks BBC HQ 


LONDON: These dramatic images taken by a BBC cameraman capture the fore and 
after of an explosion that badly damaged the facade of the BBC headquarters in 
Wood Lane, London. 


The incident occurred early on 2 March and appears to be retribution by the Real IRA 
against the corporation for naming some members in connection with a BBC 
Panorama documentary about the Omagh bomb in August 1998, when 29 people 
died. MI5, however, will not comment on the incident. Scotland Yard's Anti-Terrorist 
Chief, Alan Fry said the 20lb bomb was delivered inside an old taxi (registration D902 
GYH) bought only recently by a man with an Northern Ireland accent. 


Two coded warnings were given to a London hospital and a charity organisation. Both 
were authenticated by Scotland Yard and MI5 and the area cleared immediately. As 
these images show, an Army robot tried to disarm the device but it exploded in a ball 
of fire. The robot was hurled almost 200 feet away and just missed a bomb expert.

It is only two years ago that the 
European Community accused 
Britain and America of using the NSA‘s 
super-secret ECHELON spy satellite 
system to gather information on 
Europe’s commercial leading 
industrial and technological 
companies, and from their own 
intelligence organisations. Britain and 
America denied the claims of 
course. 


Nevertheless, General Mike Hayden 
(USAF), the current Director of the 
NSA, has warned his colleagues and 
Washington that his agency.can 
longer be expected to be beyond 
error. The problem is, according to 
General Hayden... technology. In a 
world of global communications and 
data transfer that moves.almost at 
the speed of light, the NSA:is 
struggling to stay abreast-of the 
situation. In a bizarre statement he 
said: “We are behind the curve in 
keeping up.” The remark was made 
on national television on 12 February 
2001. 


The NSA controls the world’s most 
advanced communications’ 
facilities, including Menwith Hill, in 
North Yorkshire.* ‘The Hill’ as it is 
nicknamed is easily Europe's most 
advanced military base and boasts 
nearly 2,000 NSA employees who are 
involved in a variety of work. Not too 
much escapes the NSA, who are 
certainly stronger than the CIA in 
terms of communications and 
information gathering. Yet certain 


Wee are known by EYE SPY! 


During the height of the Cold War, the 
NSA employed 42,500 people. The 
‘peace dividend’ or America’s ‘victory’ 
over Russia has seen that figure 
plummet to just under 17,000, of which 
some 2,500 are employed as analysts 
and ‘cyrptologists’. The CIA look upon 
their ‘friends’ with envy because their 
budget pales into insignificance 
compared to the NSAs. 


What is known about the agency is 
impressive; besides providing the 
military and intelligence services with 
much information, it prints an 
astonishing 160 million pages of 
codebooks for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force each year. Some of its Current 
projects are the things of sci-fi movies. 
The NSA security systems are so 
advanced that they can distinguish 
between identical twins simply by 
focusing on the facial movements. Eye 
recognition technology is already 
dated. Similarly, during the Gulf War, the 
NSA moved equipment into the area 
that could actually record the 
conversations of the Iraqi gunners who 
targeted friendly aircraft. 


Speaking to a journalist on the CBS 
current affairs programme, 60 Minutes, 
General Hayden reflected on an 
incident in January 2000 which held 
huge implications for the security of 
America. All of the NSA computers 
simply shut down. “For 72 hours the NSA 
headquarters were brain dead,” said 
General Hayden. “That was a bad 
time.” 


Like most of America’s security 
agencies, the NSA are also involved 
with the hunt for Saudi-born terrorist, 
Osama bin-Laden, The NSA have a 
codename for bin-Laden, which EYE 
SPY! understands is ‘The Fox’. 


Bin-Laden, has according to the NSA, a 
personal fortune of $150m. Yet he has 
access to a $3 trillion telecommunica- 
tions industry.

“He is in 
possession of encryption pro- 
grammes that are cheap and 
occasionally free.” 


The NSA provided the intelligence on 
the New York City (World Trade 
Centre) explosion. Intercepted 
information clearly linked several of 
bin-Laden’s lieutenants to the blast. 
But they failed miserably over the 
Kenya and Tanzania US Embassy 
bombings which killed 224 people. 


General Hayden reflected on 
‘happier times’ when there was only 
one adversary... the Soviet Union: 


“In the previous world order we were 
mostly concerned with the USSR. 
Technologically, we had to keep 
pace with an oligarchic, resource - 
poor, technologically inferior, over- 
bureaucratised, slow-moving nation 
state.

cycle of a global industry that is 
literally moving at the speed of light: 
cell phones, encyrption, fibre optic 
communications, it goes on. This is 
about an agency that’s grown up in 
one world, learned a way to 
succeed within that world and now 
finds itself in another world... and it’s 
got to change.”

ATHENS: Sir John Stevens, the Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner, arrived in Athens, 
Greece on 5 March to hold secret meet- 
ings with anti-terrorist police who are search- 
ing for the murderers of Brigadier Stephen 
Saunders, the British Defence Attache (see 


page 55). 


ACTIVE IRAQI INTELLIGENCE 
AGENTS ARRESTED 


BERLIN: In March German intelligence 
swooped on two Iraqis suspected of spy- 
ing. The men were caught near the United 
State's Army Headquarters in Europe, 
Heidelberg, in the south of the country. The 
BvF are considering if the incident is 
connected to Saddam Hussein's threat 
made following the joint RAF-USAF attacks 
on Baghdad on 16 February. Military targets 
were hit but two civilians died. According 
to our sources, German Intelligence is still 
seeking at least four other persons 
connected to the two Iraqis. This indicates 
Baghdad was operating a spy ring in Ger- 
many. The two men were arrested on the 
orders of Germany’s chief prosecutor, Kay 
Nehm. “They are suspected of carrying out 
missions for the Iraqi intelligence service in 
a number of German towns since the be- 
ginning of the year,” said Nehm’s office. A 
Federal judge ordered the police to hold the 
men on “urgent suspicion of espionage.” 


US STEALTH TECHNOLOGY 


WASHINGTON: The US Navy has revealed 
details of the ‘stealth bomber of the seas’, 
The DD21 destroyer will carry extreme 
fire-power silently across the oceans. It is 
designed to send missiles deep into enemy 
territory from an arsenal of 120 cruise 
missiles, The warship will carry two 33ft guns 
and 1,500 shells that are accurate from a 
distance of more than 100 miles. 


Each ship will cost a staggering $750 million 
(£500m), and this may yet derail the Navy's 
attempt to acquire defence funding. 


PREDATOR IN SECRET NELLIS AFB 
TEST FLIGHT 


WASHINGTON: It is understood that the USAF 
successfully flight-tested the Predator 
unmanned aircraft and launched a missile 
from the drone. Used extensively to take 
surveillance images during the Kosovan 
campaign, it is the first time the 27ft long 
aircraft has been used to drop warheads. It 
is further understood the MOD was at the test.

CRUISE MISSILE 
SANK THE KURSK 


Russian Admiral Claims 


An admiral in the Russia Navy, who has 
contacts with investigators working on the 
Kursk submarine investigation, has 
Claimed the ship was destroyed in a bi- 
zarre manner by the Russians themselves, 
The officer, who has declined to be 
named says: 


“It is 100% certain that a cruise missile 
went the wrong way.” What followed was 
a series of circumstances that led to a 
“catastrophic chain of events,” resulting 
in a huge explosion that ripped the sub- 
marine apart and killed all 118 people 
onboard - according to the admiral. 


The account which has not been con- 
firmed by Moscow, explains how a Granit 
missile (NATO designation Shipwreck’) was 
launched some 30 miles away from the 
warship, Peter the Great. It veered off 
course and struck the sea directly above 
the Kursk in the Barent Sea. Fitted with a 
dummy warhead, the missile disinte- 
grated as it struck the water. However, it 
contained liquid fuel that apparently 
destabilised the submarine, 


This then caused 
one of the Kursk’s 
torpedoes to 
shake loose; it 
cracked and 
started to leak fuel, 
subsequently ex- 
ploding causing a 
fireball that hurtled 
down the vessel.

Further explosions 
sent the Kursk to 
the bottom of the 
sea-bed and his 
colleagues to a 
watery grave, 
The informant is 
fuming that cru- 
cial intelligence 
reports on the 
accident have 
mysteriously 
gone missing. 
He says: 


“A lot of documents con- 
cerning the Kursk are being hidden, us- 
ing the convenient excuse that they have 
been handed over to investigators into 
the accident. There are those who do not 
want the exact version of what happened 
to the Kursk to come out.” 


The allegations are certain to upset Mos- 
cow. President Putin has already been 
challenged by the wives of 20 of the 
dead servicemen who want criminal pro- 
ceedings to be brought against anyone 
who could be responsible. 


One of those women, Khalima Ariapova, 
whose husband Rashid died in the disas- 
ter said: “They know what happened but 
they are determined to cover it up. They 
think that with time, we, the relatives, will 
just fade away and stop pestering them. 
But they are mistaken. 


Moscow has said no comment will be is- 
sued until the Kursk is brought to the sur- 
face and they have conducted a major 
inquiry.

CIA AND BILL CLINTON AT ODDS OVER LOG BOOK 


WASHINGTON: Former US President Bill 
Clinton caused uproar in Washington by 
granting ‘presidential pardons’ to some 
people who are not regarded too highly 
by the CIA. One of those people is the 
fugitive financier, Marc Rich. 


Congressional investigators and the Man- 
hattan US Attorney are now examining the 
pardon to see if it is in any way linked to 
huge political donations made by his 
former wife, or contributions made to Mr 
Clinton’s library foundation. 


Mr Rich fled the USA in 1983 to avoid 
questions over fraud, tax evasion and il- 
legal trading with Iran. The CIA, however, 
have disclosed how their records show 
that Mrs Rich visited the White House on 
19 January, just 60 seconds after her 
friend, Beth Dozoretz, who also lobbied 
for Mr Rich's pardon, had left a reception. 


When questioned over the visits, both 
women cited their Fifth Amendment 
Rights against self-incrimination. 


Mrs Rich's lawyer y 
went further and in a 
terse statement said 
“Denise Rich was not 
at the White House 
on 19 January.” Mrs 
Dozoreiz'’s husband 
denied his wife went 
to the White House | 
that night and said 

she had accompa- 

nied him to a Hollywood party that night.

$1.5 million to Democratic causes and

ccording to intelligence sources 
in Germany and Belarus, the 
United States and Russia are 
locked in highly secret talks about 
the possibility of an ‘exchange’ of men 
who both countries believe are spies. 


Pavel Borodin was arrested in January this 
year in the USA. He is currently awaiting 
extradition to Switzerland where he will 
face questions about money-laundering 
and his association with criminals. 


Mr Borodin was the head of the Kremlin 
administration under former President 
Yeltsin. And whilst he was removed by 
President Putin, the CIA are aware of his 
intimate knowledge of Russia and the 
power-base inside Moscow. 


Russia are holding a lecturer, Christopher 
Lez, who taught in a college in southern 
Germany. The Marshall Centre for Strate- 
gic Studies is attended every year by 
some 350 officers from post-communist 
states every year. The CIA are worried that 
if they don't get Lez out, he may be 
forced to compromise East European 
officers who are potentially friendly to the 
West, and may impart information. Both 
the CIA and FSB regard the college as a 
‘spy school.’ 


It was last September 
Mr Lez was arrested 
after visiting a 
professor at the Minsk -< 
Academy of Inform- : j 
ation and Sciences. Belepan, os 
the Belarus news service allege he ran 
spy network. Counterintelligence agents 
claim they found a notebook complete 
with codes in his hotel room. CIA sources 
say he has been set-up. 


Moscow has threatened him with 15 years 
in prison if he is found guilty, 


The security forces of Russia and Belarus 
are using Mr Lez to prise Borodin out of 
the CIA's grasp. Yet Herr Lez knows the 
names of many sympathetic officers who 
attended the Marshall Centre and might 
be willing to work for the CIA or MIó. There 
is no evidence, however, that Mr Lez has 
ever tried to recruit these men. 


Both the US State Department and the 
German Foreign Ministry have remained 
silent on the affair, but the CIA would like 
to resolve the matter sooner or later, es- 
pecially as the trial of Mr Lez is expected 
to start within the next six months.

“The MOD has stuck by the verdict in the face of 
new evidence that Sir William did not see.

There is no doubt the government are hiding 
something, and that may indeed relate to the 
development of a very exciting and secret 
aeroplane almost certainly being developed by 
British Aerospace. In 1995 | was sent a report by a 
senior communications engineer who worked for 
one of the country's biggest television stations, He 
had been commissioned by the MOD to install a 
new satellite system at a well-known RAF base in 
Scotland. Whilst at the base, he and a colleague 
noticed a “strange-looking aircraft” in front of 
hangar doors at the far side of the runway. The 
aircraft was black and relatively small with several 
angular lines. Oddly, the aircraft appeared to be 
above the runway and was pushed inside the 
hangar. An RAF security guard saw the men who 
asked him “what's that?” Impolitely he reminded 
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the men that they had wandered into a restricted 
area and told them the aircraft they had seen was 
atoy.” 


That same year | was contacted by a radar 
Operator who worked at RAF Staxton Wold on the 
North Yorkshire Moors relatively close to Scar- 
borough. Staxton Wold is one of the country’s most 
advanced radar facilities. He said: “I think you 
should know what me and my friend Caught sight 
of the other night. We were on radar duty and saw 
this thing leave RAF Machrihanish... it pulled away 
from the Mull of Kintyre and struck out towards 
Norway. 


“We couldn't believe its speed. By the time it came 
back from the Norwegian coast we had ‘clocked it’ 
doing Mach 10. 


“Anyway, we had seen this thing leave 
Machrihanish and we saw it come back, Op’s put 
a call to the base. We asked, ‘what the hell was 
that’? Machrihanish told us it was none of our 
business and put the phone down” 


Whether or not such stories are real remains 
secondary at the moment. As military testing 
becomes more secret, accidents are becoming 
more and more frequent. It’s quite feasible that the 
RAF Chinook carrying so many crucial passengers 
was siruck by a test vehicle belonging either to the 
British or Americans. How is it possible that US Forces 
reached a remote outpost in the UK before British 
rescue teams, unless they were tracking either the 
‘unknown’ target or the Chinook? What was the 
debris found in the engine, and why has the 
government ignored a pretty impressive radar tape 
that shows the mysterious target Closing-in on the 
Chinook? The software problem may be crucial but 
it appears not to be the reason why the Govern- 
ment are hell bent on concealing this incident, 
New freedom of information laws may help extract 
the truth in future years, but for the families of the

the usual tract and install the 
next in line, which would have 
been vice-president Francisco 
Tudela, They looked at the 
second vice-present, Ricardo 
Marquez, but on learning of 
Fujimori’s decision, he too 
resigned. Thus they chose the 
opposition speaker, Valentin 
Paniagua, 64, as an interim 
leader. He immediately named 
former United Nations Secretary 
General, Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, as Peru's new prime 
minister. Unfortunately they will 
be surrounded by government 
figures who are suspected of 
having links to the now ais- 
graced spy chief, Viadimiro 
Montesinos. The new govern- 
ment didn't accept Fujimori’s 
resignation, but they did sack 
him. And to dispel fears of 
Fujimori and Montesinos still 
retaining a power base in Peru, 
13 General's who were closely 
linked to the ‘twins’ were 
sacked. “We want to guarantee 


the impartiality of the Armed 
Forces in future elections,” 
said retired General Walter 
Ledesma, the new defence 
minister. 


Meanwhile, justice ministers 
trying desperately to sort out 
the mess which the ‘twins’ 
have left, have been 
investigating some of 
Montesinos’s affairs. $30 
million has already been 
frozen in a Zurich bank. The 
Swiss Government believes 
that the money - tied to the 
former SIN chief, is the result of 
money laundering. There are 
also emerging intelligence 
stories which have put him at 
the centre of a major arms 
deal between Jordan and 
leftwing rebels in nearby

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Colombia. Roberto Escobar, 
brother of the late Colombian 
drug cartel boss, Pablo 
Escobar, said that Montesinos 
gave him $1 million (£695,000) 
to help fund his 1990 election 
campaign. 


And in late February, Interpol in 
Peru issued a warrant for 
Montesinos. Part of the 
allegation relates to claims that 
he helped sell weapons to 
Colombian rebels, the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces, in 
a complex deal in which 
Peruvian army officers alleg- 
edly bought 10,000 rifles from 
Jordan in 1999, 


Thus the men who stabilised 
the Peruvian economy, tamed 
hyper-inflation, eliminated the 
threat of left-wing guerrillas, 
reduced inflation to single 
figures, made peace with 
neighbouring Ecuador and 
smashed drug cartels in the 
country have gone. However, it 
will be interesting to see if this 
proud nation now goes into
